Chancellor 
Richardson 
Memorial Fund 
boosts archives 


HANKS TO THE 
Chancellor Richard- 
son Memorial Fund, 
Queen’s University 
owns some of the finest, 
most widely used collec- 
tions of Canadiana of any 
university in the country. 
Named after James A. 
Richardson, the sixth 
Chancellor of Queen’s 
and father of present 
Chancellor Agnes 
Benedickson, Arts’41, 
LLD’79, the fund was es- 
tablished in 1968 for the 
acquisition of Canadian 
historical documents, 
works of art, music, video 


and film, and other his- 


torical research materials. 


Only objects that can’t be 
acquired within regular 
operating and capital 
budgets qualify. 

The fund is adminis- 
trated by an advisory 
committee of Queen’s 
faculty appointees. “We 
review requests each 
spring and recommend a 
purchase. If money is left 
over, we have another 
round of applications in 
the fall,” explains current 
committee chair Dr. 
Donald W. Swainson, 
History. Over 25 years, 
the fund’s support has 
exceeded $1 million. 
Acquisitions have 
included an extensive 
research collection of 
Canadian documents in 
microform (like census 
records up to 1901 and 
the unpublished Cana- 
dian sessional papers 
from 1914 onward); one 
of the largest and most 
comprehensive microfilm 





collections of Canadian 
newspapers; reproduc- 
uons of historical maps, 
air-photographs, and 
survey records; special 
collections—such as the 
Edith and Lorne Pierce

The fund also finances 
acquisitions of literary 
papers (of Gail Fox, Al 
Purdy, Dorothy Livesay, 
George Woodcock, and 





Geologist uncovers rare fossils 


When Dr. John Hanes, Geology, went looking 


for a site to take some elementary students on 


a field trip recently, he certainly found what he 


was looking for. The Kingston Whig-Standard 


reported in a front-page story that Hanes had 


uncovered a precious cache of 450-million- 


year-old marine organism fossils from the 


Ordovician period, 225 million years before the 


age of dinosaurs. Hanes says they're embedded 


in a large outcropping of glacially-polished 


limestone at an old Kingston Township quarry. 


The property is owned by a Toronto developer, 


who’s planning a $150-million commercial- 


residential complex there. Dr. Herb Helmstaedt, 


head of geology, says he hopes that at least 


some of the fossils can be preserved.

AMSEY WITHERS, 

Sc’54, spent just one 

year on campus, yet 

the 1995 Alumni 
Achievement Award 
winner says that year 
developed what he terms 
a “lifelong commitment 
to Queen’s.” 

You see, Ramsey came 
to Queen’s in the fall of 
1953. He’d graduated the 
year before from the 
Royal Military College 
(RMC), and then served 
overseas as a lieutenant 
in command of a signal 
platoon with the Cana- 
dian forces that fought 
in the Korean War. 

Upon returning home, 
Ramsey and 10 of his 
classmates—‘“the last of 
the veteran students,” 
he calls them— 
were allowed to 
choose a uni- 
versity where 
they could 
complete 


the requirements for 
their degrees. (RMC 
wasn’t a full-fledged 
university in those days.) 
They chose Queen’s 
solely because of its 
academic reputation. 

At that time, Ramsey 
had only a passing 
familiarity with the 
University; there wasn’t 
a lot of opportunity or 
reason for officer cadets 
to visit campus in those 
days. “The principal 
source of dates for 
RMC cadets was

Kingston General Hospi- 
tal nurses, not Queen’s 
co-eds,” he recalls. 

Once he arrived on 
campus, Ramsey made 
up for lost time. Not only 
did he earn his Bachelor 
of Science degree in 
electrical engineering, he 
also met his bride-to-be 
here: Alison Saunders 
was a second-year stu- 
dent from Orillia, Ont. 
Putting his military 
training to good use, 
Ramsey planned a 
romantic offensive to 
storm Alison’s heart. “I 
convinced her to switch 
from Com’56 to Matri- 
mony’ 54,” he explains 
with a laugh. 

“Little did I know, at 
the time I popped the 
question, that I was 
marrying a Queen’s 
clanswoman. Her father, 
Samuel Franklin Saun- 
ders, was Com’24. Her 
mother, Jean Cameron 
Saunders, is Arts’24. 
Then there was her uncle 
Graydon Saunders, 
Com’31, and her Aunt 
Bessie, BCom’30. Oh yes, 
and the year we tied the 
knot, Alison’s brother Jim 
joined Sc’58. And four of 
her cousins became 
alumni in the 1960s.” 

Forty-two years, three 
children, and six grand- 
children later, Ramsey 
and his “Queen’s 
clanswoman” are still 
going strong. Alison was 
at his side during a 
distinguished military 
career that saw Ramsey 
rise steadily through the 
ranks to become a gen- 
eral. In 1977, he became 
Vice-Chief of the 
Defence Staff, and 
three years later he was 
appointed Chief. 

When Ramsey retired 
from the armed forces in 
1983 after 35 years, he 
was appointed Deputy 
Minister of the Depart- 
ment of Transport 1n 
Ottawa. Displaying the 
same people and organi- 
zational skills that had 
served him so well dur- 


ing his military career, in 
1988 he received the 
Outstanding Achieve- 
ment Award of the Public 
Service of Canada. The 
Award recognized his 
“unselfish devotion and 
excellence in all aspects 
of management of the 
Department of Transport 
and its relationships with 
its own agencies, Crown 
corporations, and other 
departments and institu- 
tions of the Government 
of Canada.” 

Ramsey went into the 
consulting business when

Strategic Studies. These 
days, he’s a member of 
the Passing the Torch 
campaign committee 

at the Canadian War 
Museum in Ottawa. 

It was Ramsey’s life- 
time of public service 
that spurred his brother- 
in-law Jim Saunders to 
nominate him for the 
Alumni Achievement 
Award. “In whatever en- 
deavor he’s undertaken, 





Queen’s again #2 in Maclean’s poll 


“We're number two!” It’s becoming a familiar 


refrain at Queen’s—in national rankings, any- 


way. Queen’s again placed second overall in the 


medical/doctoral category when Maclean's 


magazine recently released the results of its 


fifth annual survey of Canadian universities. 
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Queen’s has ranked 
“number two” in the 
much-anticipated, 
sometimes censured 
survey four times in 
the last five years. 
Sharing top honors in 
this group—made up 
of universities with a 
broad range of PhD 
programs and re- 
search, as well as a 


medical school—were the U of T, which retained 


its first-place position, and McGill University, 


which remained in third. 


The best news for Queen’s is its climb from 


fourth to first place in the “reputation” ranking, 


determined by a survey of more than 3,400 


guidance counsellors, academic administrators, 


and CEOs of major corporations in Canada.

Queen’s to lose 
$19 in Ontario 
budget cuts 


HE ONTARIO GOVERN- 
ment’s recently 
announced cuts to 
post-secondary edu- 
cation operating grants 
that will trim about $19 
million from Queen’s 
$180 million annual 
operating budget. Over- 
all, the cuts will reduce 
the province’s operating 
grants to universities and 
colleges by $280 million. 
To help offset the effects 
of this cut, the govern- 
ment has made provision

for discretionary tuition 
increases. If fully imple- 
mented at Queen’s, these 
would result in about $8 
million in increased 
revenue, but a portion of 
this money would be 
allocated to student assis- 
tance. “Given ongoing 
obligations, however, the 
reduction in expendi- 
tures required to balance 
the University’s operat- 
ing budget will approach 
$15 million in 1996-97,” 
says Queen’s principal 
Bill Leggett. 

Because the Harris 
government made its fis- 
cal intentions clear since 
the day it was elected, the 
University’s administra- 


tion has had an opportu- 
nity to discuss the 
available options with 
Senate, the Board of 
Trustees, deans, direc- 
tors, the leaders of the 
Graduate Students’ 
Society and Alma Mater 
Society, and of the 
faculty and staff associa- 
tions. “I should note, as 
well, that the presidents 
of Ontario’s universities 
and I, together with the 
Council of Ontario Uni- 
versities and the Friends 
of Ontario Universities, 
have been working to 
ensure that the govern- 
ment is fully aware of the 
serious negative impact 
of the cuts being contem-

plated, and to attempt to 
minimize the magnitude 
and the impact of the 
cuts. In this we’ve been 
joined by faculty, staff 
and student organiza- 
tions from across the 
province,” Leggett said.

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tive character of Queen’s. 
In doing so, it’s vital that 
the decisions we make 


over the coming months 
be focused first and fore- 
most on one issue— 
maintaining the Univer- 
sity’s leadership role in 
high-quality education 
and scholarship.” With 
that in mind, Leggett 
has undertaken a series 
of measures: 

e Vice-Principal (Acade- 
mic) David Turpin has 
convened a subcommit- 
tee of the Senate 
Committee on Academic 
development to review 
the strategic plans 
prepared by individual 
faculties and by various 
other committees and 
task forces, and to pro- 
vide a brief statement of 
the essential principles 
and priorities that should 
guide the University’s 
decision-making process; 
e the Senate Committee 
on Scholarships and 
Student Aid is reviewing 
current policies, and will 
recommend changes to 
improve the University’s 
ability to respond to stu- 
dent needs in the face of 
increased tuition; 

e the Budget Task Force 
is reviewing the implica- 
tions of the impending 
cuts, and will provide 
guidance on the options 
available to Queen’s to 
meet them; and, 

e Vice-Principal (Opera- 
tions & Finance) John 
Cowan is coordinating 

a review of human 
resource policies that 
could be implemented 
to minimize the impact 
of budget cuts on indi- 
viduals. A suite of 
employment and work 
reduction options is also 





being developed. 

Despite the cuts, 
Leggett said he remains 
optimistic about the Uni- 
versity’s future. “Queen’s 
has many strengths that 
will allow us to maintain 





the outstanding quality 
for which the University 
has become known. 
These include the best 
students in Canada, 
exceptional faculty and 
staff, a tradition of inno- 
vation, and the absence 
of debt,” he said.

()ueen’s gold at Lake Opinicon 


Everyone’s invited 
to the celebrations 
being planned to 
mark the 50th 
anniversary of the 
Queen’s University 
Biological Station 
(QUBS) at Lake 
Opinicon. In this 
article station 
manager and 
senior instructor 
Frank Phelan, 
Artsci’73, MSc’76, 
looks back fondly 
on the station's 
first half-century 


of operations. 
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s | Sir PONDERING THE EVENTS OF THE LAST 
50 years at QUBS, my eyes are drawn 
from my computer screen, and out the 
window, to the nearby lake. It’s winter 
now, and the tree-lined shores are sleep- 
ing under a blanket of fresh snow. The 
quiet bays are frozen solid. Yet sepa- 
rated from me by only a thin sheet of 
window glass, nature still beckons. 

[ have only to open the door and step outside 
to feel the light fall of downy snow, hear the birds 
singing in the woods, perhaps see a deer brows- 
ing, or a fox looking for a meal among the lakeside 
shrubs. This place is a wonderful, giant outdoor 
laboratory. That’s its chief merit, and the reason 
QUBS has been such a wonderful success. 

The Station, with its small cloister of buildings 
overlooking Lake Opinicon, has been a classroom, 
laboratory, and place of memories for generations 
of youthful, creative, inquisitive students. Their 
field experiences have been the measure of the 
Station’s success—whether they’ve been enrolled 
in field courses, pursued their own research ini- 


tiatives, assisted with established studies, or have 
come on short-term outings as part of regular cur- 
riculum courses. It’s this on-going—and increas- 
ing—importance of hands-on exposure to bio- 
logical principles that will set the Station’s course 
as we move into the 21st Century. 

Located 50 kms north of Kingston, on one of 
the lakes of the Rideau Canal, and astride the Fron- 
tenac Axis (an extension of the Canadian Shield 
into the sedimentary rocks that surround the Great 
Lakes basin), QUBS provides access to a wide 
variety of habitat. Lakes of various types and sizes 
are Close by. So, too, are landscapes with a range 
of human influence and alteration, a varied topog- 
raphy, specialized environments, and high biodi- 
versity. The area offers a fascinating juxtaposition 
of northern and southern flora and fauna. Clearly, 
it was this ready access to diverse habitats that the 
founders of QUBS had in mind when they estab- 
lished a field facility here 50 years ago. 

In 1945, ‘Queen’s Point’ was 65 acres on Lake 
Opinicon that had been purchased from the Acton 
family. Then-Principal Robert C. Wallace was the

prime mover behind the establishment of a field sta- 
tion. “Biological work on our freshwater lake sys- 
tems, particularly the Rideau system and its trib- 
utaries and our partially forested uplands will prove 
to be the best contribution, in my judgement, that 
Queen’s can make to the upbuilding of the coun- 
try which has been lumbered over and partly de- 
populated,” Wallace told the University’s Board 
of Trustees as he made his original proposal to buy 
the land. His words were prophetic. 

Atthe time, conservation and rehabilitation were 
paramount in field biology. These twin principles 
laid a firm foundation for the principles of ecology 


and biodiversity which followed some decades later. 
Drs.-Rollo Earl, BA’14, LLD’60, head of Biol- 


_ ogy in 1945, and Wes Curran, the first director of 
~ QUBS, set up the field station and developed the 


first educational and training programs. They su- 
pervised the building of labs, lodging facilities, and 
a dining hall. The first summer at the site, faculty, 
staff, and students used the old mill at nearby Chaf- 
fey’s Locks as a base of operations. 

Grace (Miller) Gill, Arts’46, of Kingston recalls 
working as a cook in the summer of 1945. “It was 






_an interesting experience,” she says. “I remember 


the kitchen was in the basement at the old mill, 


and the female students slept upstairs.” 


Once the necessary facilities were ready at Lake 
Opinicon, staff and students began using the field 


station. That was the summer of 1946. Former 


Alumni Association president Herb Lawler, Arts’46, 
of Winnipeg, has many fond memories of the time 
he spent at the Station. Lake Opinicon was a won- 
derful place both to study and spend a summer. In 
those days, Herb was a brawny Tricolor football 
player with an appetite to match his physique. He’s 
never forgotten how hungry he always was spend- 
ing time outdoors at the lake. “We'd eat just about 
anything. | remember once Wes Curran caught a 
huge eel that was so greasy he had to cook it out- 
side over an open fire,” says Herb. “Another time, 
we caught a huge snapping turtle that we cooked 
and ate. My gosh, it was tough! We never had one 
again because so many people complained.”

Such was life at QUBS that everyone relished the 
opportunity to live, sleep, and even eat biology! 

Cooking classes weren't part of the QUBS 
agenda, even then. But from the beginning the Sta- 
tion has had a dual mandate—teaching and re- 
search. In the early years, students served as re- 
search assistants, and received training in field 
biology while working for various professors on 
established studies. This type of training contin- 
ues today. But as often as not, students now work 
on their own projects. They do field work as part 








of the requirements for an advanced degree—an 
Honors BSc, Master’s, or Doctorate. As you'd ex- 
pect, the distinctions between research, teaching, 
and training often becomes fuzzy. 

When large-scale field courses were first offered 
in the 1960’s, many more students began coming to 
QUBS. These courses utilized a “hands-on” ap- 
proach to teaching biological theory. Today, the 
Station’s field course program is part of a success- 
ful collaboration among a dozen Ontario universi- 
ties. More than 40 courses are offered, ranging from 
ecology of coral reefs and conservation biology to 
molecular ecology and communication in song- 
birds. You could say there’s a lot to sing about. 

Many of these courses provide opportunities for 
interaction between students and staff from differ- 
ent institutions, who have varying backgrounds and 
experience. The resulting atmosphere has been piv- 
otal in the lives of many. Herb Lawler, for one. 

So intrigued was Herb by what he learned at 
Lake Opinicon, that after graduating from Queen’s 
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he went on to earn a MSc at Western and a PhD at 
the U of T, and then made a distinguished career 
for himself as a fish biologist. 

David Bell, Artsci’91, is another alumnus who 
benefited from the time he spent at QUBS. “I have 
fond memories of my summers at the field station,” 
he says. “I was turned on to biology by the shar- 
ing of a wealth of natural history information among 
the researchers. 

“In the mingling of students with profs, I came 
to appreciate that profs are human, too! Talk of 
field work placed us all on an even footing.” 

After graduating, David went on to do a MSc in 
biology at the U of T, and did his field work at 
QUBS. He’s now poised to become a professional 
biologist, and I suspect he’ll become one of the 
many who will periodically return to the Station. 

If anything, the potential for the kind of expe- 
riences and interaction that Herb Lawler and David 
Bell speak of has increased in recent years. Re- 
searchers regularly come here from other institu- 
tions to pursue their work. Researchers from 
Queen’s, Carleton, Toronto, Trent, Guelph, and 
McMaster are major users of the Station. This in- 
stitutional diversity has increased the scope of in- 
terest, the range of studies, and the level of inter- 
action at the field station. The uniqueness of the 
atmosphere and the opportunities available are re- 
flected in the numerous grants the Station has at- 
tracted over the years. These Major Facilities Ac- 
cess Awards from the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council have been used to 
enable the multi-user approach. Since the late ’40s, 
use of QUBS has grown from about 800 user-days 
to more than 8,000 user-days 1n 1995. 

Although several of the Station’s buildings are 
original, others have been added to provide ac- 
commodations for up to 80 persons. The Station 
now boasts 12 separate lab spaces, computer rooms, 
optical and electronic equipment, a fleet of boats, 
collections, conference rooms, a library and capa- 
bility for year-round use of the station. These de- 
velopments have coincided with additions to the 
QUBS’s land base. A series of real estate purchases 
and gifts to Queen’s have expanded the facility to 
more than 5,000 acres, ranging from shoreline to 
abandoned farmland and mature second-growth 
forest. It’s fortunate so much land has been added. 
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In the face of continuing development, these 
additions have provided crucial long-term secu- 
rity for study sites. The conservation values of 
QUBS properties are substantial for many species 
of plants and animals, especially those with large 
home ranges or particular requirements. At the 
same time, the holistic view, which looks at entire 
ecosystems rather than individual organisms, has 
come to the fore in biological theory. Work at the 
ecosystem level has been greatly facilitated by 
QUBS’s various land acquisitions. 

As we celebrate the Station’s golden anniver- 
sary, it’s become the largest inland field station in 
the country. QUBS enjoys national and interna- 
tional recognition as a productive and interesting 
site for field biology studies. Myself, the other staff, 


and the “regulars”—as long-term QUBS users have 
affectionately come to be known—try to maintain 
an atmosphere that’s affable and supportive, yet 


challenging and stimulating. It’s these qualities 
that make QUBS the kind of wondrous place stu- 
dents, faculty, and other resesearchers keep re- 
turning to year after year. 

I should mention, too, that the level of activity

attended Open House. This event gives local res- 
idents and cottagers an opportunity to sample life 
at QUBS, and to ask some of those questions I hear 
so often: “What is it that you do at the Biological 
Station?” “What can I do about bats in my attic?” 
“Have you noticed that... .?” And so it goes. 

A non-credit naturalist workshop has also been 
offered for the past 17 years. The program is de- 
signed to highlight the natural history of south- 
eastern Ontario. It features such topics as bogs and 
fens, geology, freshwater communities, photogra- 
phy, and wetlands. We also look at such topical bi- 
ological principles as biodiversity, endangered 
species and habitats, and conservation. As you

might expect, this program is popular with ama- 
teur naturalists and teachers, as well as with pro- 
fessional biologists. 

In recent years, other departments at Queen’s 
have caught on to the “good thing” we’ve got going 
at QUBS. Geography, Psychology, and Geological 
Sciences have become active in both research and 
teaching. In addition, language departments, Law, 
and Physiology have made use of the facilities and 
accommodations for meetings, small conferences 
and outings. This trend has moved QUBS toward 
becoming a university facility rather than just a

As public awareness of environmental concerns 
grows, Queen’s is responding by providing in- 
creased educational opportunities and training for 
students planning to pursue careers in the envi- 
ronmental field. The innovative new Biosciences 
Complex, now under construction on campus, next 
door to Earl Hall, heralds a new era of interaction 
and interdisciplinary cooperation among envi- 
ronmental scientists. Similarly, the establishment 
of an Environmental Science Program at Queen’s 
involves biologists, geographers, engineers, 
chemists, and geologists in comprehensive stud- 
ies of workings of the environment, human im- 
pacts, and remediation. All of these initiatives will 
place increased demands on the field station. 

The challenges of the next 50 years will be in 
meeting the demands of an ever increasing diver- 
sity of uses, while maintaining QUBS’s atmosphere, 
character, and charm. However, with the momen- 
tum gained from the past 50 years and the enthu- 


siasm of the regulars along with the devotion of 


staff and the usual serendipity, there’s every rea- 
son to believe that QUBS will continue to prosper. 

This year being the 50th anniversary of QUBS, 
we're planning a celebration for August. All past 
users of Queen’s are invited back to renew old ac- 
quaintances, retell old stories (and lies), check on 
the changes that have taken place at QUBS, and to 
relive the experience of being at an active field sta- 
tion again.

Solving the great Queen’s “MiA’ mystery 


HERE HE IS,” I CRIED, 
“Douglas Carmichael! 
We've got them all!” 

A breathless Paul 
Banfield, MA’85, had 
e run up the stairs to the 
mi fourth floor of the 
Queen’s Archives clutching a Science 
41-45 photo album. We opened it to 
Carmichael’s picture. Now we had all of 
our missing war dead. They’d been our 
MiAs— not missing in action, but miss- 
ing in archives. A decade-long effort to 
solve a Queen’s mystery had ended. 

It all began in 1947, when a fire gut- 
ted the old Students’ Memorial Union 
building. At that time, a collection of 
photos of the Queen’s men who’d died in 
the Second World War was removed for 
safe keeping. Unfortunately, the num- 
bered master list of names was lost. When 
a list of 175 names turned up in the early 
1980s, there was no way of knowing 
which photos were who. 

What’s more, when Dr. Stewart Web- 
ster of the History Department at- 
tempted to match the names to faces, he 
found he had just 168 photos. Sorting out 
the puzzle seemed impossible. 

But Stewart had friends and classmates 
in the group, and he felt strongly they 
should be remembered. “They died. We 
lived,” he says. “We’re the beneficiaries 
of a dreadful sacrifice. We inherit an un- 
repayable debt. We cannot make amends, 
but we can acknowledge the obligation 
and remember it.” 

Stewart began showing copies of the 
photos to friends and at class reunions. 
He also ran notices in the Review. He con- 
sulted the Honor Roll in the Memorial 
Room, and went through Queen’s arch- 
ival records. For five years he whittled 
away at the list. 

Dozens of people volunteered infor- 
mation, and the number of unidentified 
photos had been reduced to 75 by 1989, 
when I moved back to Kingston. I'd grown 
up here and attended Queen’s during the 
war. Stewart, who'd been my classmate, 
knew this, and so he asked me to look at 
the photos. 

I was immediately caught up by the 
search when I saw a photo of an old 
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friend: Flying Officer Frank Jemmett, who 
had been shot down over the Mediter- 
ranean in 1942. I said I'd help Stewart find 
the 75 unidentified men, and the seven 
missing pictures. 

By 1991, our “MiA list” was down to 
57. When in July the Review published 
the remaining unidentified photos and a 
list of the names, we received 125 letters 
and dozens of phone calls. They came 
from the mens’ families, relatives, friends, 
and classmates. The tips helped us iden- 
tify 35 more photos. 

“But we’ve still got 22—mostly air- 
men—who’ve no regimen- 
tal insignia. We'll never get 
them all,” I said to George 
Henderson, Arts’59, MA’64, 
of Queen’s Archives. 

“You'll find them all,” he 
reassured me. 

Late in 1992, we wrote 
to the mens’ hometown 
newspapers. At first, the let- 
ters appeared to sink with- 
out a trace. But then replies 
started arriving. By spring 
1995, we were down to five 
unidentified men: one army 
man and four airmen. We 
had assistance from Flight 
Path, the RCAF air crew 
newsletter. We decided the 
army man must be Win- 
ston Morehouse, BCom’31, 
Royal Canadian Artillery. 
Three lucky breaks gave us 
the airmen—except for 
Douglas Carmichael, BSc’42. When we 
found him in that old yearbook, our puz- 
zle was finally solved. 

Of the 175 Queen’s fatalities of the last 
war, 57 were airmen, five were navy men, 
and the rest were in the army. Five served 
with the Hastings & Prince Edward Reg- 
iment, and five with the Stormont, Dun- 
das & Glengarry Highlanders. Only one 
Queen’s man died in the Far East—Ed- 
ward H. Crumley, BA’30, of the Straits 
Settlements Volunteer Force, who worked 
on the infamous Burma Railway and died 
a Japanese POW. (Many Queen’s women 
also served during the Second World war, 
but none died on active service.) 


At this point, Alumni Affairs become 
more actively involved. After conferring 
with Jane Kaduck, Arts’54, from the 
alumni office, all of the people involved 
decided that we should frame the photos 
and hang them in the Polson Room of the 
John Deutsch University Centre—the 
old Students’ Memorial Union. The ded- 
ication ceremony was held on October 
21 as part of Alumni Weekend’95. 

Principal Bill Leggett and Chancel- 
lor Agnes Benidickson, Arts’41, LLD’79, 
were present; Dr. Graham Scott, son of 
Pilot Officer Raymond Scott, BSc’40,

spoke as a representative of the families, 
Stewart Webster gave a memorable 
speech, and Padre Laverty, LLD’91, of- 
fered a closing prayer. The room was 
full, and in the two front rows sat mem- 
bers of the families of some of those 
Queen’s men who died on active service 
in the Second World War. They can 
never get the recognition they truly de- 
serve, but now they’re closer to it. 
Archivist George Henderson was 
right. We found them all. @

ing. The Council, which consists of all Trustees, members of the Senate, plus an equal number of elected graduates, meets 
in plenary session once a year, usually in May. The Council has a general concern for the University’s well-being, selecting 
one area of University policy for in-depth discussion each year. The Council elects the University Chancellor.

The Queen’s Review is received by many who are not graduates and are therefore not entitled to vote. Since all ballots are 
computer-checked on arrival, the computer verifies that the seven-digit number is one assigned to a Queen’s graduate 
who is entitled to vote.

sponding number of each graduate will be on the label. Please be sure to use the seven-digit number that applies to you.

He was instrumental 
in soliciting funds for the building of McLaughlin Hall from the late Colonel Sam 
McLaughlin, founder of General Motors of Canada. In addition to being head, Hugh 
was dean of the Faculty of Applied Science from 1955 until 1963. Hugh was appointed 
vice-principal of administration from 1963 until 1970, when he returned to the me- 
chanical engineering department as professor. He was a person of great foresight and 
leadership. The Computing Centre was founded under his direction. The Engineering 
institute of Canada bestowed the Institute’s Julian C. Swift Award for Hugh’s contribu- 
tion as president and councillor and his work for his profession. As well, in 1970, he 
was elected as the first president of the Canadian Society for Mechanical 
Engineering.Faculty and staff fondly remember his enthusiastic approach to teaching, 
the great pedagogical discussions, and his lecturing on entropy, involving among other 
metaphors, the graphic description of a collision between a fly and a locomotive. He 
was a pioneer in self-directed study of thermodynamics for the undergraduate 
students,who honored him with the Engineering Society Award bearing his name.Hugh 
was loyal, a strong leader, a gentle husband, and an inspring father and grandfather.

ALUMNI SPOTLIGHT 


OST GRADS HAVE A PHOTOGRAPH TAKEN 
when they graduate. These souvenir 
portraits peer out of the pages of the 
Tricolor yearbooks or are proudly dis- 
played on the livingroom walls of 
proud parents and grandparents 
around the globe. The graduation por- 
trait is a timeless convocation ritual. 

Wallace (“Wally”) Berry, Arts’42, knows the rou- 
tine well: for more than 40 years, as Kingston’s 
best-known commercial photographer and Queen’s 
number-one cameraman, Berry captured on film 
thousands of graduates, student athletes, visiting 
dignitaries and important campus occasions on 
film. These images, in many cases, have become 
valuable a historical resource for Queen’s. 

The 78-year-old photographer retired last Sep- 
tember, donating most of his photography collec- 
tion to Queen’s Archives and auctioning off all of 
his cameras, lenses, studio lights, and darkroom 
equipment. Wally sold everything, except for four 
video cameras he uses as he continues to record 
the exploits of the Golden Gaels football team, 
something he’s been doing since 1954. It’s no co- 
incidence that athletic endeavors still draw Wally 
to Queen’s—after all, in a roundabout way, sports 
helped bring him to Queen’s in the first place. 

As a teenager in his hometown of Brantford, 
Ont., Wally taught swimming at the local YMCA. 
Through the father of one of his students, he landed 
a $19-a-week factory job that paid his way to 
Queen’s in 1937. Between classes Wally coached 
the swimming and water polo teams. Eventually 
he married Ada Roberts, a Kingston-born mem- 
ber of the women’s swim squad. (“Everyone thought 
she attended Queen’s, but she didn’t”, 
Wally says with a laugh. “We got away 
with stuff like that in those days!”) 
They would have four children, 
one of whom 1s Frances Maybee, 
Arts’67, of Ottawa. 

In 1939 a cousin from Ger- 
many sold Wally his first camera, 
a 35-mm Contax. Soon he was 
roaming the campus, shooting pic- 
tures of friends, streetscapes, and 
sporting events. “The relationship be- 
tween the camera and the university was 
very apparent to me,” he recalls. 

During World War II, Wally served three-and- 
a-half years in the Canadian navy in Halifax and 
Ottawa. Afterwards, he found a job with Associ- 
ated Screen News, a company in Montreal that 
copied Hollywood films for Canadian distribution. 
There Berry learned the basics of moviemaking— 
a career he aspired to—but a handful of T'V scripts 
and plans for a series of film strips somehow never 
made it to the production stage. 

By 1947, the Berry family was back in Kingston, 
where Wally bought a studio and set up shop as a 
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portrait photographer. His reputation 
grew, and in 1951 Queen’s contracted 
him to shoot the grad portraits for 

the Tricolor. Three years later, he 

was also hired to film a season’s 
worth of Golden Gaels games. 
Initially, he used a 16-mm cam- 
era, shooting from a perch ina 
special basket that hung from 
scaffolding over the Richard- 
son football field. Later he used 

a mobile cherry-picker, which 
permitted greater flexibility in 
choosing camera angles. 

Wally’s commercial business 
expanded to the point that by the 
1970s he was overseeing five em- 
ployees who worked in a combination 
studio /office/photo processing plant lo- 
cated in a former schoolhouse in west-end 
Kingston. “He had quite an establishment out 
there,” says Vi Perry, who for 20 years was Wally’s 
assistant and lab technician. 

Queen’s jobs were the studio’s bread-and-but- 
ter, but when that work wound down in the early 
1980s, Wally busied himself with wedding pic- 
tures, portraits, and taking annual class pictures 
at Kingston-area public schools. Many people sull 
remember Wally’s trademark attention-getter: a 
shrill, startling, through-the-teeth whistle he em- 
ployed to amuse and loosen up his subjects. 

But Wally never lost his fondness for his alma 
mater. He served on Queen’s residences board and 
as president of the Kingston branch of the Alumni 
Association; in 1989, he received that Branch’s high- 
est accolade—what’s now known as the 
Padre Laverty Award—for his contri- 
butions to the Queen’s and Kingston 
communities. 

“Over the years, the pictures 

Wally took and the way he took 
them played a role in any suc- 
cess we've enjoyed,” said Queen’s 
legendary football coach, Frank 
Tindall, at a 1989 ceremony in 
which Wally was inducted into the 
Queen’s Football Hall of Fame in the 
Builder category. 

Today, Wally and his second wife, Gwen, 
live in a comfortable apartment overlooking the 
Kingston Yacht Club. The walls are hung mostly 
with paintings—but only a handful of Berry’s pho- 
tographs. “He’s very modest,” explains Gwen. 

After such an eventful career, Wally downplays 
his retirement, which marks the end of an era in 
the University’s photographic history. “The big 
worry is finding a place for the scraps of things 
I’ve got,” he says. “My career wasn’t that dramatic.”

"VE JUST RETURNED FROM THE 50TH 
reunion. About most things I have 
something upbeat to say. About this 
subject, at best my feelings are 
mixed. [ enjoyed our get together, 
but there won’t be many yuks in 
this article. 

Each reunion takes on its own char- 
acter. The first couple I went to were the 
“nothing” reunions. Few of us went. 
Everyone was too busy getting on in the 
world and establishing a practice. 

Then there were the “I made it” re- 
unions, when we all seemed to feel we 
could report to classmates that I achieved 
the Fellowship, became a professor, made 
a million, built a big new house, founded 
a clinic, or whatever. Then came the years 
of “Isn’t that a different wife than he had 
at the last reunion?” (Those many years 
ago our medical school class was exclu- 
sively male! Mea culpa?) 

Next, were the real “medical” reunions. 
We began learning about medicine the 
hard way. We started to become patients. 
We talked about our hernia repairs, and 
our by-pass surgeries, and our diabetes, 
and our arthritis, and we bored the hell 
out of each other. Then came the reunions 
where we began to contemplate retire- 
ment. “If old Charlie hasn’t quit practic- 
ing yet, somebody ought to tell him he 
should,” someone would say. It was al- 
ways the other guy! Then there was the 
50th reunion. What was its character? 
Simply that, “We made it!”

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We felt we were the lucky ones! Jake 
couldn’t come because he’s dead. John 
doesn’t say much or go anywhere since 
he had the stroke. Bill couldn’t get far 
enough away from the oxygen tank to 
travel. But we made it! That’s a triumph. 
We’ve reached an age where mere living 
is a success, and good health is a bonus. 

I suppose that’s where the “mixed 
emotion” comes in. We realized, I think, 
our next reunion might see us in good 
health, but also that we might well be 
dead or disabled. And the latter outcomes 
are, in the long run, the only two we face. 
While the timing is a question, the re- 
sult is inexorable. Seventy years and 50th 
reunions make a person actually face the 
truth. But do you know who seemed to 
get the most out of our reunions? Our 
wives! The only thing that I and my class- 
mates really share is nostalgia. Our only 
bond is that we spent some years together 
five decades ago. Since then, we’ve gone 
our separate ways. The close friendships 
we forged have, with few exceptions, 
failed to withstand the strains of time 
and geography. True, we’re all physi- 
cians, but that’s a slender thread to share. 
After the first five minutes of lies about 
how good the other guy looks, we must 
struggle to find common grounds for con- 
versation. But women indeed have a 
strong common bond. They talk with 
shared warmth of grandmotherhood, of 
the joys of shopping, and of the difficul- 
ties inherent in the care and feeding of 
retired husbands—truly an almost insu- 
perable problem! Surely this is a great 
community of interests. 

And so the males are left with only 
nostalgia to share. In this respect, per- 
haps we of Meds’46—we actually grad- 
uated in 1945—were unfortunate. We 
came to Queen’s at a time when “college 
joys” were subdued. The world was strug- 
gling out of the Great Depression and 
entering the Second World War. 

That’s not to say we didn’t have fun. 
It’s the nature of human kind to seek out 
fun under any circumstances, | think, and 
we were no exception. But we were also 
aware of the responsibility upon us to 
apply ourselves to our studies. And I 
think we felt, in varying degrees, guilt 





that we weren’t more directly involved 
in the terror going on around us. So even 
our nostalgia is tempered by those darker 
memories. Granted all of this, why did I 
enjoy our 50th reunion? And, if I’m 
spared, why will I try to attend our 55th 
reunion, on Alumni Weekend 2000!? It’s 
because we at Queen’s are part of a fam- 
ily. The bonds we share aren’t severed

by time, nor distance, nor diverging in- 
terests. Not even family quarrels really 
break that bond. When we came here, 
Queen’s made us part of a family.

Further thoughts on Gen X 


P RITING IN HIS “GENERA- 
tion reduX” article (July- 
August, pg.8), Scott An- 
derson argues that the 
problems facing Gener- 
ation X aren’t unique. | 
agree with Scott that all 
youth demand suitable role models, an 
identity, and a purpose, but I disagree 
that Gen X is just another angst-ridden 
generation kicking against stability for 
the sake of kicking. Gen X is a subcul- 
ture of disenchanted people, who are try- 
ing to reconcile modern life and the val- 
ues instilled in them by their parents. It’s 
an imperfect fit, resulting in a cheapened 
sense of satisfaction. Scott’s article sug- 
gested if Generation X secured career 
jobs, they’d look back laughing. Then life 
would be “business as usual.” [ doubt it. 
The bleak world of Gen X suggests 
there'll be no selling out. There may not 
be any good jobs to sell out to. 

Gen X are a bunch of anti-corporate 
slackers. But only because the hard work 
and self denial of the Protestant Work 
ethic they've been fed is pap. Hard work- 
ing, dedicated young Canadians, who 
dreamed of owning their 
own suburban backsplit, 
don’t receive a slice of the 
pie. They know they can’t 
expect to enjoy the same 
prosperity their parents did. 
It has become acceptable to 
live beyond one’s means. It’s 
not surprising to see Gen X 
cringe when governments 
run up an enormous bill on 
weapons, but not environ- 
mental or energy concerns. 
Business demands more growth. Our so- 
ciety 1s growing so fast we can’t keep up 
with new advances, or know the moral 
and environmental impact of our tech- 
nology. Our big cities are bursting with 
growth, yet they’re also full of poverty 
and unemployment. Is this what we want 
for our children? 

The mainstream response consists of 
a return to the “old ways”: moral restraint, 
family values and a business-comes-first 
attitude. The argument is that there’s 
nothing wrong with the system, it’s just 





that the “wrong” people have been in 
control. Gen X disagrees. Something is 
wrong with the system, they say. Some- 
where in our democratic experiment, 
Gen X lost its way. Times are tough, yet 
there’s no easy mechanism for change. 
Gen X has been raised to worship the 
sacred cows of democracy, only to dis- 
cover that as they themselves moved into 
adulthood they’ve had their fill of cor- 
ruption, nepousm, and incompetence. 
As a result, Gen X are sceptical of insti- 
tutions; they're suspicious of the leader 
in the white hat. A friend of mine put it 
nicely when he compared voting to fir- 
ing a gun in a darkened room—you're 
just as likely to hit The Bad Guy as The 
Innocent Bystander. Frustration has bred 
in Gen Xers a nostalgia for earlier times, 
which paradoxically they also condemn. 
They view the past with rose-colored 
glasses, shamlessly recycling culture, and 
adopting it as their own. In Douglas Cou- 
pland’s book Generation X, the characters 
are awash in hip culture; they long for 
well-groomed coifs and the sexy music. 
Yet with an ironic self-awareness, Gen 
X searches for the authentic, original, 
and sincere in a world 
where appearance doesn’t 
equal reality, style 1s more 
important than substance, 
and disposable equals con- 
venience, and goodness. 
Gen Xers have chosen to 
withdraw in disgust. So what 
can the rest of us do? We can 
vote with our wallets. We 
can change the world in im- 
perceptible ways when we 
consume. By changing our 
buying habits, we can effect social change. 
Remember, technology is desirable—it 
heats our homes, supplies us with food, 
keeps us healthy, and makes our lives 
safer. But we should apply existing tech- 
nology to our advantage. We can’t squan- 
der it on entertaining ourselves into a 
stupor. We can’t continue as we have 
Maybe Gen Xers are a navel-gazing 
bunch, but they are trying to seek out 


choices they can live with. With effort 
and discipline, our world will not be 
“business as usual.” @ 
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DEVELOPMENT UPDATE by Alec Ross 


A critical job in challenging times 


AN FRASER MOVED INTO HIS OFFICE 
on August 1, but the University’s 
new development director’s office 
on the second-floor of Summerhill 
is still crowded with cardboard 
boxes stuffed with books, files and 
personal mementoes. He recently 
rearranged the room’s furniture—a 
boardroom table with eight chairs, and 
his desk—and now he’s scratching his 
head, wondering when he'll find the me 
to unpack the boxes. But that task pales 
in comparison to what lies ahead for 
Fraser, Arts’76, MBA’79, the man charged 
with overseeing the University’s fundrais- 
ing efforts at a time when recently an- 
nounced provincial cutbacks to post-sec- 
ondary education make that job more 
critical than ever. 

“lm delighted Ian has joined our se- 
nior Advancement management team,” 
says Vice- Principal (Advancement) Flo- 
rence Campbell. “Government cutbacks 
mean private giving must play an in- 
creasingly important role in helping 
Queen’s meet its goals. Ian’s knowledge 
and experience will be invaluable.” 

Fraser, a 41-year-old St. Catharines, 
Ont. native, returns to his alma mater 
after 12 years as director of development 
and vice-president (since 1989) of King- 
ston General Hospital. There, he helped 
pilot a successful $15-million joint cap- 
ital campaign for three Kingston hospi- 
tals during a period of fiscal restraint. 

Queen’s faces a similar financial situ-

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ation today, but Fraser says the Univer- 
sity is favorably positioned to deal with 
it thanks to the fact it has a young fac- 
ulty compared to many other Ontario 
universities due to an aggressive hiring 
campaign a decade ago; a well-defined 
set of priorities for academic programs 
and scholarly pursuits; an absence of debt; 
and its sterling reputation nationally — 
as evidenced by its top rankings in a re- 
cent Maclean's magazine survey of Cana- 
dian universities—and internationally. 

But Queen’s can’t rest on its laurels, 
and Fraser is optimistic his fundraising 
experience in the health care sector will 
help him and his 25-person development 
staff solicit the contributions Queen’s 
needs to deliver a top-notch education 
for students, as well as a well-equipped 
base for theoretical and applied research. 

The Queen’s family already encom- 
passes a worldwide network of individ- 
uals, corporations, private foundations 
and friends. They’ve supported capital 
projects such as the Queen’s Challenge 
Campaign, which generated $100 mil- 
lion in gift support betwen 1990 and 1993. 
Fraser’s job is to enlist further backing 
for such undertakings as the extension 
of the Agnes Etherington Art Centre and 
the new Biosciences Complex, for which 
a $19- million private funding campaign 
will soon be launched. 

Fraser notes that voluntary contribu- 
tions also can play a vital role in areas 
other than capital projects. For instance, 
with the spectre of higher tuition fees 
looming, donors may choose to establish 
scholarship or bursary programs for stu- 
dents who have the academic qualifica- 
tions, but insufficient funds, to enroll at 
Queen’s. Alternatively, prospective donors 
might fund a chair in a faculty where 
there’s a strategic emphasis. This will 
allow Queen’s to hire a talented faculty 
member, paying the costs in a way that 
doesn’t rely on government funding. 

“We want to be able to attract the very 
best people to Queen’s university, and to 
do it in a way that serves society in the 
longer term,” says Fraser. “Our invest- 
ment today in that educational process 
will pay dividends for years to come.” 

To strengthen existing donor rela- 


tionships and foster new ones, Fraser 1s 
guided by four basic principles: know 
your donors and their charitable inter- 
ests; understand how they wish to be 
involved with the University; provide 
donors with compelling reasons to sup- 
port Queen’s; and, be responsible and 
accountable to donors as voluntary 
contributors. These principles can be 
summed up in a concept Fraser calls

“thoughtful stewardship.” Anyone who 
makes a gift should be acknowledged 
promptly and told what programs or ser- 
vices his or her money has made possi- 
ble; donors should be provided with clear, 
accurate, and timely financial reporting, 
and thoughtful responses to enquiries 
and requests for information. 

Above all, thoughtful stewardship 
means understanding why a donor wants 
to establish or strengthen a relationship 
with the University, and respecting what 
he or she hopes to achieve through that 
relationship. “Our challenge is to un- 
derstand what they want to do, and match 
that with what the university 1s seeking 
to do,” Fraser says. “If we can achieve 
that, then the organization is strength- 
ened and our relationship with donors 
is enhanced.” 

“We'll work hard to earn the right to 
ask them for financial support. It sounds 
straightforward, but our ability to do that 
in an increasingly personal way is the 
challenge we face.” @

©) from Canada on Oct. 30. But 
_ the narrow margin of the No 
victory—a record breaking 94 
percent of eligible voters split 
50.6 percent to 49.4 percent— 
left many Quebecers calling 
the sovereignty battle “the 
neverendum.” While many Canadians 
see the post-referendum climate as an 
opportunity for reform, others like Bloc- 
leader Lucien Bouchard say next time 
will be “the right time” for their cause. 
And next time could be sooner than we 
think. While Quebec’s referendum law 
forbids more than one referendum on 
the same subject in the same legislative 
term, the law could be amended when 
Bouchard becomes premier of Quebec, 
as he seems certain to do. (Or will he 
make separation the issue in the next 
provincial election?) 

Now federalist politicians in Ottawa 
and Quebec need to roll up their sleeves 
and come up with fresh ideas to keep 
Quebec within a new Canada. But I’d 
argue the politicians can’t do it alone. 
They need to get those ideas by talking 
to ordinary Canadians. The politicians 
should stage more public forums for peo- 
ple to vent their feelings. The politicians 
need to listen to what Yes and No vot- 
ers have to say; only Quebecers can tell 
politicians specifically what they want. 

If there’s a “next time,” Ottawa should 
set the rules from the start. This time

in Quebecers minds.” 
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around, Quebec premier Jacques Pari- 
zeau threatened to ignore Quebec’s share 
of the Canadian debt, and that he’d pay 
interest only if Canada met “his terms.” 
If Quebec wants to leave Canada, it 
should be legally possible—but only on 
mutually acceptable terms. The federal 





government and Quebec together should 
agree both on a referendum procedure, 
and on the question to be asked. With 
Canada’s future at stake, this agenda 
should never again be set by the Quebec 
government alone. Ottawa should also 
educate Canadians about the effects of 
separation. The question devised by the 
Parti Quebecois called for a sovereign 
Quebec “after offering the rest of Canada 
a new economic and political partner- 
ship.” Though a Yes vote would have led 
to sovereignty with or without the part- 
nership, polls showed as many as 23 per- 
cent of Yes voters thought Quebec would 
still be a Canadian province. 

Next time, there shouldn’t be any 
unanswered questions in Quebecers’ 
minds. They shouldn’t have to wonder 
if they'll be able to use the Canadian dol- 
lar, or keep their Canadian citizenship 
and passport. It would be a mistake for 
federalists in Ottawa to stay in the back- 
ground as long as they did before the Oc- 
tober 30 vote. [f—or is it when?—an- 
other referendum is called, the federal 
government should hold a forum weeks 
before the vote, and broadcast it nation- 
wide to explain to all Canadians what to 
expect after separation. Representatives 
from other democratic nations familiar 
with secession could be invited to the 


conference. Citizens of these countries 
could answer the public’s questions from 
their own experience. International ex- 
perts would be able to honestly predict 
the legal, financial, and political ramifi- 
cations of separation. Above all, if the 
rest of Canada is to accept any vote for

separation, the process should be fair and 
democratic. This may not have been the 
case for the October 30 vote, since af- 
terwards both sides were asking some se- 
rious questions and raising concerns 
about the legitimacy of the process. If 
Quebecers are given more reasons to 
trust the results of any vote, then maybe 
the next referendum will be the last one. 
Finally, both the federal and provincial 
governments should govern as usual dur- 
ing the campaign. Nothing as important 
as reform of social welfare programs or 
deficit management should be put on 
hold, even during a referendum. 
Quebecers may not yet agree on their 
future with Canada, but an informal 
street poll in Montreal suggests they’ve 
reached a consensus On one important 
issue: they want their governments to 
start governing again. Whether there’s a 
“next time” or not. @

Uncertainty in Hong Kong 


“W AITING FOR THE END, BOYS, WAITING FOR 

THE END. WHAT IS THERE TO BE OR DO?” 
— from Just a Smack at Auden by 
William Empson (1906-84) 


EAR OF THE UNKNOWN IS THE MAIN 
enemy these days for Hong 
Kong’s 5.8 million residents. 
Uncertainty is growing as the 
countdown continues to mid- 
night on June 30 next year. At 
that precise moment, Britain’s 
99-year lease on the colony expires, and 
ownership of this 1,077-square-kilome- 
tre parcel of land will revert to China. 
Despite assurances from Beijing that it 
will be “business as usual” on July 1, 1997, 
many people remain sceptical as the mo- 
ment of truth draws closer. 

While most Hong Kong residents can 
only wait to see what the future brings, 
many people with dual citizenship, 
money, or the wherewithal to do so have 
hedged their bets, quietly moving assets 
out of the colony. Residents lucky enough 
to have foreign passports will be free to 
leave after July 1, 1997, of course. That 
will be the easy part. 

What will be much harder is leaving 
behind careers, homes, friends, and even 
in some cases family and loved ones. The 
decisions to go or stay will be traumatic. 

There are about 275 Queen’s alumni 
living and working in Hong Kong. Some 
are natives who studied at Queen’s and 
went home after graduating. Others are 
foreigners — Canadians, Americans, and 
British citizens mostly — who’ve put 
down roots. Many of this latter group 
are recent grads lured to Hong Kong by 
the prospect of high-paying jobs, travel 
and adventure. 

In this issue we look at the situation 
facing grads — and everyone else — in 
Hong Kong. Magazine publisher Leslie 
Burt, MA’81, reports on the Queen’s 
community in the colony, and ponders 
the gut-wrenching decisions that lie 
ahead for her and other foreigners who've 
married locals, started families, and made 
lives for themselves in Hong Kong. 

On a recent visit to Toronto, Leslie 
found family and friends there were keen 
to know what she, her Hong Kong-born 


husband, and young son will do in’97. “In 
Hong Kong, most people seem reluctant 
to talk about their plans” she says. 
Recent arrivals in Hong Kong are un- 
derstandably less tight-lipped. In a com- 
panion piece to Leslie’s articles, Astaweek 
magazine staffer Catherine Shepherd, 
Arts’94, looks at the situation facing 
young grads. Starting annual salaries for

edly average about $45,000 (Can.) Given 
the scarcity of good jobs at home, the 
dilemma facing Catherine and many of 
her peers is clear. And it’s no less trou- 
bling than that faced by Leslie Burt and 
others who have families, responsibili- 
ties, and other ties that bind.

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Rebuilt piano is 
“grand” once more 


OR SEVERAL YEARS 
now, a new Steinway 
grand concert piano 
has been high on the 

wish list of Dr. Alfred 

Fisher, director of the 

School of Music. But 

with budgets shrinking 

and a new instrument 
costing about $90,000, 

Fisher knew his chances 

of getting one for the 

School were almost nil. 

He also knew a 

proper grand piano is 

fundamental to any 

school of music. “A 

young artist can’t prosper 

and develop on a sub- 
standard instrument,” 


Fisher explains. 

Rather than make do, 
he hit upon a clever 
solution: refurbish a 
25-year-old Yamaha 
piano at “a fraction” of 
the price of a new 
concert grand. Money for 
the project came from a 
small grant, and contri- 
butions “from as many 
sources as we could find,” 
as Fisher puts it. 

‘The battered old 
Yamaha, once owned by 
the celebrated Hungar- 
1an-born pianist Anton 
Kuerti, was in rough

shape after having been 
carted back and forth 
across Canada on several 
Kuerti tours. Fisher 
packed up the piano last

made ones. The results 
were breathtaking. 

According to Fisher, 
the piano, which now 
graces the rehearsal room 
in the basement of Harri- 
son-LeCaine Hall, 
sounds as good as new. As 
a result, it will be used in 
a series of upcoming con- 
certs by students and 
touring artists. Unlike 
most other universities, 
Queen’s has no concert 
hall for public perfor- 
mances, so the concert 
series will be held in the 
120-seat rehearsal room 
at Harrison-LeCaine 
Hall.

The AMS capital 


allocation committee is responsible for distrib- 


uting the funds to worthy proposals. 





voluntary workforce re- 
duction program. 
Hytonen said in the first 
three weeks after it was 
unveiled, more than 800 
calls had been received. 
The application deadline 
is March 29. 

The initiative is a key 
element in the Univer- 
sity’s response to a 
projected $18-million cut 
in provincial government 
funding. The effects will 
be profound since they 
amount to an overall 
average across-the-board 
budget cut of 11.5 per 
cent, with faculties and 
schools facing reductions 
of about 11 per cent.

Such comments echo

Budget cuts will 
force curriculum 
changes 


NE RESULT OF

million budget 

cuts at Queen’s is a 
renewed emphasis on 
what curriculum design- 
ers call “outcome-based 
learning” — shaping 
curriculum around the 
bodies of knowledge that 


are absolutely 
essential to a 
student’s education 
in a particular area. 
Defining exactly 
what’s essential is 
an endless source of 
academic debate, 
and of potential 
turf wars, says 
Chris Knapper, the 
director of Queen’s 
Instructional De- 
velopment Centre. 
But reshaping curricu- 
lum isn’t just a matter of 
deciding what courses to 
cut. It also involves 
re-thinking how the 
remaining courses are 
delivered to students. 
One reaction to bud- 
get cuts is to increase 
class size and to use 
technology to offset the 
problems posed by bigger 
numbers of students. At 
some universities, that 
approach has resulted in 
hundreds of undergradu- 
ates being herded into 
auditoriums to watch 
lectures on giant video 
screens. Knapper cau- 
tions that while such a 
strategy may save money, 
it also represents a 
potential loss of personal 
contact between profes- 
sors and students, which 
is a significant part of 
learning. “Bigger classes 
may sacrifice what’s 
crucial,” he says. 
Knapper notes there

are alternatives to large 
classes. For example, a 
professor who lectures 
three times a week might 
instead lecture only once, 
and use the remaining 
lecture periods to place 
students in small discus- 
sion groups headed by a 
teaching assistant.

Options they’re 
exploring include: pool- 
ing resources, and better 
use of technology, such as 
the Internet, videos, and 
teleconferencing. 

“At a ume of change, 
you need people who are 
open to looking at new 
ways of doing things,” 
says Knapper.

He admits this means 
Queen’s isn’t always 
going to attract the 
cream-of-the-crop in 
graduating high school 
talent; more and more of 
those players nowadays 
are being lured to the 
US. by lucrative athletics 
scholarships. However, 
Howes says the emphasis 
in the Tricolor football 
program has been, and 
will continue to be, 
on teaching. 

“We work with the 
players to develop their 
football skills, but also to 
teach time management 
so that people don’t waste 
time,” he says. Although 
the season is short, foot- 
ball is now a year-round 
concern for everyone 
involved in the program. 
The Gaels hold skills 
camps in winter and 
spring, and all players are 
on a strength- and-con- 
ditioning program that 
takes up to two hours per 
day in the gym. That's a 
big commitment for any 
student athlete.

New MBA program 
gets private sector 
funding 


HE RoyaL BANK OF 

Canada has signed 

an agreement with 

Queen’s guarantee- 
ing loans to students in 
the new privatized Sci- 
ence and Technology 
MBA program. The Bank 
has agreed to lend 
$22,000 in tuition, plus 
living expenses for all 
Canadian citizens and 
landed immigrants.

ORKING TO IMPROVE GOVERNMENT 
relations on behalf of Queen’s is a 
joy and a privilege. Although tough 
measures to fight the deficit over 
the last few months have resulted in 
massive cuts in Ontario postsec- 
ondary funding, it’s impressive to 





supporters in and out of government engaged in 
making the case for higher learning. Alumni form 
a significant membership group in the Friends of 
Ontario Universities organization. They’re legis- 
lators at all elected levels of government, and 
they’re strongly represented in all levels of the 
public service. Several of them (at right) were 
elected to serve in Ontario’s 36th parliament last 
spring, and they now labor long grueling days on 
the front lines of change.

Most recently their message has focused 
on concerns about comparatively low grant levels 
(Ontario’s grant support nows ranks 10th nation- 
ally!), and constructive suggestions for tuition de- 
regulation and student financial aid reform. 

However alumni choose to fashion their mes- 
sage to government, what often comes through 1s 
an infectious enthusiasm and a strong commit- 
ment to help. What follows is an unscientific sur- 
vey of elected Queen’s grads at Queen’s Park. If I’ve 
missed anyone, please let me know! 

In addition to the alumni who are flying the Tri- 
color at Queen’s Park, several other prominent 
members of the legislature have some experience 
with programs and courses at Queen’s University.

ONG KONG— Ir’s FascINaTING TO 
be here witnessing the end of an em- 
pire — Hong Kong’s transition to post- 
colonial days. As a graduate of British 
history, and a citizen of Canada, a coun- 
try that went through its post-colonial 
period long before I was born, I feel 
lucky to be in Hong Kong at such a 
time of change. 

The rest of the world seems to be 
just now waking up to the fact that China will re- 
sume sovereignty over Hong Kong in about 16 
months, on July 1, 1997. When I was home in Tor- 
onto last Christmas , I was besieged for the first 
time with questions about what I was going to do 
“with the Commies coming in soon?” It took me 
by surprise, because usually when I visit Canada, 
most people show little awareness of Asian issues. 

The reality for Hong Kong people is much of

the change has already happened, despite the fact 
that the colonial government is still in place. A 
new administration is slowly taking shape each 
day, as the Chinese government is busy setting up 
a de facto administration behind the scenes. Most 
Hong Kong people intending to leave in order to 
seek new passports have already left. Those who 
remain behind either cannot leave or are returnees 
with foreign travel documents. Most are here be- 
cause of the work opportunities and the hope not 
much will change when China takes over. 

When I set out to write this article, I intended 
to find out what Queen’s grads here plan to do in 
the final days of British rule in Hong Kong. What 
I discovered was that many people don’t want to 
comment at all on what may or may not happen 
in 1997. For some, it was a matter of corporate pol- 
icy —comments sounding anything less than bull- 
ish can be taken the wrong way by a highly sensi- 
tive Chinese government and can impact badly on 
companies doing business on the mainland. Pub- 
lic officials are similarly constrained. Having lived 
in Hong Kong for nearly a decade, people’s pub- 
lic reticence on the issue didn’t surprise me, but 
the extent of it did. 

Most people are now trying to focus on the pos- 
itive opportunities that reabsorption in the main- 
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land will bring, rather than dwelling on the losses. 
Some things will change — no one would argue 
that there will not be less political democracy or 
freedom of speech after the handover. Those things 
will happen, in greater or lesser degrees, and every- 
one knows it, so why discuss it anymore? Whereas 
two years ago, the papers were full of talk of how 
hard-won moves to democracy might be preserved, 
little is seen of that now. China has made it clear 
that none will be tolerated. While the rest of the 
world suddenly becomes aware of the impending 
deadline, Hong Kong itself is simply preparing for 
the future. With or without 1997, Hong Kong is a 
place of constant change. 

It’s not just the famed pace of business. The Ter- 
ritory is the regional base of many international 
companies. As a result, there’s a constant flow of 
people coming and going, or moving between jobs. 
One of the challenges in business here is keeping 
staff for any length of time. In my office, for ex- 
ample, our advertising sales manager, an Ameri- 
can, is about to return home with her husband, 
who’s a French national. Our editor, British, is also 
leaving, but a former reporter has just returned to 
Hong Kong from Australia. Several other mem- 
bers of the staff are ethnic Asians, having returned 
to work in Hong Kong after gaining Canadian or 
American passports. Some may, others will not, 
remain beyond 1997. 

In most ways, the return to China in 1997 is un- 
likely to seriously affect foreigners, so it’s not 
really a reason to leave. However, for some, it 1s 
simply a good time to pull up stakes and go. What 
better time than the end of an epoch? 

For my husband and me, the decision to leave 
or stay will be difficult. We plan to move on at some 
point, but right now our work prospects are best 
here. In true Hong Kong fashion, we'll hold our 
cards close to our chest and if the day comes when 
we leave, we'll not announce it too far in advance. 

I visited a number of Queen’s alumni here re- 
cently — ones who were willing to talk about what 
had brought them to Hong Kong and about their 
own plans for 1997. Without exception, they say

they intend to stay (although two people I tried to 
contact had already emigrated). Interestingly, de- 
spite the fact that all happened to have been born 
here and have the right of permanent residence, 
every one also has a foreign passport! 

Former CBC-TYV business correspondent Der 
Hoi Yin, Arts’74, is here with her husband, Patrick 
Chan, and three sons, Nicholas, Justin, and Patrick 
Jr. Both Hoi Yin and her husband were born in 
Hong Kong — although Hoi Yin grew up in 
Canada — and they decided to return to the Ter- 
ritory two years ago. Hoi Yin is currently work- 
ing as an anchor with the 24-hour NBC satellite 
news service, CNBC. She says Hong Kong is an 
exciting place to be, and that she, like many other 
people, believes there'll be no major changes after 
1997. “The system works now,” she says, “so why 
would Being want to change it?” 

Hoi Yin also points out that large media com- 
panies, such as NBC and CNN, have made their 
Asian headquarters in Hong Kong. She regards 
that as a sign they’re not worried the media situ- 
ation will change too much. They could have based 
their operations in Singapore, for example, but 
have obviously weighed the problems of media 
control there against the uncertainties of life in 
post-1997 Hong Kong. 

For Hoi Yin’s children, Hong Kong is a mar- 
vellous experience. “They’ve seen a lot more of 
the world here as it’s a more international place,” 
she says. The only thing they don’t like is the much 
heavier burden of homework in Hong Kong! 

Hoi Yin isn’t specific about her family’s future 
plans in Hong Kong, but says she hopes to stay on 
for at least a few more years. 

Much the same holds true for Warren Chan, 
Sc’72. As managing director of his family’s steel 
trading company, Warren has been doing business 
in China for many years. He’s bullish about Hong 
Kong’s prospects, particularly with the opening of 
the mainland market. “A lot of Hong Kong people 
have finally accepted reality,” he says. “Business 
people must adapt to the changes, but also must 
look on the handover positively. China has come 
a long way since the Cultural Revolution days.” 

When China resumes control of Hong Kong 
Warren says business people like himself will have 
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unrestricted access to the country’s vast domestic 
market. As China eases up on its internal trade 
and business regulations, Hong Kong will benefit. 
“These are new challenges for business,” he says. 

Warren and his wife, Nancy (Lee), Arts’68, plan 
to stay, although he has British nationality and his 
wife and children are Canadian. Their eldest son, 
Kevin, is currently studying engineering at Queen’s. 

Kam L. Li, Se’70, MSc’72, Law’74, agrees with 
Warren Chan. He says he’s not expecting any great 
changes after 1997. Kam is a Director and Associ- 
ate Actuary with Watson Wyatt, an international 
firm of actuaries and consultants. His firm opened 
an office in Shanghai last year, and as the mainland 
develops he anticipates a growing need for con- 
sulting in human resources areas, like benefits. 
This will provide new business opportunities for 
companies with needed expertise. 

“As long as the Chinese government continues 
developing a marketing economy, it will be good 
for Hong Kong,” he says. “If you look at all the 
construction going on, it doesn’t look like Hong 
Kong is going to end on July 1, 1997!” 

Kam sums up the views of many Hong Kongers 
and foreigners working here, when he says confi- 
dently, “In the next 10 to 20 years, there’ll be a lot 
of job opportunities in the Asia-Pacific region in 
general, and in China specifically. So there are 
great incentives to stay, especially if you know the 
culture and speak the local language.” 

Despite the uncertainties of 1997, and the end 
of a long relationship with Britain, the drive for 
business and success seems destined to continue 
propelling Hong Kong beyond the changeover and 
into the 21st century as a prosperous, vibrant in- 
ternational city. It seems just as likely that Queen’s 
grads already here, and others to come, will be a 


part of all that. @

66 ONG KONG Is SUCH A BUSY PLACE AND THERE ARE SO 
many other things to do on Friday evenings!” ex- 
claims Judge Kin Kee Pang, Arts’70, president of the 
Hong Kong Branch. Although there are about 275 
Queen’s grads in the “workaholism-prone” Terri- 
tory, most are busy professsionals, and the turnout to regularly 
scheduled Friday-night get-togethers has always been low. As a 
result, Pang runs “an informal Branch” without a nominated ex- 
ecutive, and he long since gave up trying to organize regular 
pub nights and other events. 

But when a special occasion comes along, enthusiastic sup- 
port pours out. Last year, for example, when Principal Bill Leggett 
led a delegation to the Territory, 200 grads showed up for a re- 
ception at the Ritz Carlton Hotel. Pang says that event, along 
with an invitation-only Queen’s Forum Dinner to meet promi- 
nent business leaders, succeeded in raising the University’s pro- 
file with key members of the community. 

Every August, the Branch organizes a Send-Off for new stu- 
dents and their parents. A slide show gives the frosh an idea of 
what the campus looks like, and recent grads join in to tell them 
what to expect in Kingston. Open both to students who’ve al- 


ready accepted admission, and to anyone else who’s thinking of 
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sending their children to Queen’s, the program is a welcome in- 
troduction to university life. 

And last October more than 40 alumni took part in a Joint Canadian 
Universities Sports Day. That event will be held every autumn, with Queen’s 
grads promising to join in again this year. 

These special events — plus the increased number of Hong Kong fam- 
ilies in Canada — have helped to raise the Queen’s profile here. But the 
university wasn’t always as well known in Hong Kong. When Pang headed 
off to study in Canada in the late 1960s, he recalls he knew nothing of 
Queen’s. It was during a pre-entrance year at Notre Dame University in 
British Columbia that a visiting faculty member from Queen’s impressed 
him so much he decided the University was the place for him. Five or six 
of his Hong Kong classmates at Notre Dame that year were similarly im- 
pressed, and all made the same choice. They weren’t disappointed. Pang 
says his Queen’s years were good ones. “Given the chance, I’d make the 
same choice again!” he says. 

With Queen’s now firmly on the map for Hong Kong students, the Ter- 
ritory is also growing more attractive to Canadians. Looking down the road, 
Pang predicts the number of Queen’s alumni here will continue to swe!! 
particularly as Hong Kong’s role as a platform for tapping the potentis 
China grows in the coming years. “We expect to see a lot more Queen's yrads 
come this way,” he says. “And if they have spare time, then we’l! do things 
to organize the kind of activities they think are right.”

ITTING IN A SOFT CHAIR IN ONE OF HONG 
Kong’s most expensive hotels, Conrad 
Chan, BSc’93, doesn’t stand out. The de 
rigeur bluish suit, the cellular phone placed 
within easy reach beside his $10 dollar cup 
of coffee, Conrad is like any of the Terri- 
tory’s well-heeled young residents. He’s 
equally anonymous on Hong Kong’s streets 
where thousands hustle for spots on the grimy side- 
walk that aren’t marked by incontinent air condi- 
tioners. Conrad came to Hong Kong after gradu- 
ating from Queen’s, and within three months had 
landed a job at an international banking institution. 

Successes of the sort Conrad enjoys have been 
widely reported by the Canadian media. Job 
prospects for new grads without experience have 
been so poor in Canada, that various news reports 
have directed the hopeful to Hong Kong, citing 
the low unemployment rate as reason enough to 
head halfway around the world to this tiny British 
colony near the coast of China’s southern Guang- 
dong province. The unemployment rate is low by 
North American standards at 3.5%, but it’s the ter- 
ritory’s highest since 1984. 

The widely publicized bounty of classified ads 
also deserves some clarification. There are indeed 
more than 100 pages of jobs, however, many of 
them require five or more years’ experience. Al- 
most all require that applicants be fluent in Eng- 
lish and Cantonese — the dialect spoken in Hong 
Kong and adjacent Guangdong province. Fluency 
in Mandarin, China’s official language, and the one 
used by some one billion people, is also becoming 
a common requirement. Things are changing in 
the territory in anticipation of the most talked 
about change of the century. 

At midnight on June 30, 1997, the British navy 
will vacate the barracks, Governor Chris Patten 
will be whisked away, the Union Jack will come 
down for the last time, and the People’s Republic 
of China will take over control of Hong Kong, end- 
ing 150 years of British rule. What does this mean 
for young Queen’s alumni in the Territory? 

“Come July 1, 1997, Pll be fluent in Mandarin, 
make no mistake,” says Conrad Chan, who speaks 
Cantonese and is taking Mandarin lessons. 

Sharie Ross, Arts “94, is working at her family 
publishing business, as assistant editor of a group 
of high-fashion women’s magazines. Born in Hong 
Kong, she grew up in the U.K. and then attended 
Queen’s, before returning home. Sharie says she’s

unsure of how the change will affect 
her life and work. “As far as media 
censorship is concerned, | don’t 
know,” she says, adding that her or- 
ganization has offices in the Asia re- 
gion and could easily relocate. She 
does, however, expect to lose a lot of 
her mainly ex-patriate staff once the 
Chinese take over. 

Despite the uncertainties of the 
approaching changeover, Conrad 
still encourages new grads to come 
out. “There are jobs here,” he says, 
“but it’s a tougher process now.” He 
thinks finding gainful employment 
would be easier for graduates if the 
University had a higher interna- 
tional profile. 

Building an international reputa- 
tion should be a priority for every- 
one associated with Queen’s says 
Conrad; visits by top officials like 
Principal Leggett generate the 
recognition Queen’s deserves. Once 
the university is better-known out- 
side Canada, “international firms will 
recruit directly from Queen’s.” 

Both Conrad Chan and Sharie 
Ross have two big advantages 1n the 
high-pressure Hong Kong job market: 
their fluency in Cantonese and fam- 
ily homes in the Territory. The lat- 
ter is important because Hong Kong 
rents are legendary, and the average 
apartment size makes Ghetto hous- 
ing seem expansive by comparison. 

Similarly, Hong Kong isn’t a place 
to experience on the cheap. Even a 
night’s stay at a barrack-style YMCA facility can 
cost $60 (Can.). Everything else reflects the buy- 
ing power of the Territory’s wealthy: a $6 beer is a 
bargain in the downtown pubs, and a $20 paper- 
back novel is the norm. 

Hong Kong is crowded, cramped and fast-paced. 
Pagers are as common as belts, and cellular phones 
have virtually fused into the hands of most resi- 
dents. Hurried meals are eaten in roadside noodle 
shops, and 12-hour working days aren’t unusual. 
Stull, both Conrad and Sharie agree living in a part 
of the world so different from one’s home is an ex- 
perience few should pass up. For those grads plan- 
ning to seek fame and fortune in Hong Kong, Con- 
rad has this advice: “Before you come, take a holiday. 
Once you find a job here, life is very different,” he 
says with a knowing smile.

Marsha’s dad went to London, and it was assumed she would, too. But she recalled 
how friends “took her off” to Queen’s. Marsha said being away from home forced 
her “to grow up in a hurry” and provided her with some “forever-and-ever” friend- 
ships.” For more than 20 years, she and three Queen’s buddies got together for an- 
nual summertime reunions at a Muskoka cottage, and Christmas shopping trips to 


Toronto. 


After earning her BA at Queen’s, Marsha attended teachers’ college at Western. Later, 
she took principals’ courses at summer school. After four years as vice-principal of 
Bosanquet Central School, last year she became principal of Mooretown-Courtright 
Public School. The headline on her obituary in the Sarnia Observer called her “One 
of Lambton County’s Best and Most Respected Educators.’ Throughout her career, 
Marsha was keenly involved in local school boards and with the teachers’ federations. 
She served two years as president of the Lambton District of the Ontario Public School 
Teachers’ Federation (OPSTF), before becoming a member of that group’s provincial 
executive. Marsha still found time for many volunteer activities, including the Sarnia 
Big Sisters group and, of course, the Queen’s Alumni Association. She was a founder, 
and for many years was the driving force behind the Sarnia Branch. At the time of her 
death, Marsha was Branch president. “She was a tireless ambassador on behalf of 
Queen’s in southwestern Ontario, and in Sarnia, in particular,” said alumni affairs di- 
rector Innes Van Nostrand.

The situation facing Arts’91 classmates Doris Belland and Malcolm Gilbertson in 
1990 wasn’t unusual. With no summer jobs, the husband-and-wife team knew it 
would be tough to earn tuition for the upcoming school year. Ignoring the obvious 
risks and the objections of well-meaning family and friends, Doris and Malcolm took 
what little money they had, and invested it in a printing press. Then, in what 
Malcolm describes as, “a very serendipitous event,” they introduced their own line of 
screenprinted designs for casual clothing. 


So successful was Bovis Threads—their “temporary” business—that they decided to 
put their academic careers on hold for a while; Doris was part way through a PhD at 
McGill at the time, while Malcolm was finishing off his Queen’s degree. “Life some- 
times throws you an opportunity, and you have to bite,” says Doris. 

And “bite” they did. In addition to T-shirts, the Kingston-based Bovis Threads’ ex- 
panding product line soon included baseball caps, sweatshirts, coffee mugs, calen- 
dars, and greeting cards. Word-of-mouth advertising and reputation have brought in 
orders from as far away as New Zealand, Germany, and Ireland. All this has got Doris 
and Malcolm thinking big. This year, Bovis Threads will test opportunities in the big 
U.S. market, and plans are afoot to check out looming opportunities in the UK and Australia.What separates a Bovis Threads design 
from the pack is the dark, off-the-wall humor of Malcolm’s cartoons, which are a clever blend of Gary (“The Far Side”) Larson, Matt 
Groening, and Gahan Wilson. A cartoonist “since day one,” Malcolm keeps a drawing pad handy at all times. 

While Malcolm and Doris are both involved in the development of ideas, when they come up with an idea they like, Malcolm heads 
off to the drawing board to give it life. Doris takes care of the “the business end” of things. So what advice do Doris and Malcolm 
have for other young grads and budding entrepreneurs? “Apathy is your greatest rival,” says Doris. Malcolm agrees. “Get out there and 
do it, but be prepared for an incredible amount of hard work.” he adds, thinking, no doubt, of the 12-hour days that have become the 
norm for he and Doris. “If you believe in [your idea], pursue it genuinely. The worst you can do is fail. The work may be hard but the 
rewards are far greater.”

HE 
date 
Octo- 
ber 23, 
1993, is 
firmly en- 
trenched in 
Canadian sports history. Joe 
Carter’s dramatic home run to win 
a second consecutive World Series for the Toronto 
Blue Jays was an event most Canadians will never 
forget. While beating the Americans at their na- 
tional game evoked a sense of pride and accom- 
plishment, one man was elated for other reasons. 
Peter Widdrington must have felt rather like a fa- 
ther at his child’s graduation because he was in 
large measure responsible for bringing the Blue Jays 
to Toronto in 1977. 

Peter, a resident of London, Ont., hasn’t been 
formally recognized for many of his professional 
accomplishments, which also include starting 
Canada’s only television sports network, and build- 
ing John Labatt Ltd. into a large, diversified multi- 
national corporation. 

After growing up in Newmarket, Ont., and at- 
tending Pickering College, Peter studied at 
Queen’s. He graduated in 1953, then earned an 
MBA at Harvard Business School and took a sales 
job with Labatt’s in Toronto. Peter worked his way 
up the corporate ladder for the next 18 years, fi- 
nally becoming president and CEO. It was under 
his leadership that Labatt’s implemented a diver- 
sification program meant to reduce the company’s 
traditional reliance on brewing. Peter explains that 
installing an organizational focus towards diver- 
sifying was essential, because the marginal returns 
on beer were so high it was difficult to make the 
same returns in other ventures. 

Diversification included the acquisition of food 
and beverage companies, a major league baseball 
expansion franchise — namely the Blue Jays — 
and a detour into the entertainment business. 
Peter Widdrington’s outgoing personality, lead- 
ership, and persistence were essential in making 
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these endeavors a success. 

“He’s a charismatic individual, an individual 
who always conveyed a presence, an individual 
who always conveyed authority,” says former La- 
batt’s V-P (Corporate Affairs) Lorne Stephensen. 
“[Peter| had the motivational characteristics one 
would expect in a leader.” In his own opinion, Wid- 
drington’s greatest professional accomplishment 
was being able to maintain an annual compound 
growth rate of 15 per cent for the 17 years he 

ran Labatt’s. Furthermore, he takes great 
pride in the success of the Television 

Sports Network (TSN), especially 

after so-called experts in the broad- 
casting industry ridiculed him for 
suggesting a sports television sta- 
tion could survive in Canada. 
“When a lot of pros tell you it’s 
not going to work, you’ve got 
more incentive to make it work,” 
says Peter. 

His competitive nature has car- 
ried over to his personal life. At age 
65, he maintains a high level of phys- 
ical activity. Having given up hockey this 
year because of bad knees, he’s now re- 
stricted to skiing, tennis, golf, and cycling. He 
also enjoys adventure travel. he’s canoed down the 
Nahanni River in the Northwest Territories, climbed 

the Himalayas, and been on a safari in Africa. 

Since retiring from Labatt’s in 1991, Peter has 
10 directorships to keep him busy, including Cana- 
dian Imperial Bank of Commerce, Ellis-Don Inc., 
and Cuddy International. He’s chair of the board 
of Laidlaw Inc. and of Major League Baseball Prop- 
erties Inc., baseball’s marketing arm. And if all this 
isn’t enough, Peter also has the distinction of being 
the first non-American president of the worldwide 
Chief Executives Organization. Being married for 
38 years to his wife Betty Ann, and the father of 
two grown daughters, Lucinda and Stacey, Peter 
admits that with such a busy schedule, time can 
be his greatest enemy. Until recently, Peter was 
chair of the Toronto Blue Jays. This board dis- 
banded last October after Labatt’s was bought out 
by Interbrew, the large Belgian brewing con- 
glomerate. The sale of Canada’s oldest brewery 
saddened Peter because it signaled the end of “a 
well-known Canadian institution,” as he puts it, and 
cost him his role in a major league baseball team 
that he watched grow into world champions. 

“I'd been associated with the Blue Jays since 
their inception [18 years before], and to get a let- 
ter one day saying no more ...” Peter says, his 
voice trailing off. “I think I would have gone about 
it a little differently.” Even though the “father” i:

Like money in the bank 


VERYONE KNOWS BANKS HAVE A LOT 
of money, most of which belongs 
to others. Unless some of what’s 
in the vault is yours, or you're 
willing to take out a loan, bankers 
tend to be tight-fisted. So imag- 
ine the surprise of Jake Hub- 
bard, Arts’60, when the New York State 
Bankers’ Association offered him some 
of their money. The bankers wanted to 
hire a journalist to write the definitive 
history of banking in the state. That was 
the easy part. They also wanted someone 
who could make the story interesting, 
and yet find a reputable publisher. In Jake 
Hubbard, they had the right man. 

With five books and a teaching career 
at Syracuse University’s Newhouse 
School of Public Communications be- 
hind him, Jake has a reputation as a tough, 
no-nonsense wordsmith who can put to- 
gether sentences with the best of ’em. 

Jake’s initial reaction to the bankers’ 
proposal was to stifle a yawn. But the 
money part of their offer intrigued him. 





Jake Hubbard, Arts’60, earned a cool $130,000 
(U.S.) for writing the colorful history of bank- 
ing in New York State “like it was.” 





Being a former Business Week maga- 
zine editor, Jake, too, knows something 
about “the art of the deal.” He announced 
he’d write the history of the 170,000- 
member Association for an advance of 
$50,000 (US.), and a further $50,000 upon 
delivery of the manuscript. What’s more, 
he demanded the editorial licence to tell 
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the story “like it was.” To Jake’s surprise, 
the bankers agreed to his terms. “I fig- 
ured if they were willing to cross my 
palm with gold, I was willing to give them 
what they wanted, and to try to make it 
as interesting as possible,” he says. Some- 
where in the process — “along about 
Chapter 12,” as Jake recalls — a few of 
the more conservative members of the 
committee who'd hired him, began hav- 
ing second thoughts. “The committee 
had a very stormy meeting. But in the 
end — after I told them they could take 
my name off the book if they went back 
on their agreement with me — I was al- 
lowed to go ahead.” 

In retrospect, Jake’s glad he did. Writ- 
ing the book proved to be enjoyable. 
“Banking has such a conservative image 
that everybody thinks bankers are 
stodgy,” he says. “But I discovered that 
in the old days, at least, that was any- 
thing but true. Bankers sometimes duked 
it out to settle their differences; some 
even fought duels.” 

That was the case in July 1804, when 
Aaron Burr — the favorite character Jake 
“met” while writing the book — killed 
former U.S. Treasury Secretary Alexan- 
der Hamilton in a duel. 

Jake delved into the Burr-Hamilton 
incident, and a lot more interesting his- 
torical material. In fact, it took him two 
years just to go through it all all of it, and 
another year to write the book. After fur- 
ther “negotiations,” Jake convinced the 
bankers to ante up another $30,000 to 
cover his “research fees” and the time to 
review more than 3,000 images for pos- 
sible inclusion in the book. 

The fruit of his labors is For Each, the 
Strength of All: A History of Banking in the 
State of New York, a beautiful 309-page 
book that includes 170 splendid illus- 
trations and photos, about half of them 
in full color. 

“The Harvard Business School Press 
wanted to do the book, but the bankers 
felt it would be better to have a New York 
publisher, and so I made arrangments 
with New York University Press.” 

The bankers got what they wanted: a 
history book that’s also interesting.

Even after pocketing a cool 
$130,000 fee, and with the success of For, 
Each, The Strength of All assured, Jake re- 
mains the cyncial journalist. He’s sull not 
banking on anything, tempting though 
that might be.

ROWING UP IN DALLAS, 
Tex., Eleanor Rogers 
never planned to be a 
teacher, but someone 
apparently had other de- 
signs for her. She’d just 
received her degree in 
English Literature when 
her father heard that the nearby 
Catholic school needed an Eng- 
lish teacher. “When I met the 
headmistress, she said, ‘Eleanor, 
you're an answer to prayer!’ We 
have been praying every day for 
two weeks for you to come our way!’ 
It was a very auspicious way to 
begin a career. How could I go 
wrong?” Rogers recalls. 

Rogers became director of ESL 
at Queen’s in 1974. Since then 
she’s taught English at the Royal 
Military College, been President 
of TESL Ontario and TESL 
Canada, and is now a member of 
the National Working Group On 
Language Benchmarks. 

As an attempt to establish contacts in other coun- 
tries, Rogers recently attended language fairs in 
Bangladesh, France, and Japan. She found that her 
reputation with Japanese students changed once 
they learned she’d spent some time in their coun- 
try. “I think it made them feel that I have the same 
interest in their culture as they do in mine. But 
were they ever surprised that I like to eat sushi! 
They laughed and said, ‘YOU eat raw fish?!” 

Rogers now teaches only occasionally, but she 
directs the students in meetings every Wednesday 
and interacts with them at social events. “I often 
entertain them in my home. I feel it’s important for

of class; to discover that I have 
real feet and real shoes, real cats, 
and a real husband!” she says. As 
Director, she must also deal with 
discipline problems and emer- 
gencies at the school. “I’m the per- 
son the students must come to 
when they’ve been caught speak- 
ing something other than English. 
Whenever they hear ‘You will 
have to go speak to Mrs. Rogers,’ 
it makes them gulp; they’re just 
scared to death. Unfortunately, 
after they speak to me, they learn 
that I’m not all that bad!” 
Students likely find that Rogers 
is less strict than they had antic- 
ipated because she uses humor to 
dispel tension. “Students expect 
me to be formal and even austere, 
and | think that it is a great relief 
to them to discover that I’m dif- 
ferent.” Rogers maintains that her 
optimism makes it easier to live 
in this world. Unlike so many 
other people she knows, she feels 
very lucky to have found a job that she loves. 
“It’s never dull. Sometimes it’s stressful, some- 
times frustrating and annoying, but it’s never dull. 
Very frequently, itis extremely satisfying to watch 
someone go from timid, halting English to well- 
spoken English.” Evidently, Rogers has accom- 
plished a great deal for herself and the TESL pro- 
fession since she began her career at Queen's. Stil! 
all that she really wants is for her students to sui 
ceed. “If I were looking back on my career years 
from now, I'd like to be able to feel that I’ve in-

Last curtain call for a man who cares 


S HE LOOKS AHEAD TO THE SPRING 
curtain call in his distinguished 
Queen’s teaching career, David 
Kemp can’t help but reflect on 
how much has changed in the 

29 years he’s been with the 
as Drama Department. Kemp ar- 
rived in Kingston in 1967 from St. Luke’s 
College in Exeter, England. Three years 
later, he was hired to teach full-time in 
Drama. Since then he’s held a cross-ap- 
pointment in Drama and Education. In 
1986, he became head of Drama, a post 
he still holds. 

In the late 1960s, Kemp recalls the De- 
partment was smaller, and courses had a 
narrower focus. Enrolment has increased 
by more than 30 per cent in the years 
since; the facilities have been upgraded 
— the Rotunda Theatre opened in 1980, 
and the content of courses has been re- 
vised to reflect changing times and tastes. 
For example, Education now offers a cur- 
riculum in dramatic arts — largely at 
David Kemp’s prompting. 

All this is a mixed blessing. “Our classes 
are now packed,” he says. “There are some 
things you can teach with 300 people in 
the room, but acting and directing aren’t 
among them.” 

It was with an eye to solving some of 
these problems that on Alumni Week- 
end’95 Drama launched the $300,000 
“Our Dramatic Appeal” fundraising 
campaign. The money will be used for

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renovations at The Rotunda Theatre and 
Convocation Hall, both aging facilities 
which are essential since students spend 
so much of their ime in them. 

“There’s so much going on that you 
physically have to be here to believe it,” 
Kemp explains. “You can often walk into 
the Department, and see six or eight au- 
dition notices posted.” 

You're just as likely to catch a rehearsal 
for one of the many student produc- 
tions staged each year, or hear a lecture 
by a visiting theatre scholar or artist. 
Kemp notes that one of the 
unique aspects of the De- 
partment is its strong sense 
of community. “Drama has 
always prided itself on two 
things: the quality of its 
teaching, and its concern for 
students,” he says. The high 
level of student interest is 
reflected in the input that’s 
received through a very ac- 
tive departmental student 
council. It’s this kind of un- 
bridled enthusiasm that 
Kemp will miss most when 
he retires. 

David Kemp cares; his 
concern 1s no mere acting 
job. The personal interest 
he’s taken in each and every 
one of his students over the years is what 
has endeared him to thousands of alumni. 
It’s also what people will remember most 
about him. (Kemp actually retires next 
year, but he’s on sabbatical leave in 1996- 
97.) And what will he do in retirement? 
In the summer months, Kemp has hap- 
pily slipped into his “other” role — that 
of professional actor. He’s appeared reg- 
ularly at the Thousand Islands Playhouse 
in nearby Gananoque, Ont., and has 
toured the world with his one-man play, 
A Child Growing Up; all totaled, he’s per- 
formed in 42 countries, appearing in such 
diverse venues as the 3,000-seat trade 
centre in Singapore, and the garden of 
the Canadian residence in Guatemala. 
“| also performed at Wordsworth’s cot- 
tage in the Lake District, with the por- 
trait of the great man peering down at 
me,” Kemp recalls, “and at a Hindu tem- 





ple in Northern Kenya, where I had to 
perform without shoes, because of the 
religious significance of the location.” 
Wherever he goes, whatever he goes, 
one thing is certain: Kemp will continue 
to take an interest in the Drama De- 
partment, and in the impact of govern- 
ment funding cuts. He’s emphatic about 
the importance of student productions. 
“We do the kind of play no one else in 
Kingston is going to do. It would be tragic 
if there were any curtailment of our pro- 
duction program. At the same time, we

have some excellent scholars here, and 
they should be given every opportunity 
[to pursue their work].” 

Kemp notes that at a recent meeting 
he attended there was a discussion about 
the role of the arts in university educa- 
tion. “It suddenly struck me how non- 
sensical it was. You’d never would hear 
this discussion at Harvard, because there 
would be no question that they were not 
essential,” says Kemp. “This is why I think 
governments are so backward-looking. 
We'll be judged as a society through our 
arts — our music, our theatre, our paint- 
ings, and the films we make. That’s how 
our culture will be assessed, and for 
something as important as that not to be 
central to a university education.” @

ALUMMAL SPOTLIGHT 


DON'T CALL ME CHIEF 





UELPH, ONT. — WHEN LENNA Brap- 
burn, MPA’90, became chief of the 
Guelph, Ont., police force in December 
1994, one of the first things she did was 
ask people to stop calling her “Chief.” 
The change may seem trivial, but it’s 
a clear indicator of Lenna’s relaxed man- 
agerial style. She’s openly critical of the 
administrative hierarchies that have traditionally 
dominated police forces. As head of the Guelph 
force, the energetic and highly approachable chief 
says her goal is to coach her co-workers—not wield 
power over them. “They were still saluting the 
chief when I came here,” Lenna says with a wry 
smile. “They don’t anymore. “I don’t work that 
way — I’m here to work for [the officers] as much 
as they’re here to work for me. No job here is any 
more important than any other.” 

Lenna’s appointment holds precedent-setting 
significance: she was the first woman to head a po- 
lice force in a Canadian city. (A second, Christine 
Silverberg, was named chief of the Calgary force 
last July.) But the Scarborough native is skeptical 
of the suggestion that as a woman, she brings a dif- 
ferent set of skills or qualities to the job. 

She’d rather discuss the other distinction that 
sets her apart: unlike most Canadian police chiefs, 
Lenna didn’t rise through police ranks. Although 
she served as a patrol officer with Metro Toronto 
Police during the 1980s — after graduating from 
the U of T with a BA degree in criminology and 
sociology — most of her policing career has been

devoted to policy-making and management. 

Her experience includes a three-year stint on 
the board of directors of the Metro Toronto Po- 
lice Association, a position she held while doing 
her MPA degree as a part- time student at Queen’s. 
After leaving the union, she worked for the cor- 
porate planning unit of Metro police, then joined 
the Ministry of the Solicitor General. Here she 
served as a police services advisor, and later headed 
an independent unit responsible for investigating 
allegations of harassment and discrimination within 
the Ministry. Lenna’s non-traditional background 
contributes to her innovative leadership style; in- 
stead of relying on years of workaday police ex- 
perience to perform her job, she draws on her for- 
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mal education and managerial experience. Terms 
such as “total quality management,” “customer 
service,” and other concepts borrowed from 1990s 
corporate culture, figure prominently in her ap- 
proach to managing police services. 

And when she talks about “customers,” she’s re- 
ferring not only to the public, but also to the 132 
officers and 37 civilian workers who make up 
Guelph’s police services. 

“|In many forces], it’s assumed that because 
youre a constable, you can’t think. There’s so much 
potential... to make the jobs of front-line officers 
much more meaningful,” she says, pointing to the 
contradictions inherent in traditional, hierarchi- 
cal administrative systems. These are the same 
systems that require officers to make critical, often 
life-saving, decisions at the scene of a crime, yet 
deny them the authority to make even the most 
mundane decisions when back at the station. 

Lenna cites the example of one small Canadian 
force that refuses to allow officers to use the sta- 
tion’s photocopier without permission. “We send 
these people out with a gun and expect them to 
use it, but we can’t trust them to use a photocopier. 
It doesn’t make sense.” Noting that the average 
age of police constables in Ontario has risen dur- 
ing recent years, along with their educational level, 
Lenna says it makes sense to involve more mem- 
bers of her force in all levels of decision-making. 
To reflect these changes, she hopes the Guelph 
force will eventually adopt a more egalitarian uni- 
form, one that doesn’t call for senior officers to

wear white shirts while junior officers wear blue. 

The new chief also plans to work toward build- 
ing a more community-oriented force with more 
direct involvement on the part of front-line off- 
cers. Because her approach 1s still relatively new, 
and because she hasn’t risen through the ranks the 
way her predecessors did, Lenna anticipates some 
resistance from members of her force, but not nec- 
essarily because they oppose her or her ideas. 

“I think people are always wary of change,” she 
says. “And many officers aren’t sure how [the 
changes] will affect them.” In this case, however, 
being a woman may actually work in Lenna’s favor: 
“Because I’m so atypical anyway, people don’t ex- 
pect [my approach] to be the same,” she says. @

S QUEEN’S GRADUATES AND MEMBERS 
of society generally, we must seri- 
ously consider the goals of our 
penal system. The current philos- 
ophy is more than simple retribution: 
we've contracted with our legal system to 
attempt to rehabilitate those who are in- 
carcerated, and education is a necessary 
component in this process. It’s not sur- 
prising that Queen’s finds itself in the 
middle of this debate, as it’s difficult to 
adjust the image we have of Queen’s 
alumni to include someone like Homolka. 
Nevertheless, distancing ourselves from 
Queen’s isn’t the answer. The “not-in- 
my-backyard” approach shelters us from 
any personal responsibility to explore the 
more complex issue of how we want to 
deal with those who break the law. Our 
anger about horrific crimes shouldn’t be 
directed towards the University, which is 
responsibly fulfilling its role as one 
provider of rehabilitative services. With- 
drawing our financial support negatively 
affects some extremely deserving peo- 
ple, and diminishes the ongoing value of 
our own Queen’s experience. 
Instead of withholding financial con- 
tributions and consequently jeopardizing 
the future of a great university, we must 


seek changes 1n our legal system that re- 
flect our current views of justice. One 
need only browse through the Review to 
know that one attended an institution 
worth supporting; I prefer to believe that 
we should celebrate the education 
Queen’s provided us by pursuing con- 
structive solutions to problems that con- 
front and challenge us.

Robertson Davies remembered 


" E WERE STANDING IN THE 
chancel of St. George’s 
Cathedral, three angels 
in the nativity play. At 10, 
I was the youngest, hav- 
ing been plucked from the 
Sunday School when the 
third eet became ill an hour before. I'd 
quickly learned my four lines, with cues, 
and there we stood, facing the prompter. 
A week before, our Sunday School teacher, 
Miss Austin, had taken us around the 
cathedral. “Now children, this is the 
chancel. It leads to the altar, the holiest 
place in the church,” she had said. 

As I stood there with the other two an- 
gels, Miss Austin’s words came back to 
me and obliterated everything else. Then 
I felt a sharp jab in the ribs. My lines! 
They’d left me utterly. The prompter 
hissed at me, fury and frustration all over 
his face, but Miss Austin’s voice was 
louder. Somebody covered up, we trooped 
out, and the prompter gave me a baleful 
look as he dropped the script and ran his 
hand through his thick mane of hair. It 
was only when I read Judith Skelton 





Grant’s 1994 biography, Robertson Davies: 


Man of Myth, that | remembered that 
the furious prompter was none other 
than the distinguished author himself. 
Davies, who died in Toronto on Dec. 2 
at age 82, attended Queen’s from 1932 
to 1935 and was awarded an LLD by the 
University in 1962. 

The first me Davies appears to have 
caught local attention was as a thespian 
in a Kingston Collegiate Institute — as 
it was known then — production of scenes 
from The Merchant of Venice. Kingstonians

party would ‘go. 
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who remember him then also recollect 
his attendance at St. Andrew’s Church, 
where he was seen on occasion to sit at 
the end of the family pew reading a book 
during the sermon. 

The circumstances of Davies’ arrival 
on the Queen’s campus are well known: 
he failed senior matriculation mathe- 
matics, so he wasn’t admitted to Queen’s, 
but was designated a “Special Student” 
and allowed to take the Honors English 
courses, but not be granted a degree. Dr. 
Duncan McArthur, Professor of History 
and Chairman of Admissions, did every- 
thing in his power to get Davies in, and 
it was he and Vice-Principal W.E. Mc- 
Neill who dreamed up the Special Stu- 
dent status. 

Academically Davies did so well in 
English during his years here that he tu- 
tored courses of both Professors George 
Herbert Clarke and Minnie Gordon. 
Then there was Professor James Roy, a 
rotund and brilliant Scot, who, on his 
way home late one night, mistook the 
Court House steps for Barrie Street and 
wound up first, in the fountain, and later 
in jail. Davies and his friend Bill Wilgar, 
Arts’33, were the envy of their classmates 
when they took tea to Roy and he con- 
ducted an English seminar from the cell. 

On the social scene, Davies also par- 
ticipated. Sunday teas were important, 
and hostesses knew that if he were pre- 
sent, the party would “go” and there 
would be no awkward silences. 

During the Depression , drama flour- 
ished in Kingston. In 1933 Alice in Won- 
derland was produced, and when Kingston 
children were gathered up for the crowd 
scenes, I was one of the jury mice. Alice 
was played by the lovely Elizabeth Stew- 
art, of whom Davies appeared to be en- 
amored. He played the King of Hearts 
and also made frequent suggestions dur- 
ing rehearsal, which were borne with pa- 
tience by the tireless director, Mrs. Miller. 

At the dress rehearsal I was holding 
the front of the jurybox by a string round 
my finger. Davies stopped the scene to 
begin a discussion with Mrs. M. My fin- 
ger swelled. More talk. Purple finger. The 
jury foreman suddenly grasped the sit- 
uation and the string. I was saved. 


It was A Midsummer Night's Dream that 
was a highlight of childhood for any of 
us who played in it. The play was put on 
at Calderwood, the Davies’ home, and 
this time we were fairies. Our mothers 
sent us off with cocoa, blankets, cards 
and flashlights. We discovered that the 
offstage action in the woods was very in- 
teresting and we ran round flashing 
torches on recumbent couples, then dart-

ing away. But what I most remember are 
the voices. Whenever I hear Lysander, 
and Titania, I do not hear the actors be- 
fore me. I hear Robertson Davies and 
Peggy Miller as voiceovers. The way I 
hear Shakespeare’s poetry was shaped 
for life by that production of Dream. In 
Davies’ novels it’s not only the Salterton 
ones that reflect Kingston. The presen- 
tation-at-court section in What's Bred in 
the Bone is assumed to come from Davies’ 
years in England, but many Kingston 
houses had photos of women who'd been 
“presented,” and in some cases had gone 
to unconventional lengths to achieve this. 

Of Robertson Davies’ youthful years 
in Kingston it may be said that in a town 
of unconventional characters he fitted in 
well, and that he left his mark on the 
place, as it did on him. @

A one-of-a-kind Queen’s 
omnibus alumni survey 










HE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION RECENT- 
ly completed an ambitious om- 
nibus survey that was larger than 
any ever done by a Canadian 
university. Student callers spent 
weekday evenings during the 
past fall and winter calling more 
than 3,000 randomly selected grads to 
gather demographic information and 
sound them out on their opinions and 
attitudes on a variety of University-re- 
lated topics. 

The survey, designed by a volunteer 
committee of alumni who work in mar- 
ket research and public polling, consisted 
of 78 questions with 350 data elements. 
On average, it took about 20 minutes of 
telephone time to complete each survey. 
People who do surveys for a living will 
tell you that’s a long time to ask anyone 
to stay on the line answering questions. 
Maybe so, but a surprisingly high per- 
centage of alumni were patient enough 
to do just that. 

As you can imagine, by the tme call- 
ing stopped in early March, the student 
callers had amassed a staggering amount 
of information. The results are still being 
tabulated and analyzed. 

When that task is done, 
the Alumni Association’s 
Board of Directors will have 
an invaluable tool as they 
develop and implement a 
strategic plan to restructure 
the 70- year-old Association. 
Their objectives are to make 
the organization more cost- 
efficient and responsive to the changing 
needs of an ever-younger alumni popu- 
lation, and to give Principal Bill Leggett 
and his administration a good sense of 
what alumni feel should be the Univer- 
sity’s priorities. 

Alumni Affairs director Innes van 
Nostrand, who’s been involved in the 
survey from start to finish, outlines on 
the preliminary survey results in a spe- 
cial report that begins on page 10. I think 
you'll find what he has to say interesting 
and informative. 





Also in this issue, we present several 
stories of Queen’s people who are doing, 
or have done noteworthy things. 

On page 37, fledgling lawyer-turned- 
writer Stephen Ahad, Law’97, profiles 
Queen’s law professor Hugh Lawford, 
one of the co-founders of an on-line com- 
puterized legal data bank known as 
QUICKLAW. When the service began in 
the mid-1970s few people believed it 
would survive; fewer still were willing to 
put any money in the venture. But Law- 
ford saw the potential uses of computers 
in information processing long before 
many others did, and so he and his part- 
ner Richard von Briesen took a chance. 
They invested everything they had in 
1975 to buy the technology from Queen’s 
and set up a company called QL Systems. 
Today, as Stephen Ahad reports, their 
gamble is paying off handsomely.

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Task force reviews 
future of ISC 


10-MEMBER TASK 
Force chaired by 
Queen’s Principal 
Bill Leggett is 
reviewing the future of 
the University’s Interna- 
tional Study Centre (ISC) 
at Herstmonceux Castle. 
The group’s report and 
recommendations will be 
tabled at the Board of 
Trustees meeting on May 
10. The Board is expected 
at that time to decide 
whether the University 
should continue operat- 
ing the ISC. 

‘The review was 
initiated after Leggett 
appeared before the 
‘Trustees in March to ex- 
press concerns about the 
University’s ability to 
continue ISC operations 
in the face of Ontario 
government funding cuts, 
higher than projected 
operating costs, and 
lower-than-anticipated 
student enrolments at the 
facility. Rather than close 
the ISC immediately, the 
Board passed a resolution 
stating that “having 
reviewed the financial 
situation of the [SC at 
Herstmonceux, the 
Board has concluded that 
it is not financially viable 
in its current form. 
Therefore, the Board 
directs the Principal to 
develop a formal plan for 
correcting the current 
financial situation or for 
exiting the business and 
directs him to report

back to the May Board 
meeting or earlier if 
possible.” Immediately 
following the meeting, 
Leggett called Dr. Alfred 
Bader, who donated the 
15th Century castle to 





Queen’s in 1992, to 
advise him of the Board’s 
action. In response to the 
news, Bader generously 
offered a $1 million do- 
nation to offset the ISC’s 
operating costs until 





[tl 


April 30, 1997, and 
$100,000 in financial 
assistance for students 
who wish to study at the 
castle in 1996-97, 
Principal Leggett indi- 
cated his pleasure with 
Bader’s offer, which 
would provide “renewed 
spirit and energy to 
explore viable options.” 
However, he noted that, 
unless there can be 
substantial improvement 
in the ISC’s revenue 
situation, the Board is 
prepared to act to phase 
out the ISC operation. 
Leggett went on to praise 
Bader’s resolve to stand 
by the commitment he 
made at the time of his 
gift of the Castle that 
should it ever become a 
financial liability to 
Queen’s it could be sold 
with the value of the asset 
remaining with Queen’s. 
The Principal stated 
emphatically that the 
possible closure of the 
ISC did not reflect a 
reduction in the Univer- 
sity’s Commitment to 
internationalism. “The 
ISC is one important 
component of Queen’s 
broad international out- 
reach, and the vision and 
outreach embodied by 
Herstmonceux would 
continue and expand in 
other venues,” he said. 
The ISC Task Force, 
which consists of an 
advisory group and a 
management group, has 
spent the last six weeks 
working on two possible 
action plans. One will 





explore the actions 
required to achieve con- 
tinued operation of the 
ISC and Herstmonceux 
on a break-even basis. 
The other will set out a 
plan to exit the operation 
should break-even prove 
impossible.

Harvard student 
delivers 1996 
MacClement lecture 


ANISHA BHARTI, A 
brilliant sophomore 
student from Har- 
vard University, 
gave the 1996 MacClement 
Lecture for Excellence in 
Education. Bharti, a na- 
tive of Kitchener, is the 
youngest speaker in the 
11-year history of the 
series. Now only 20, she 
was a teenage member of 
Ontario’s Royal Commis- 
sion on Learning. 
Bharti’s address was 
entitled, “For the Love 
of Learning.” Drawing 
upon her many hours 
of exposure to briefs and 
discussions, province- 
wide, plus days and 
weeks of careful reflec- 
tion, and her own 
learning journey, she 


spoke particularly and 
with deep concern to 
teachers-in-the-making. 
She left no doubt as to 
the irreplaceability of 
excellent teachers, but 
also noted the teacher’s 
potential for enormous 
influence toward destruc- 
tive learning. By drawing 
distinctions among three 
curricula—the required 
curriculum, the hidden, 
and the missing curricu- 
lum—she detailed how 
even well-meaning 
teachers can distort and 
diminish the student’s 
in-built curiosity and 
love of learning. She 
urged teachers to reflect 
carefully and perennially 
on their teaching ways, 
in order to further the 
love of learning for living 
in the students placed 
with them. 

Knowing of the near- 
despair of many students 
today in elementary and 
secondary schools, she 
called upon teachers to 
combine personal caring 
with deep listening with 
hope-building instruc- 
tion and facilitation.

Exit poll shows 
1995 grads satisfied 
with Queen’s 


SECOND ANNUAL EXIT 
poll of graduating 
student suggests 
that more than two- 

thirds of grads in all 

faculties rate their overall 
learning experience at 

Queen’s as “enjoyable.” A 

total of 1,749 students 

were surveyed by the 
registrar's office. 

At the top of the scale, 
almost 90 per cent of 
Rehab grads said they en- 
joyed their years at 
Queen’s. At the bottom 


end, about 66 per cent of 
Applied Science grads 
felt the same way. Among 
faculties registering sig- 
nificant improvements 
over the first survey in 
1994 were Meds (up to 
75.7 per cent from 59 per 
cent) and Law (up to 71.7 
per cent from 61.2 per 
cent). When asked to rate 
the facilities at Queen’s, 
more than two-thirds of 
graduating students 
expressed general satis- 
faction. Ratings for 
individual facilities 
ranged from 93 per cent 
for the new Stauffer Li- 
brary to 58 per cent for 
the athletics facilities.

Why do we pursue equal opportunity for students 
with disabilities? 

The obvious answer lies in the fact our society 
values individual freedom of choice, the impor- 
tance of every individual's ability to contribute to 
the general good, and the right to equal access for 
every qualified student who’s admitted to univer- 
sity. These values have been set out in various laws, 
including the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms and the Ontario Human Rights Code, 
as well as in Queen’s own policy statement, which 
addresses the needs of people with disabilities.

cial government in 1988 launched the Enhanced 
Accessibility Fund to remove barriers to higher 
education for students with disabilities. The fund- 
ing helped pay the costs of setting up offices to 
coordinate various programs, hire qualified per- 
sonnel, and purchase specialized equipment known 
as “assistive technology.” 

I became the Special Needs Advisor at Queen’s 
in 1992. I did my Bachelors degree at Queen’s in 


special needs students 
each academic year. 


the psychology of learning, and then went on to 
do an MS in occupational therapy in Boston. Work- 
ing for the Special Needs Office (SNO) to im- 
prove access for students with disabilities and ed- 
ucating the Queen’s community about these needs 
seemed to me a rewarding way to put my train- 
ing to use. 

The Office offers counseling and support ser- 
vices to students with a wide range of disabilities. 
I’m impressed when I see the students’ commit- 
ment to their education in the face of barriers 
to physical access information and activities— 
barriers such as high flights of stairs, heavy doors, 
small print, and prejudice. 

I’ve been privileged to meet and work with more 
than 300 students each year since coming back to 
Queen’s, including a man who’s blind and finished 
his MEd; an award-winning physics student with 
cerebral palsy; an engineering student with 
Tourette’s Syndrome, who got a job in his field 
prior to graduation; an Education grad with a 
learning disability who’s working as a teacher; 
a blind exchange student who works in talking 
e-mail; a deaf MEd student; and, a Law student 
who can’t use her hands to type and uses voice 
recognition technology to continue her studies. 
And the list goes on. 

How do such students cope? It takes patience 
and endurance, but the staff of the SNO provide 
a variety of useful services. Donna Bourgeois co- 
ordinates equipment loan and notetaker programs, 
and Carol Cain arranges everything from adapted 
furniture to accessible transportation. 

In my role as Special Needs Advisor and occu- 
pational therapist, I review medical documenta- 
tion and talk with each student to assess his or her 
individual situation. We consider the require- 
ments of various courses and develop strategies 
with both students and faculty to minimize bar- 
riers to education. 

I work closely with Deb Thompson, MA’87, 
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PhD’94, the SNO’s Learning Disability Specialist. 
A psychologist in the Counseling Service, she pro- 
vides diagnostic testing, counseling services, and 
liaison with students, faculty, and staff. Deb’s job 
is vitally important because students who have 
learning disabilities are of average or above aver- 
age intelligence but have problems processing spe- 
cific types of information. This can be diagnosed 
only after extensive psychological testing. 

Our work is supported and enhanced by the 
Counseling Service, which also offers peer support 
groups, career counseling, and instruction in study 
skills and ttme-management strategies for students 
with disabilities. 

In addition, Queen’s has an award-winning li- 
brary service for students with disabilities. Michele 
Chittenden, Arts’86, a full-time librarian, oversees 
the service. Volunteer readers provide texts on 
audio tape, and two assistive technology labs in 
Stauffer Library offer state-of-the-art hardware, 
software, and ergonomic furniture, and a variety 
of other services for students with disabilities. 

Steve Cutway, Arts’72, our campus information 
access specialist in non-visual technologies, trains 
students to use talking computers, consults on 
assistive technology interfaces, and sets up talk- 
ing e-mail for blind students. Steve is particularly 
helpful to students who are buying their own assis- 
tive technology. 

Linda McKeen from the Exams Office coordi- 
nates arrangements for exams for students with 
disabilities. She finds appropriate space, sorts out 
time problems, and ensures that any necessary 
technology is available. This spring, she set up 
more than 600 such exams. Linda’s job isn’t easy, 
but she does it well. 

Assistance 1s also available for the particular 
financial problems that can accompany a disabil- 
ity. Jennifer (De Tombe) Mercer, Artsci’89, of the 
Student Awards Office is instrumental in admin- 
istering the Ontario Student Aid Program Bursary 
for Students with Disabilities. Many students 
obtain service such as tutoring or assistive tech- 
nology through this fund, which 1s a joint project 
of the federal and provincial governments. 

Queen’s is an old university that we’re making 
new. Physical accessibility is addressed in renova- 
tion and new construction, but barriers continue to 
exist in facilities, resources and attitudes. There’s 
much more to be done, from maintaining and up- 
grading equipment and installing elevators to more 
community education. Services are offered despite 
the constraints of old buildings and limited funds, 
but further funding is needed to improve access. 

Along with our philosophical colleagues, some 
people may ask, “What are they doing here?” I see 
students with disabilities contributing to the ex- 
citing diversity of Queen’s, and to the richness of 
our society as a whole. @

THINGS WERE different 
on campus when Steve 
Cutway, Arts’72, was a 
student in the early 
1970s. There was no 
Special Needs Office, 
and no full-time pro- 
fessional staff to help 
disabled students. “In 
fact, at that time, | was 
the only blind student 
at Queen’s,” he recalls. 
Steve, Kingston-born 
and raised, has been 
blind since birth. After 
attending the Ontario 
School for the Blind in

the School for the Blind 
had stressed the idea 
for a blind person to go 
on in school, he or she 
would have to be self- 
reliant and “make do.” 


navigating the campus 


Brantford, Ont., (now 
called the W. Ross Mac- 
Donald School), he 
returned home to do 
Grade 13 at Kingston 
Collegiate and Voca- 
tional Institute. From 
there, it was natural for 
him to move across the 
road to the Queen’s; 
after all, he’d grown up 
listening to campus 
radio station CFRC, and 
dreaming of working 
there. Unfortunately, 
not everyone shared 
Steve's faith he’d be 
able to cope at 
Queen’s. He'll never 
forget a conversation 
he had with someone 
from the Admissions 
Office, who suggested 
he might be more 
comfortable enroling 
at a university better 
equipped to accommo- 
date a blind person. 
“I'd never even thought 
of going elsewhere,” 
says Steve. 


That advice proved 

sound, for Steve's four 
years at Queen’s were 
a struggle. But he per- 
severed, graduating in 
1972 with a degree in 


politics and psychology. 


Two years later, Steve 
realized his childhood 
dream when he went 
to work at CFRC, acting 
as station manager 
from 1974 to 1989. 

Looking back on his 
student experiences, 
Steve offers special 
thanks to some people 
who gave him a help- 
ing hand. One was the 
late Ralph Clench, who 
made all the arrange- 
ments so Steve could 
take final exams. 

Steve also thanks 
the “readers” who put 
his texts on tape for 
him. Each fall, when he 
put an ad in the Jour- 
nal he had plenty of 
volunteers to get him 
through the year. Some 





came back again and 
again; one of them was 
Nancy (Findlater), Arts’70, 
who became his wife. 
Steve works nowa- 
days as an information 
access specialist in 


non-visual technolo- 
gies with Computing 
and Communications 
Services. He also uses 
a voice synthesizer- 
equipped computer to 
run a couple of e-mail 
bulletin boards on 
issues of interest to 
disabled people. “Com- 
puters, the World Wide 
Web, and some of the 
other technological 
innovations that have 
come along in recent 
years have really made 
a difference in my life,” 
says Steve. 

But one thing that 
never gets easier is 
navigating campus; it’s 
still a struggle. Steve 
explains while times 
have changed and the 
creation of the Special 
Needs Office and vari- 
ous programs have 
done a lot of goad,

HO ARE QUEEN’S ALUMNI? What’s their relationship with 
Queen’s? How does their student experience determine 
or affect their lifelong association? What do alumni think 
about Queen’s today? 

These are just a few of the questions this survey addressed. 
The initiative, expected to be repeated early in the next cen- 
tury, is part of the Association’s commitment to better under- 
standing the views and needs of its members as articulated in 
our Strategic Plan (1994-1999). A volunteer committee of ex- 
perts in marketing and market research acted as advisors in the 
development of the survey. As Vice-Principal (Advancement) 
Florence Campbell notes, “The alumni volunteers who advised 
on the development of the survey helped us avoid costs that 
could have been as high as $150,000.”

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With 78 questions, consisting of 350 data elements, there are 
endless opportunities for cross referencing of information and 
factors. Part of the survey’s design also included a segmenta- 
tion model based on generation. We used four groupings, based 
on widely-used surveying models. This allowed for cross ref- 
erencing against faculties of study. As well, a series of four in- 
dices has been developed that summarize the four cornerstones 
of the alumni relationship with Queen’s: student experiences, 
post-graduation participation, philanthropic relationship, and 
attitudes about the University. 

The survey was mounted in-house. Student callers rang 
more than 3,000 randomly selected alumni during a four-month 
period from October 1995 to January 1996. Some additional 
calling to fill in gaps in selected segments of the survey sample

History professor, George A. Rawlyk (BA 
McMaster, MA, PhD Rochester), died suddenly 
Nov. 23, 1995, in Ottawa, while recovering from a 
car accident. The following obituary was written 
by his colleague, Professor Robert Malcolmson, 
head of Queen's Department of History. 


IN MEMORIAM 


George A. Rawlyk taught history at Queen's for 
almost 30 years. He had a remarkable impact on 
students, scholarship, and the culture of the Uni- 
versity. He was an enthusiastic teacher of under- 
graduates. George attracted large numbers of 
graduate students to Queens’s and supervised 
scores of Master's and doctoral theses. He was 
also an exceptionally energetic member of the 
broader Queen’s community. His contributions 
included participation on many faculty and Univer- 
sity committees; a nine-year term as chair of the History Department; and active and 
ongoing support--invarious capacities--for the work of McGill-Queen’s University 
Press. George Rawlyk produced a substantial body of original scholarship. His writing 
was rooted in two broad fields: the history of the Atlantic Provinces; and the history of 
religion in Canada, especially the Protestant experience. He published dozens of es- 
says and articles and wrote or edited a new book every two or three years. His schol- 
arly stature was testified by numerous honors and awards: visiting positions at other 
universities--Mount Allison, McMaster, Harvard, Notre Dame; invitation to lecture on 
many campuses; major financial support for a conference on evangelicalism, held at 
Queen's in May 1995; and the award of an honorary doctorate by Acadia University in 
October 1995. In recent years he had been hard at work on a study of religious atti- 
tudes in modern Canada. George Rawlyk had an imposing presence. He was also 
generous and astute. He stood out as a mentor to graduate students; his relations 
with younger people were remarkably warm, humane, and mutually beneficial. He 
possessed impressive creative energy; and this creative energy was not only highly 
productive, it drew others to him, in admiration and with affection. In recognition of 
his remarkable contributions, an Award is to be established in his name. This Award is 
intended to honor each year the academic work of a talented student of Canadian 
history.

In Commemoration of Black history 
month, on Feb.29, Peter Millikin, 
Arts’68, MP Kingston and the Islands, 
made the following speech in the 
House of Commons, honoring Robert 
Sutherland, Ontario's first black law- 
yer: “Robert Sutherland graduated 
from Queen’s in 1852 with an honors 
degree in classics and mathematics. 
He later studied law at Osgoode Hall 
and was called to the Ontario bar in 
1953. After being called to the bar, 
Mr. Sutherland settled in Walkerton, 
Ont., and practised law until his death 
in 1878 at age 48. On his death he 
left his entire estate of $12,000, a con- 
siderable sum for that time, to his 
Alma Mater, Queen’s University. It was 
to date the largest single bequest 
Queen’s had ever received. Robert 
Sutherland’s commitment to aca- 
demic excellence at Queen's stands 
as a reminder to us all of the limitless 
potential all people possess regardless 
of racial or ethnic origin. His early ac- 
complishments and subsequent gen- 
erosity are another proud reminder of 


~ the substantial contribution Black peo- 


ple have made to Canada.”

Scotland is a rugby hotbed, and for 
the Queen’s teams to do so well against 
some of the country’s top university 
clubs really illustrated both the 
commitment and calibre of the players 
and of their coaches. 

Unfortunately, Queen’s head coach 
Al Ferguson wasn’t able to travel to 
Scotland, but his assistants, Brad 
Greenwood and Herb Steacy were 
instrumental in putting together two 
sides that matched the experience of 
the veterans with the enthusiasm of 
some of the younger players. 

It produced two remarkable well- 
balanced squads who played very well 
in conditions that were “extreme” at

The entire touring party owes a big 
thanks to the trip organizers. On the 
players’ side, Mike Brown, Shane and 
Corey Velan, Jim Carter and Andy 
Brown all contributed to make this tour 
areality. As well, the coaching staff did 
a remarkable job in selecting the teams 
for each game. Theirchoice proved 
instrumental in producing such a fine 
record. The only sad note about the 
trip was the untimely death a few 
weeks later, on April 6, of Computing 
professor Howard Staveley, 52,who did 
so much work organizing this successful

The man 
who would 
not be king 


Pierre Trudeau took a walk in the snow. 
Brian Mulroney consulted pollsters. Sean Con- 
way, MA’77, spent a soul-searching evening in a 
Brantford, Ont. hotel before deciding his politi- 
cal future. Before that, Conway was the leading 
contender to replace Lyn McLeod, who has an- 
nounced she’s retiring as Leader of Ontario’s Lib- 
eral Party and of Her Majesty’s loyal opposition at 
Queen’s Park. McLeod had announced her resig- 
nation shortly after being soundly trounced by the 
Mike Harris-led Conservatives in the province’s 
June 1995 general election. 

As the Liberal’s deputy leader under McLeod, 
Conway quickly became the front runner in the 
race to succeed her. He had a campaign team in 
place, and had even spent six hard months travel- 
ing the province and test driving his candidacy 
with Ontario’s Liberals. 

Journalists and party insiders were unanimous 
in the view that the leadership was Conway’s to 
lose. Instead, the Queen’s history grad stunned 
everyone in late January by announcing he was 
dropping out and wouldn’t be a candidate for the 
party leadership. “After six months on the road, I 
came to realize that I yust wasn’t prepared to make 
the sacrifice needed to do this for 10 or 12 years,”

Conway told me shortly after he’d announced his 
withdrawal from the leadership race. “There’s no 
substitute for ‘walking the walk.’ “ 

He also said anyone seeking the premier’s chair 
in the 1990s had to have a “full-tank of gas.” At the 
end of the day, Conway often felt his tank was only 
two-thirds full. 

In retrospect, there were earlier indications of 
this; it was rumored he contemplated retiring from 
politics before the last provincial election, but

stayed on only out of loyalty to McLeod and the 
likelihood of the Liberals returning to govern- 
ment. So it’s not difficult to understand why he 
decided not to seek the Liberal leadership. 

Despite his youth, the 44-year-old Conway is 
a veteran of two decades of political battles. First 
elected in 1975, while he was still a Queen’s stu- 
dent, Conway has seen five premiers come and go 
since he first took his seat at Queen’s Park. He also 
served as education minister under the former 
premier David Peterson from 1985 to 1990. Known 
for his wit and oratorical skills, Conway has earned 
a well-deserved reputation as one of the most re- 
spected members of the Ontario Legislature. “He’s 
probably the greatest stump-speaker in Ontario 
politics today,” Peterson said of his friend and for- 
mer minister. “While I can understand his deci- 
sion on a personal level, it’s still a loss to the party 
and to the province.” 

It was Peterson, in his time as premier, who 
handed Conway the task of designing and imple- 
menting the legislation that gave full-funding for 
Ontario’s Catholic high schools. At the time, even 
critics of the policy applauded Conway’s sensi- 
tivity and style in bringing forth the initiative. 

A man of wide-ranging interests—everything 
from American football, to journalism, political 
biography, and the life and history in the Ottawa 
Valley—Conway Is as voracious a reader as he 1s 
a gifted speaker. He’s lectured occasionally on On- 
tario politics and history at Queen’s. During his stu- 
dent days at Queen’s, Conway studied 19th Cen- 
tury Ontario history under Professor Donald 
Swainson. In fact, it was Swainson who let the 
young politician finish his thesis late so Conway 
could contest his first election in 1975. 

“He finished it while he was a Member (of the 
Ontario Legislature),” Swainson said, while adding 
he hopes Ontario Liberals refuse to let his former 
student off the hook and organize a “draft Con- 
way” movement. “He’s a very bright and able guy. 
He’s also one of the few politicians these days who 
actually reads books. We need more like him.” 

But despite Swainson’s ringing endorsement, 
it’s unlikely Conway will reconsider his decision. 
He says he plans to retain his Renfrew North seat 
for the time being while he considers what the rest 
of his future holds. His withdrawal from the Lib- 
eral leadership race threw the competition wide 
open. When asked if he fears waking up in a few 
years and realizing he gave up a once-in-a-life- 
time chance to be Ontario’s premier, Conway an- 
swered without hesitation. “Not in the least,” he 
said with a chuckle. “Politics is nomadic and oftc: 
disruptive. I like my home.”

Building strength in spite of adversity 


N NoveMBER, ONTARIO’S PROGRESSIVE 
Conservative Government announced 
an unprecedented 15 per cent reduc- 
tion in university operating grants be- 
ginning in May 1996. When imple- 
mented, Ontario’s universities will 
have the dubious distinction of rank- 
ing 10th among the 10 provinces in per-stu- 
dent funding. Queen’s share of the $280 mil- 
lion cut will be $18 million. Notwithstanding 
this challenge, Queen’s people remain ab- 
solutely committed to maintaining a strong 
leadership position in education and schol- 
arship. Indeed, our goal is to ensure Queen’s 
emerges from the current funding crisis in 
a strengthened position, relative to its sis- 
ter institutions, and absolutely. 

Achieving this goal will require us to 
build on strength and capitalize on synergy. 
The principles guiding this activity are now 
in place. This winter the Senate and the 
Board of Trustees unanimously endorsed 
the Task Force Report on Principles and 
Priorities. The Report articulates our mis- 
sion, values, and the principles we use to 
support decision-making and reaffirms our 
basic priority of building on the strength 
that is Queen’s—student, faculty, staff and 
alumni. It also establishes three new prior- 
ities: 1) internationalizing of our curricu- 
lum and our approach to education and 
scholarship; 2) enhancing interdisciplinary 
and inter-faculty cooperation in teaching 
and scholarship; and, 3) diversifying our rev- 
enue sources. Achieving these objectives 
will require commitment and sacrifice. 

New means of assessing our performance 
are also in place. A program of internal sys- 
tematic review of all academic departments 
and centres which was introduced in Sep- 
tember will benchmark our teaching and 
research programs against the best nation- 
ally and internationally. The results will 
guide resource allocation and help us de- 
velop decisions on program restructuring 
and rationalization. Continuous improve- 
ment 1s Our goal. 

The challenging task of balancing the 
1996-97 budget is proceeding well. Tuition 
at Queen’s, as at all Ontario universities, will 
increase by 20 per cent yielding an addi- 
tional $8 million in revenue. Mindful of the 
burden this change will place on our stu- 
dents, who have supported the decision to 
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increase tuition, we will allocate 20 per cent 
of the new revenues generated by the tu- 
ition increase to student assistance. In March, 
Senate approved modifications to our schol- 
arships and student aid programs designed 
to improve Queen’s ability to respond to 
academically qualified students who require 
financial assistance, and to improve the com- 
petitiveness of our scholarship programs. 
In developing the 1996-97 budget we de- 
parted significantly from across-the-board 





expenditure reductions. Budget cuts to ad- 
ministrative portfolios averaged 12.5 per cent 
and ranged from six to 13.5 per cent. Cuts to 
faculties averaged 10.5 per cent and ranged 
from eight to 16.5 per cent. Decisions re- 


garding the specific allocations to faculties 
were based on a range of factors developed 
to capture academic quality, innovation, and 
the extent to which a faculty’s offerings sup- 
ported other sectors of the university. Sim- 
ilar differential allocations were made by the 
Deans of departmentalized faculties. 

At Queen’s, as at all universities, more 
than 80 per cent of the operating budget is 
committed to salaries. The major share of 
our required net budget reduction must 
therefore be achieved through salary sav- 
ings. Our goal has been to minimize the 
number of layoffs required to achieve these 
savings. Attaining this goal has been aided 
by faculties and administrative units antic- 
ipating continuing financial restraint in their 
budgeting over the past two years and re- 
ducing long-term salary commitments ac- 
cordingly. Voluntary early retirement and 


work-load reduction programs are expected 
to yield an additional $9 million in base bud- 
get savings. The resulting reductions in per- 
sonnel and resources represent major chal- 
lenges for both academic and non-academic 
units as they continue to strive to improve 
performance and service. As Principal, I’m 
proud of the leadership being demonstrated 
at all levels by an extraordinary concentra- 
tion of talented people. Academic and ad- 
ministrative restructuring, interdepart- 
mental and interfaculty cooperation, 
curriculum innovation and redesign, and 
creative approaches to alternative revenue 
generation are occurring throughout the 
University. The sacrifice and focus required 
to excel in spite of the enormous difficul- 
ties imposed by the budget straityacket. 
And through it all our people continue to 
distinguish themselves and the University. 
In recent weeks we’ve learned that a new 
program of assistance for research grant 
preparation developed by the Office of the 
Vice-Principal Research resulted in a dou- 
bling of funding we will receive from the 
Humanities and Social Sciences Research 
Council in 1996-97; Professor Donald Ak- 
enson of the Department of History was 
Canada’s most 





awarded the Molson Prize 
prestigious award in the area of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities in Canada; Drs. 


John Smol, Biology and Almeria Natansohn, 


Chemistry, earned Killam Research Fel- 
lowship renewal, and Dr. Robert Kisilevsky, 
Pathology and Biochemistry, was awarded 
the Prix d’Excellence—Claude P. Beaubien 
Award of Excellence by the Alzheimer So- 
ciety of Canada. 

The International Centre for Advance- 
ment of Community Based Rehabilitation, 
headquartered at Queen’s, won support from 
the Canadian International Development 
Agency to bring urgently needed rehabili- 
tation programs to Croatia. And Queen’s stu- 
dents, continuing their strong support of sci- 
ence education for area young people 
recently hosted their second annual Sciences 
Olympics on campus, and Engineerin 
dents on the Queen’s Solar Car ‘Te 
cruited the loan of a powerful computer to 


assist in designing their entry in races panned 
for Canada, Japan and Australia. Queen’s has 
a long history of building strength in spite 
of adversity. The tradition continues.  @

QUICKLAW Lawford, computer pioneer 


OMPUTERS ARE SO COMMON IT 
sometimes seems as if they’ve 

been with us forever. Not so. 
Just ask Hugh Lawford. The 
silver-haired professor 1s one of 
the longest serving faculty mem- 
bers at the law school, having 
joined the faculty in 1958. He’s also one 
of the true computer pioneers at Queen’s. 

Lawford first got involved with com- 
puters back in 1960, at the dawn of the 
so-called Information Age. And it’s now 
more than 20 years since he and a col- 
league founded QL Systems Limited. 
QUICKLAW, the company’s comput- 
erised legal information retrieval service 
has become a $10-million-per-year busi- 
ness with more than 90 per cent of the 
market in Canada and 110 employees in 
eight cities from coast-to-coast. Not bad 
for a business that at one time Lawford 
couldn’t give away. 

The QL story began in 1960 when 
Lawford, who’s a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and Oxford University 
law schools, began working on something 
called the Queen’s Treaty Project. He 
was involved in the computerized regis- 
tration of international treaties for 18 
newly-independent Commonwealth na- 
tions. This use of computers, which was 
novel at the time, captured the imagina- 
tion of Queen’s principal John Deutsch. 
He approached Bill Moore, Com’S7, then 
executive vice-president (and later pres-

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ident) of IBM Canada, seeking support 
for the project. One thing led to another, 
and in 1967 Queen’s and IBM began a 
joint study on legal information systems. 
Lawford was asked to head the new ven- 
ture, known as the “Queen’s University 
Investigation of Computing and Law,” or 
“QUIC/LAW” for short. 

In 1972, the nationalistic-minded fed- 
eral government forced IBM to end its in- 
volvement in the project. As a result, 
Queen’s had a difficult time keeping the 
project afloat. Incredibly, all the major 
companies in the field passed on the 
chance to buy in. Lawford recalls how 
the director of computing at one of 
Canada’s largest universities told him 
computers could never be used success- 
fully for textual information. 

Lawford was still desperate for money 
to keep QUIC/LAW alive when Queen’s 
cut funding for the venture in 1973. 
Rather than let 13 years of hard work go 
down the drain, Lawford and his law 
school teaching colleague Richard von 
Briesen purchased QUIC/LAW from 
Queen’s. They incorporated a company 
called QL Systems Ltd. after reaching 
an agreement that allowed them to count 
future work on QUIC/LAW as acade- 
mic research. They, in turn, promised to 
pay the University $100,000 within seven 
years. “Queen’s was basically asking for 
scrap value,” Lawford recalls. 

Now on their own, he and von Briesen 
scrounged for computer time. They 
found it at the U of Ottawa. But paying 
for it and continuing to fund develop- 
ment of QUICKLAW—as the company’s 
product became known—cost a lot of 
money. Lawford and von Briesen were 
almost broke. Luckily, a commercial law 
publisher invested $150,000 and QUICK- 
LAW was saved. 

‘Today, Lawford and von Briesen have 
bought out their former partner, and QL 
Systems 1s thriving. The company oper- 
ates out of airy, comfortable headquar- 
ters overlooking the Kingston harbor. Sit- 
ting in his office, company president 
Lawford looks out the window at the pass- 
ing Wolfe Island ferry as he talks about 
how QUICKLAW’ss services are used by 
subscribers across Canada. He notes that 





the company also provides free access to 
judges, administrative tribunals, law stu- 
dents and professors, and law librarians 
at an estimated cost of about $6 million 
annually. Lawford sees this money as a 
well-spent investment in the future. 

In illustrating the growth of the in- 
formation industry over the past three 
decades, Lawford points out that while 
the “super” computer used on the law 
school’s Treaty Project in 1960 filled an 
entire room, it was no more powerful

than the PC sitting on his desk today. 
That old computer clunked and groaned 
each time it regurgitated the data on a 
few dozen treaties. By comparison, 
QUICKLAW’s databases today contain 
millions of words and a mind-boggling 
array of business, legal, and news infor- 
mation, all of it instantly accessible. 
Lawford smiles as he recalls how peo- 
ple laughed at him back in 1969 when a 
Vancouver Sun reporter quoted him as 
predicting, “The day is coming so 
when every lawyer will be plugged : 
a master computer through a term 
in his own office.” 


Now that his prediction has almost 
come true, it’s Lawford who’s jaughing. 
He could even be pardoned for saying, 
“T told you so.” Pioneers are allowed to 
do that sort of thing. @

"TELEVISION NEWSCASTS IN RECENT YEARS HAVE 
been full of reports of violence and drug-trade re- 
lated killings in the Colombian city of Medellin. 
[t’s unfortunate such scenes of Colombian life are 
the only ones left in the minds of people in Canada 
and the U.S. There’s a whole other side to life to 
this fascinating country. Having been born there, 
I don’t deny violence happens. But it’s nothing like 
the distilled, pervasive horror seen on the televi- 
sion news. Most of Colombia’s 34 million citizens 
are normal, hard-working, and decent people who 
have weathered the extraordinary in hopes of 
achieving the comforting routine of an ordinary, 
everyday life again. I was reminded of that fact yet 
again when I traveled to Colombia recently. 

The energy level of the Canadian tourists on 
our charter flight one May morning last year was 
contagious. As we landed at Barranquilla, a pleas- 
ant city of about 1 million people on Colombia’s 
Caribbean coast, everyone around me was dis- 
cussing sightseeing itineraries and 
vacation plans. I asked the two 
men beside me if they were ner- 
vous about visiting a country with 
such a negative reputation. They 
laughed. This was their fourth time 
to Colombia, they said; if possible, 
they’d visit every year. Unlike so 
many other sunny travel destina- 
tions, they told me, Colombia isn’t 
crowded with tourists since most 
people are “scared off” because of 
the news reports, and because of 
fear of the unknown. While I under- 
stood what they meant, I had no 
such fears. 

| spent 10 days exploring Bar- 
ranquilla from a resident’s point of 
view, before leaving to embark on a newspaper 
work internship in Medellin. My uncle, a self-pro- 
claimed veteran of the “city with open arms,” made 
sure I saw everything. 

One sight I won’t soon forget is “El Totumo” a 
therapeutic volcano spa. For about $2 (Cdn.) 
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“A bomb went off 
during a music 
festival one June 
night at a downtown 
park, shattering the 
tranquility Medellin 
had been enjoying 


since 1991.” 


Colombians can climb the dormant volcano’s side 
in the hopes that the legendary warm mud will 
soothe their arthritis or circulatory problems and 
rejuvenate them. Writhing greyish-brown bodies 
rolling in the medicinal mud are a sight to behold. 
Afterwards, the lava-covered bathers head down to 
a nearby lagoon to wash off and sip cold beer. 


IN BARRANQUILLA, | ALSO VISITED A WOMAN WHO'D 
been a household fixture in my parents’ home when 
I was a child. Augustina, my nanny, was like my 
second mother. Our reunions are always happy, 
although fleetingly short. Augustina lives 1n a one- 
bedroom space behind a car repair garage with her 
husband and five children. I spent a full day with 
them, and marveled at Augustina’s endless supply 
of patience and goodwill. She spends most of the 
morning preparing lunch for about 10 working 
people. Mechanics, and secretaries pay her about 
$2.50 (Cdn.) each for a hot meal, salad, and juice. 
After expenses, Augustina makes a 
depressingly meagre profit. Despite 
the stifling heat in the cramped 
room, the smell of kerosene, and the 
splattering of hot cooking oil, she 
lovingly made me one of the best 
meals I’ve ever had. The gesture 
was part of a pattern. I found every- 
one I met—friends and complete 
strangers alike—were more than 
willing to help a visitor and self- 
lessly gave without hesitation. One 
of my last stops in Barranquilla was 
at El Heraldo, the city’s most widely 
read daily newspaper, where the 
famous writer Gabriel Garcia Mar- 
quez once worked as a journalist for 
three years. As luck had it, he was in 
town for a journalism workshop. I decided to take 
a bold step and ask his press agent for an interview 
with Marquez. I was politely informed that he’d 
turned down an interview request from a French 
journalist from Le Monde, but that he’d “consider” 
mine since I was a student. Alas, my interview with 
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Colombian scenes: (top to

the prize-winning, enigmatic author never mate- 
rialized. | spent half a day touring £/ Heraldo and 
talking with editorial assistant José Granados and 
the paper’s staff about journalism. Granados was 
candid about the dangers and difficulties Colom- 
bian journalists face. He said 40 years of varying 
factors contributing to violence in the country, 
such as guerrilla warfare, politics, drug trafficking, 
and delinquency are the grim realities there. His 
co-workers agreed. They told me the journalist’s 
mandate—to report the 
news fairly and objec- 
tively—is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult in 
Colombia, just as it is in 
so many other countries. 

“My job is to defend 
the community, and to 
tell the truth — even 
when that means go- ei 
ing against people who, © 
because of a vested eco- 
nomic or political inter- 
est in a matter, have no 
misgivings about killing a journal- 
ist,” Granados said. 

He told me that no one from £/ 
Heraldo has ever been killed, even 
during the 1980s when the paper 
published a series of investigative 
articles which caused a political 
upheaval. Journalists found munic- 
ipal maps that indicated 80 per 
cent of the city’s streets were paved; in reality, 
only 30 per cent were. Corrupt politicians had 
pocketed the money budgeted for this work. Ugly, 
anonymous threats poured into the editor’s office 
as a result of the articles, but Granados said noth- 
ing ever came of them.

IN SHARP CONTRAST TO THE RELATIVELY LAID- 
back atmosphere on the coast, the atmosphere was 
charged in the valley city of Medellin (pop. 1.6 mil- 
lion), about 250 km northwest of the capital city of 
Bogata. This is one of the Colombian cities that be- 
come infamous as a result of news reports about 
the war between local drug lords and those in Cali. 
While driving in from the airport with a cousin, we 
discussed the about-face Medellin has undergone 
in the last three years. The drug wars are over now, 
butit’s not all that long since Pablo Escobar offered 
his henchmen about $6,000 (Cdn.) for every po- 
lice officer they killed. The city was frozen with 
fear of assassinations, and car and building bomb- 
ings. Many innocent people died simply because 
they were in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

I was told that by two o’clock most afternoons, 
people would go home from work and stay there. 
For two years, the violence halted night life and 
anything remotely resembling a social atmosphere. 
However, since the Colombian police and army 
killed Escobar in a shoot-out, the city and its peo- 
ple have come back to life with incredible resiliency.

While in the “city of eternal spring,” I interned 
at E/ Colombiano, one of the country’s oldest and 
most respected newspapers. During the me I was 
there the fifth international poetry festival was held. 
Poets and performance artists from around the 
world descended upon Medellin for a five-day lit- 
erary smorgasbord. 

Although such events are helping to heal the 
wounded city’s spirit, we were given a grim re- 
minder that destructive forces are still at work in 
Medellin. A terrorist 
bomb went off during a 
music festival one June 
night at a downtown 
park, shattering the tran- 
quility Medellin had 
been enjoying since 1991. 
More than 200 people 
were injured, and 28 
were killed by the ex- 
plosion near Fernando 
Botero’s statue called 
“The Bird,” which iron- 
ically symbolizes peace. 
Many of the victims were poor, 
humble owners of food stalls 
around the park. In the blast they 
lost their livelihoods, family mem- 
bers, and in some cases their lives. 

This incident caused an uproar; 
the act of senseless terrorism 
targeted a public event where the 
audience was mostly made up of 
poor people, not high-ranking politicians or the 
yet-set. Editorials slammed the guerrillas involved, 
calling them “vile and gutless.” One E/ Colombiano 
editorial read, “It’s not acceptable that Medellin, 
which has endured the country’s and world’s dis- 
proportionate quotas of suffering, return to condi- 
tions where unknown, cowardly terrorists ran- 
domly punish the innocent.” 

Everyone [| talked to at the paper had a story 
about “the innocent”—a friend or an acquaintance 
who'd been caught in the cross-fire or killed in the 
drug wars. They can tell you everything down to the 
last detail; it’s as if it happened yesterday for many. 

But despite the undeniable pain and often bitter 
reality, few of the people I spoke to said they’d 
leave mi terra—my home. 

One journalist who lost several friends during 
“the war,” told me Colombians aren’t your aver- 
age sort of people. They’re tougher and extremely 
passionate about their country. The journalist told 
me he believes that unlike the masses of people 
who’ve fled other countries in conflict around the 
world, Colombians have defied the terror because 
they’ve resolved to stay. I was told that despite whe 
the future may bring, this would never change

Project Green sprouts a new need 


TUDENTS WALKING BY THE PINES 
on their way to Mackintosh- 
Corry Hall or swarming down 
tree-lined Campus Road be- 
| tween classes can take that 
greenery for granted. It doesn’t 
cross their minds that it was a 
gift to them from a visionary generation 
of past students and hundreds of alumni. 

They have no memory of magnificent 
campus elms being felled and tons of 
lockstone being laid. They don’t know 
about Project Green. 

That’s not the case for many alumni. 
David Gordon,Sc’76, MPI’79, who was 
the founder and co-president (with Rob 
Wood, Com’76) of Project Green when 
it was taken under the AMS umbrella 22 
years ago, recalls the goal was “to strm- 
ulate interest in campus landscaping be- 
fore it was too late.” Dutch Elm Disease 
had ravaged the trees that graced the 
campus, and the physical character of 
Queen’s was being vastly changed by the 
addition of several new buildings. 

Ina 1975 referendum, students voted 
to donate a dollar a year for five years, 
raising about $50,000. Once the students 
convinced the Alumni directors that Pro- 
ject Green should be a tax-deductible 
avenue of grad and faculty giving, gifts 
large and small from classes, branches 
and individuals began to significantly 
re-green the campus. 

The years 1975 and 1976 were ban- 
ner years. Arts’45, Arts’49, and Sc’72 
planted memorial trees. Artsci’76 do- 
nated the willows in the quadrangle be- 
hind Richardson Hall. With students pro- 
viding a weekend of sweat and muscle, 
the late football great Lou Bruce, 
Arts/PHE’56, donated 20 spruce from 
his Gatineau tree farm for a grove be- 
tween Grant and Ontario Halls. The late 
Robert Dunsmore, Sc’15, delighted by 
the students’ initiative, provided the 
crabapple trees that have made the Uni- 
versity Avenue median such a festival of 
flowers for Convocations ever since. 

“Planting a tree was a gesture that had 
stronger emotional appeal than we ex- 
pected,” recalls Gordon, who returned 
to Queen’s recently as a professor in 
Urban and Regional Planning.“Donors 
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can still identify their trees two decades 
after they were planted.” 

In 1980, the student fee expired, and 
Project Green co-presidents John Arke- 
lian, Law’80, and Mary Flint, Artsci’81, 
reported through the Review that all re- 
maining funds, including alumni dona- 
tions, had been placed in a capital trust 
account so that the interest could be used 
“in perpetuity for the purchase of trees 
for both Queen’s campuses.” Today, that 
trust fund is ‘pot-bound’ because the

wording of its terms are so restrictive. 
Some $16,000 in accumulating interest 
is there to be spent; an alumni benefac- 
tor stands ready to purchase an annuity 
in favor of Project Green. But two issues 
have stymied Queen’s administrators. 
First, the trust fund limits purchases 
to trees. In its heyday, Project Green 
also planted shrubs, Boston Ivy in 30 
locations, and tropical trees for indoor 
“streets.” Although the need exists for 
similar greenery today, the terms of the 





trust specify trees with trunks only. 
Second, the authorization of expen- 
ditures rests with a Subcommittee on 
Grounds, a body disbanded years ago. 
(The Trust does say this authority “may 
revert to Project Green if that organiza- 
tion resumes activity.”) University Sec- 
retary Alison Morgan is anxious to see 
the donated money once again put to 
work on campus. 
So 1s David Gor- 


don, who now 


finds himself back on the Board- Senate 


Campus Planning Committee after 20 
years. Given Queen’s draconian finan- 
cial situation, Project Green funds could 
make a significant difference these days, 
just as they did two decades ago. 

What do you think? Alumni are the 
shareholders in Project Green as past 
planters and builders of the trust fund. 
Since the terms must be rewritten, past 
donors deserve a say in how that is done. 
Should the terms allow for smaller trees, 
shrubs and ivy? Who should have grant- 
ing authority? Could Project Green be 
revived through volunteers?

The Tricolor influence on 
Robertson Davies

LTHOUGH ROBERTSON DAVIES BE- 
came inexorably linked with the 
University of ‘Toronto, where he 
was the first master of Massey Col- 
eee we mustn’t forget Queen’s provided 
the “master storyteller” with the oppor- 
tunity for a university education when 
other Canadian educational institutions 
shunned him for his dearth of mathe- 
matical knowledge. 

That Queen’s had a profound effect 
on Davies is certain. His first three “suc- 
cessful” novels, written between 1951 










and 1958 (Tempest Tost, Leaven of Malice, 
and A Mixture of Frailties) were clearly 
based on his experiences at Queen’s and 
in Kingston. That Davies had a profound 
effect on Queen’s, Canada, and the in- 
ternational literary commu- 
nity is undeniable. His other 
books, including Fifth Busi- 
ness, and What's Bred in the 
Bone, played a profound role 
in delineating and defining 
Canada both to Canadians, 
and the world. 

Maclean's quoted Davies in 
September 1972 as saying his 
books addressed the fantas- 
tic; he eloquently expressed 
a mixture of mysticism and magic jux- 
taposed with everyday life. 

“A lot of people complain that my nov- 
els aren’t about Canada. I think they are, 
because I see Canada as a country torn 
between a very northern, rather extra- 
ordinary, mystical spirit which it fears, 
and its desire to present itself to the world 
as a Scotch banker. This makes for ten- 
sion. Tension is the very stuff of art, plays, 
novels—the whole lot,” he said. 

To extol the many virtues of Davies’ 
literature is a task beyond the scope of 
a simple letter. At this point, we must be 
content with simply thanking Davies 
for his fantastic stories and insights, and 
acknowledging the role that Queen’s 
played in his incipient literary career.

‘To move on, why hasn’t the achieve- 
ment of the rugby coach been mentioned 
in your pages? Al Ferguson coached the 


team for eight years, winning eight cham- 
pionships. I read the article on football 
coach Hargreaves and was impressed by 
his commitment and successes. But again, 
what about the rest of the sport com- 
munity at Queen’s? 

Until this blinded focus on football is 
broken down, my memories of Queen’s 
will always be tainted. I’m looking for- 
ward to articles on other sports in the 
future and to see the responses and dis- 
cussion this letter will entice.

Walter Light had the secret of success 


HAT’S THE SECRET OF SUC- 
cess? Why do some men 
and women do incredi- 
bly well, while others 
work hard all their lives, 
and if they’re lucky end 
up with a pension? And 
in today’s society, too many have just 
given up. 

Is it genetic? Or is it luck? It helps to 
be in the right place at the right time. 
Butin my town, Walter Light, O.C., Sc’49, 
LLD’81, was always held up as an ex- 
ample of what a boy with few advantages 
could accomplish. 

Light died suddenly on Feb. 24 in 
Toronto after a heart attack. He was 72. 
(Please see obituary on page 16.) His 
death was widely reported because he 
was the former chairman of Northern 
Telecom, Canada’s largest manufacturer 
of telecommunications equipment. 

Walter Light was once reported to be 
Canada’s highest paid executive. But he 
lived very modestly. 

It was this man from a small North- 
ern mining town who masterminded the 
development of computerized telephone 
switching equipment, which makes it 
possible to call all around the world ina 
few seconds. But the news reports did 
not explain how a youngster from a very 
ordinary home became internationally 
famous and a world leader in his field. 

In Cobalt, where Walter Light was

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born and raised, some old-timers sull re- 
member him as a tall, gangling, and very 
shy kid. His dad, Herb Light, worked in 
the mines, and later at the liquor store. 
He raised his three sons in a tiny frame 
home on Grandview Avenue. 

I knew Herb Light and his 
wife. They paid their bills, 
counted their pennies, and 
rarely mentioned that all 
three sons had made it 
through university. The Light 
boys went to school during 
the Great Depression. 

Teachers were grossly un- 
derpaid, and classrooms were 
crowded. Boys competed to 
set up pins in the bowling 
alley for five cents a game. A 
paper route was valuable. 
Others took their sleds or 
wagons to the farmers’ mar- 
ket and dragged home gro- 
ceries for housewives for a 
nickel a trip. 

The Second World War 
liberated many young men 
trapped in the Great De- 
pression. Walter Light served 
in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, and presumably used 
veterans’ grants to finance his education. 
He went to Queen’s University, which 
has produced so many top-flight mining 
engineers and geologists. Perhaps be- 
cause he was from a mining town, Light 
opted for electrical engineering. And 
perhaps sensing the future, he entered 
the telephone industry, worked at the 
cutting edge of research and develop- 
ment, and became president of Northern 
Telecom in 1974. 

He believed in education, and from 
1975 to 1990 served on the University’s 
Board of Trustees, chairing that body 
from 1985-90. In 1991, the University 
christened a new building housing the 
Department of Electrical and Computer 
Engineering as Walter Light Hall. Light, 
in turn, established the Waiter Light En- 
dowment at Queen’s. 

But in Cobalt, only the old remember 
Walter Light. Most towns have a hero or 
heroine. Cobalt’s silver boom attracted 


adventurers from all countries. And their 
sons and daughters often did very well.

Top-notch teachers 


" HEN I GOT INTO QUEEN’S 
back in the fall of 1970, 
it was on a late accep- 
tance and with a tran- 
script dotted with “gen- 
tlemen’s C’s.” I suppose 
the only reason I got in 
at all was because another applicant with 
better marks opted to do other things. 
(Thanks, whoever you are!) 
Despite the odds, I thrived in 
first-year studies. Did I sud- 
denly get smart, or were 
Queen’s academic standards 
that much lower than those 
at my high school? Neither. 
The reason for my new- 
found academic prowess can 
be summarized in four little 
words: the quality of teaching. At Queen’s 
I suddenly discovered learning could be 
stimulating as well as fun. 

That’s not surprising. Queen’s has a 
long, proud tradition of hiring and keep- 
ing top-notch teachers. The conventional 
wisdom may be that “Those who can, do. 
Those who can’t, teach.” But that’s never 
applied here, and it’s this commitment 
to classroom excellence that’s always been 
one of the things that has set this uni- 
versity above the crowd. What makes 
someone a good teacher? A solid grasp 
of subject, the ability to convey ideas and 
inspire students to want to learn. It 
doesn’t hurt to have a sense of humor or 
a genuine empathy for people either. 

I expect that’s what makes Al Gor- 
man, the 1996 winner of the Alumni 
Award for Excellence in Teaching, such 
a gifted teacher. Although he’s taught at 
Queen’s for 41 years, he’s as enthusias- 
tic, energetic, and irreverent today as he 
was when he arrived on campus back in 
1955. | hope those of you who know Al 
Gorman will enjoy reading the update on 
what he’d been doing lately as much as 
I enjoyed writing it.

RINCIPAL BILL 
Leggett has unveiled 
a new equity strategy 
to improve overall 
quality and coordination 
of various offices, indi- 
viduals, and organiza- 
tions on campus.

ORE THAN 300 EM- 
ployees have chosen 
to take advantage 
of the University’s 
recently concluded 
voluntary workforce 
reduction program. 

This number includes 
128 early retirements— 
including 45 faculty 
members, 160 reductions 
of appointment, and 15 
self-identified separa- 
tions. The University’s 
voluntary workforce 
reduction program has 
provided a key piece in 
the jigsaw puzzle of the 
budget targets for 
Queen’s—but it’s only 
one of the pieces, says 
Vice-Principal (Opera- 
tions and Finance) John 
Scott Cowan. 

With final figures 
showing $9 million of 
manoeuvring room 
created through the 
successful voluntary 
options program the 
University is in a much 
better position to deal 
with the estimated $14.6 
million shortfall in its 
operating budget result- 
ing from massive cuts 
in provincial funding an- 
nounced last November. 
However, it’s important 
to view these savings in 
the overall context of 
budget reduction activity 
at Queen’s, Cowan says. 
With regard to the vol- 
untary program itself, he 
points out that some po- 
sitions employees have 
volunteered to leave will 
have to be refilled. As 
well, there are some one- 
time costs associated 
with the program which 
need to be factored into 
the net savings. 

“When these and 
other elements are con- 
sidered together, it’s 
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possible to get a sense— 
if not a precise number— 
of the scale of the change 
which we're experienc- 
ing,” Cowan explains. 
Other important areas 
of budget reduction at 
Queen’s include: collaps- 
ing of vacant positions; 
hiring somewhat fewer 
adjuncts and term em- 
ployees or casuals than 
in the past; increased 
tuition fees; and operat- 
ing efficiencies.

Overwhelming 
response to new 
MBA program 


HE SCHOOL OF Busi- 

ness’s new “user- 

funded” one-year 

MBA program for 
science and technology 
recently, has received an 
overwhelming market 
response. The program, 
which was launched this 
spring, received close to 
12,000 inquiries—about 
three times the number 
normally generated by 
its two-year MBA. In 
response to demand, it 
doubled the program’s 
capacity, admitting 60 
select students. Even bet- 
ter than the numbers, 
says MBA chair Ken 
Wong, is the calibre of 
student we're attracting. 
“They’re outstanding,” 
says Wong. The full-fee 
program, with tuition 
set at $22,000, offers an 
innovative form of finan- 
cial assistance. 

Students are eligible 
for loans to cover tuition 
and living expenses to a 
maximum of $30,000. 
Repayment, including 
interest charges, is con- 
tingent upon a job offer 
in the $45,000 to $50,000 
salary range. The MBA 
program will operate out 
of a newly renovated fa- 
cility in Mac-Corry Hall, 
featuring a 60-seat am- 
phitheatre equipped with 
state-of-the-art educa- 
tional technology.

The 
degree has under- 
gone three major 
changes: the quality of 
the paper has been im- 
proved, the old seal has 
been replaced by the Tri- 
color Senate seal, and the 
wording of the Convoca- 
tion laureation has been 
revised. Says University 
Registrar, Jo-Anne 
Bechthold, “We just 
wanted to increase the 
quality of the diploma as 
a service to our students. 
We think this looks bet- 
ter.” The laureation’s 
wording used to read as 
follows: “In the name of 
this University and by 
authority of Royal Char- 
ter I admit you to this 
degree with all rights and 





privileges.” The wording 
on the new degree reads: 
“with all rights, privileges 
and responsibilities.” Ex- 
plains Bechthold, “When 
students are granted a 
degree, with it comes a 
responsibility to live in 
accordance with the 
character that Queen’s 
University represents.” 
The assistant-registrar, 
Bettyanne Gargaro, who 
also serves as secretary of 
the Senate Committee on 
Academic Procedures 
(SCAP) was responsible 
for bringing the project 
forth, and SCAP ap- 
proved the new design in 
February 1996. The first 
people to receive the 
degree were the 1996 
graduates of the Theo- 
logical College on May 8.

During his tenure, he was 
widely respected as a vi- 
sionary and an innovator, 
under whose stewardship 
Alberta emerged at the 
forefront of the national 
agenda. 

Since retiring from 
politics, Lougheed has 
been a senior partner in 
the Calgary law firm of 
Bennett Jones Verchere. 
Currently, he serves as a 
director on the boards of 
15 major Canadian cor- 
porations. He’s also on 
the International Advi- 
sory Board of the 
Morgan Stanley Group 
in New York, as well as 
chair of the Advisory 
Board for the Alberta 
Northeast-Iroquois Gas 
pipeline project. 

Over the past decade 
the Calgary-born 
Lougheed has also been 
active in both constitu- 
tional and international 
concerns and—among a 
great many other 


things—was the hon- 
orary chair of the XV 
Winter Olympic Games 
Organizing Committee 
in Calgary. 

According to former 
principal Ronald Watts, 
member of the commit- 
tee which nominated 
Lougheed, “Queen’s 
has had a tradition of 
national figures as 
chancellors—I think 
particularly of Roland 
Michener, who after 
being Governor-General, 
served as chancellor 
of Queen’s during the 
first six years of my 
period as principal. Peter 
Lougheed is very much a 
part of the current politi- 
cal scene and his national 
and international stature 
makes him an excellent 
choice in carrying on the 
Queen’s tradition.” 

Lougheed already had 
strong Queen’s ties prior 
to his appointment. His 
sons Stephen and Joseph 
are alumni.

ago. From these simple 
beginnings, creatures 
crawled from the 
primeval slime and, over 
time, developed into ter- 
restrial life, including 
you and me!

Trustees accept ISC 
task force recom- 
mendations 


UEEN’S INTERNA- 
tional Study Centre 
(ISC) at Herstmon- 
ceux has received 
both affirmation and 
a new opportunity to 
demonstrate its potential 
for achieving financial 
stability. The Board of 
Trustees voted unani- 
mously at its spring 
meeting to accept the 
recommendations of a 
task force created to re- 
view the Centre’s future. 
The Board had earlier 
directed Principal Bill 
Leggett to develop a 
formal plan either for 
correcting the ISC’s fi- 
nancial problems or for 
exiting the business. To 
assist him with this task, 
the Principal appointed a 
task force to review all 
aspects of the ISC’s oper- 
ations and the options for

its future. Renovations to 
Herstmonceux Castle, 
donated to the University 
by Dr. Alfred Bader in 
1992 to provide an inter- 
national education to 
students from Queen’s 
and other institutions 
around the world, re- 
sulted in a capital debt 
of $11 million. Since the 
ISC opened for business 
in September 1994, accu- 
mulated operating losses 
have been almost $4 mil- 
lion. This growing debt, 
combined with the diffi- 
cult budget situation 
faced by Queen’s and all 
other Ontario universi- 
ties, led to the review of 
the ISC’s operations. In 
presenting the task force 
recommendations to the 
Board, Leggett reiterated 
the importance of inter- 
nationalization to the 
University’s mission, as 
characterized in the 
recent Principles and 
Priorities report. He 
noted part of the task 
force mandate had been 
to consider what role the 
ISC should play in 
Queen’s drive to interna- 
tionalization. “Input 
received by the task force 
from students, faculty, 
staff and other members 
of the Queen’s commu- 
nity has identified 
substantial support for 
international education 
which includes our 
initiatives at Herstmon- 
ceux,” said the Principal. 
“What’s essential now is 
the continued develop- 
ment and enhancement 
of academic programs 
there, to build upon and 
increase this spirit of in- 
volvement.” 

The seven recommen- 
dations endorsed by the 
Board of Trustees are: 

1) that the Board 
affirm the mission of 
internationalization and 
the important place of 
the ISC within this mis- 
sion, as approved by 
Senate in January 1996; 

2) that the Board 
approve the continued 
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operation of the ISC on 
the basis of renewed 
institutional commitment 
to developing appropri- 
ate integrated academic 
programs, and suitable 
governance and adminis- 
trative structures; 

3) that the Finance 
Committee of the Board 
review options for re- 
structuring the capital 
debt associated with the 
ISC and recommend a 
course of action to the 
Board; 

4) that the university 
take immediate steps to 
identify and negotiate an 
appropriate institutional 
or corporate partner(s) in 
the ISC; 

5) that by the Novem- 
ber 30 meeting of the 
Board, substantial 
progress towards secur- 
ing such a partner be 
demonstrated, as well as 
the projected impact on 
achieving financial via- 
bility, and on alleviating 
the existing debt, and 
that the Board receive 
reasonable assurance of 
the Faculties’ and the 
Senate’s commitment to 
the academic goals in the 
report; 

6) that if such progress 
has not been demon- 
strated by the November 
Board meeting, the uni- 
versity should adopt an 
exit strategy; 

7) and that the Princi- 
pal, in consultation with 
the Board chairman, im- 
mediately appoint an 
individual or group to act 
on behalf of the univer- 
sity to take whatever 
steps are necessary to se- 
cure a partnership within 
the framework described 
above. According to 
Board chairman Donald 
C. Elliott, “The Board 
endorses the task force’s 
findings that aside from 
the obvious benefits to 
Queen’s, its faculty and 
students participating in 
ISC programs, indirect

benefits also flow to the 
students and faculty at 
the Kingston campus. 
The development of pro- 
grams that work for the 
ISC allows for a rethink- 
ing of how programs are 
delivered at Queen’s. 

“Students and faculty 
who have returned from 
the ISC, of necessity, 
bring new perspectives 
to scholarly and social 
activities on the Kingston 
campus. There’s evi- 
dence that the existence 
of the ISC is already 
drawing greater numbers 
of applications for admis- 
sion to Queen’s at this 
time, when applications 
are falling at other 
universities.”

Herstmonceux: what an experience! 


’"M A STUDENT AT HamBurG UNI- 
versity, Germany. I study (Ameri- 
can Literature), work (in an office), 
and live (music and beer)! 

I was born and raised in Ger- 
many. Both my parents are Queen’s 
grads and active Queen’s alumni 

boosters in Germany—my mother, 
Wendy (Philips) Trutnau, Arts’64, is 
Canadian, and my father, Peter Trutnau, 
Arts’79, is German. But I’ve always en- 
joyed a close relationship to Canada and 
Queen’s. I began my own Queen’s aca- 
demic career two years ago, completing 
a year of study as a member of Arts’97 
while living in residence as a “Leonard 
boy.” I’ve since continued my studies at 
Hamburg University, with the exception 
of an autumn term in 1995 when I stud- 
ied at the ISC Herstmonceux Castle in 
England. It’s this experience that I’d like 
to tell you about. 

I learned about the existence of the 
International Study Centre (ISC) at Her- 
stmonceux Castle when I joined my par- 
ents at an alumni gathering there. A tour 
of the castle, its facilities and residence, 
quashed any doubts or reservations I may 
have had. Thanks to my parents, my de- 
sire to study at the ISC became reality. 

I arrived at Herstmonceux last Sep- 
tember and enrolled in two film courses, 
one at the 200 and the other at the 300 
level, and an art history course at the 300 
level. And what an experience I had! 


“The [SC exposed 
me to a culture and 
mentality different 


from my own.” 
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The seminars were small, the largest 
being my art history course with eight 
people. All the instructors were excel- 
lent and always committed in that they 
paid great attention to the students. The 
workload was all right, although I had 
expected a little less work, since I was 
only taking two credits and was also par- 
ticipating in various field trips. However, 
the due dates for essays were fair and 
there was enough time to prepare for the 
final exams. Therefore, both essay and 
exam scheduling were fine. 

The field trips—and there were quite 
a few—were usually well-organized. 
There was a mini-bus which took the art 
history students directly into London 
and drove them back as well. This was a 
real private taxi experience. In addition, 
transportation included local trips to 
nearby villages, to Brighton, Eastbourne, 
and Heathrow Airport, which, with the 
amount of luggage students have, is a 
very welcome convenience. 

Considering the fact that the ISC has 
only been open to students a little more 
than a year, the facilities were good. The 
library offers a variety of daily newspa- 
pers, a good selection of books, photo- 
copy facilities, and last but not least, a very 
outgoing and efficient librarian: (“Thanks 
for the books and videos, Eugene!”) 

Also on site at the ISC there’s a pub 
(offering pool and beer), a friendly tuck 
shop for toothpaste and diskettes (credit 
cards accepted) and a computer lab (with 
CD ROMS, laser printer, and Internet 
access) which sometimes was crowded, 
especially towards exam time. 

The dining hall was modern and the 
food was of good quality, imaginative in 
display and variation, definitely one of 
the highlights. The residence was mod- 
ern with clean rooms, a satellite TV and 
video room, kitchenettes, clean wash- 
rooms, telephones, and a laundry room. 
But smokers beware! 

In every room and hallway at the ISC 
there are highly sensitive smoke detec- 
tors (for safety reasons). These can be a 
pain for pipe smokers, like myself, who 
don’t like standing outside in the cold 
when lighting up. 

For the health conscious there’s a 


newly opened gym, where indoor hockey, 
basketball, badminton, and soccer, are 
played. Weather permitting, there’s even 
an outdoor tennis court. Under con- 
struction are a gym room and games 
room in the residence, which will make 
the entire experience all the more com- 
plete. People who don’t mind a 20- 
minute walk or who rent a bike from the 
Castle Cycle Hire, won't have any trou- 
ble reaching the surrounding villages 
which offer various shopping facilities, 
restaurants, and pubs. That way one can

really get to know the people from Sus- 
sex and experience their warm hospital- 
ity and friendliness. 

This is the part of my experience I’d 
really like to emphasize. My stay at the 
ISC exposed me to a culture and men- 
tality different from my own. I guess most 
of the other students felt the same way. 

Meeting a lot of people gave me in- 
sight into something new and exciting. 
Many extracurricular events let me re- 
ally get to know the country and its peo- 
ple. Among the students, I met a lot of 
great people and made a couple of good 
friends. | hope some of them will visit 
me in Germany. 

The great spirit that surrounds the 
ISC study experience is due to the re- 
markable effort and commitment of peo- 
ple working for, and with, other people. 
Queen’s has created an outstanding fa- 
cility. It’s amazing what has been achieved

What makes Uncle Al run? 


L GORMAN DOESN T LOOK—OR ACT—HIS AGE. 

At 70, he’s got a bit of a Walter Matthau 

shuffle to his gait, but otherwise his lanky 

frame looks as fit as a fiddle. The next thing 

you notice about Gorman is that he’s not 

your typical academic. He’s outspoken, 

unconventional, and. .. well, irreverent is the word 
that springs to mind. 

“Uncle Al,” as he’s affectionately known to many 
of the 10,000 or so students he’s taught over the 
past 41 years, enjoys a well-deserved reputation 
as one of Canada’s best-known and most respected 
geology teachers. Seated behind his big desk in a 
cavernous but cluttered second-floor office in 
Miller Hall, Gorman leans forward in his chair, a 
twinkle in his eye, as he confides, “I’m a good 
teacher, but a lousy researcher. In fact, in some 
ways I’m an embarrassment to this University.” 

Ask why, and he explains without pause, “I’ve al- 
ways put off research until I was fully prepared for 
my classroom duties, and I’ve rarely been fully 
prepared for them. I’m a generalist whose specialty 
has been teaching courses I don’t know anything 
about. The amount of scientific knowldge doubles 
every Six or seven years, and it takes a lot of read- 
ing and preparation time to keep up to date.” 

Gorman, who officially became an adjunct pro- 
fessor when he “retired” five years ago, no longer 
has to bother with such things. That he does while 
still putting in 65-70 hours per week is testimony 
to his devotion to his work and his students. What 
makes Uncle Al run? “I’m a teacher,” he says with 
a shrug. “That’s what I like to do best.” 

This past year, Gorman taught more than 250 
students in two half-courses. He also supervised 
eight undergraduate theses. The pace he keeps 
would tire a man half his age. That’s the way he 
likes it, and so (apparently) do his students. His 
“bantering style of lecturing,” as he terms it, may 
not be for everyone, but Gorman’s courses have 
always been popular. He already had two EngSoc 
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Golden Apple Teaching Awards (1989 and 1993). 
Now he also has the Alumni Teaching Award and 
the $5,000 prize that goes with it. Gorman received 
the Award at spring convocation. 

“Al’s wisecracks, knowledge, and the way he 
cares for his students have made him an unforget- 
table Queen’s character,” says Alumni Affairs di- 
rector Innes van Nostrand, Sc’86, who studied 
under Gorman. “Anyone who’s had Al as a pro- 
fessor appreciates his teaching style and the way 
he uses humor to liven up his classes.” 

Humor aside, Gorman is known for demand- 
ing—and getting—the best from his students. His 
standards are high, his courses demanding. He usu- 
ally makes that clear the first meeting of class he 
teaches. “I started off with 52 students in my Ter- 
rain Evaluation course last year. It was a heavy 
course,” he notes. “I told them the very first day— 
tongue-in-cheek, of course, ‘My parents aren’t 
married, so you know what that means! They must 
have understood because about 20 of them dropped 
out. Everyone who stayed in and did the work 
passed.” Perseverence and hard work are two 
virtues Gorman understands; he’s always been a 
hard worker. 

Born and raised in Montreal, he joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force in 1943 on his 18th birthday. 
After serving overseas in Britain as a navigator dur- 
ing the war, Gorman attended McGill, and planned 
to become a high school chemistry teacher. That’s 
how he might have spent his career if it hadn’t been 
for his “kid brother,” who suggested they take a ge- 
ology course together. One thing led to another, and 
in 1956 Gorman graduated from McGill with his 
PhD in the subject. 

How and why did he come Queen’s? Gorman 
smiles to tell the story. “I’d just come back from an 
interview for a teaching job at Bowling Green Uni- 
versity (in Ohio) and I was waiting to hear back 
from them when Tommy Clark, the head of geol- 
ogy at McGill, told me about a job at opening at

The Alumni Teaching Award is the third such prize in 
the last seven years for geology professor Alan Gorman, 
who officially “retired” in 1991. ‘I'm a good teacher, but a 
lousy researcher,” he explains. “ In fact, in some ways I'm 
an embarrassment to this University.” 


Queen’s,” he recalls. “Clark said I'd be perfect for 
it.” Dr. J.E. Hawley, head of geology (1950-63), 
evidently agreed, and Gorman was hired to teach 
at Queen’s in 1955, before he’d even finished his 
Doctorate. “I later discovered why Clark suggested 
I apply here,” Gorman says. “I thought he’d said, 
‘Queen’s is a slob university.’ That didn’t bother 
me; I figured I'd fit right in. What he actually said 
was Queen’s was a ‘snob university.’ “ 

Snob university or slob university, Gorman had 
found a home; apart from some summers spent in 
geology field research, his Queen’s teaching job is 
the only permanent one he’s ever had. Over the 
years, Gorman says he’s seen a real change in the 
students who've passsed through his classroom. 
“The employment situation out there is bad now,” 
he says. “In my day, a degree was a ticket to a job. 
Not any more. Today’s students are quicker, 
brighter, and more energetic than students were in 
my day. But they have to be because they’re also 
under a lot more pressure.” 

When he’s not in the classroom, Gorman spends 
a lot of time nowadays in his office, where he’s ac- 
cessible to students. Many come calling. They seek 
him out for counselling. “I keep a supply of cry- 
ing towels on hand,” he says. “I’m a lot more in- 
volved in problem solving than I ever used to be.” 

Gorman’s involvement with students doesn’t 
end at the door to his office. He’s a regular guest 
at student social gatherings. He plays pick-up 
hockey at the Jock Harty Arena a couple of times 
per week in the winter months, and in summer 
he’s an avid windsurfer— so avid, in fact, he was 
unavailable to meet the Spring Assembly of the 
Alumni Association because he took his board to 
Cape Hatteras, N.C., to ride the waves. “I like to 
stay active,” he explains. 

Will Al Gorman ever slow down? Not likely. 
He’s still having too much fun to think about such 
things. “If I ever have time, I’d like to write a his- 
tory of geology at Queen’s, right back to 1893,” he 
says. Or he might spend a bit more time reading 
about espionage (a subject that’s always fascinated 
him), tinkering with the Web page he recently 
started (you can check it out at http: //geol.queen 
su.ca/people/gorman/gor-crs.html), or visiting 
with his three children, two of whom are Queen’s 
grads: Barbara, ConEd’84, and Judith, Artsci’89. 

Maybe Gorman will finally get around to that 
project on the history of Queen’s geology, or that 
research he’s been thinking about. Or maybe— 
and it’s just about as likely—as one student sug- 
gested in a course evaluation, Al Gorman will “be 
bronzed and placed in the entrance at Miller Hall, 
with a sign marked ‘Genius.’ ” @

Akenson sits at an epically wide, paper-strewn desk 
and looks out a great bank of windows as if the an- 
swers to my questions lay out there. He sees tree- 
less pastures, an expanse of blue sky, and, in the 
foreground, one tin shed. It’s a view-spoiler, and 
Akenson’s solution reveals much about the man. 
We're conversing in his home office, on the airy 
second floor of a hefty board-and-batten addition 
to his 19th-century farmhouse—red-brick with 
white gingerbread trim. This office, on a sheep 
farm, feels much removed from his other one, on 
campus at Queen’s University. There he presides 
over the Kingston portion of McGill-Queen’s Uni- 
versity Press and still teaches the occasional course 
on the subject in which he’s a world authority— 
Irish history, and specifically, the Irish diaspora. 
“My neighbors would be amused,” says Aken- 
son as he outlines his tin-shed solution. Most peo- 
ple would dig under the footings, and move the 
building on a flatbed. Akenson wants to lift the

building from above. It would be tricky, but he’s 
been a risk-taker all his life. His output as a writer 
over the past 26 years has been bold, varied and 
prodigious—from fiction to comedy to biography, 
plus reams of history—and his gambles have paid 
off handsomely in prizes and fellowships. 

Akenson’s massive biography of Irish diplomat 
and writer Conor Cruise O’Brien, called Conor, 
won him the 1995 Trillium Prize and the 1995 
Canada Council Molson Prize in the Social Sci- 
ences and Humanities (and the $50,000 award that 
goes with it). Credit Akenson’s chutzpah: O’Brien 
was at Queen’s in 1991 to receive an honorary de- 
gree when our man button-holed him and said, 
“Whoever’s writing your biography, fire him. I’m 
your man.” 

One of Akenson’s novels, At Face Value (1990), 
created an uproar because it (graphically) imag- 
ined that a certain 19th-century Tory backbencher 
named John White was in fact a lesbian prostitute. 
Newspaper journalists, who took Akenson at his 
scholarly word and didn’t reckon on his playful- 
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ness, swallowed it as front-page truth. 

God's Peoples (1991) seemed to compare apples, 
oranges, and kiwis but in fact made new sense of 
the Israelis, Afrikaners, and Ulster Protestants: all, 
argued Akenson, see themselves as God’s chosen 
people. That book won its author the Grawemeyer 
Award for Ideas Improving World Order (Mikhail 
Gorbachev is a previous winner) and a sum of 
money so large that Akenson would rather I not re- 
veal it less it rile his colleagues. It’s a little late, ac- 
tually, to worry about that. Canadian historian 
Christopher Moore calls Akenson “a rare bird, a 
history professor of impeccable credentials who 
has been nonetheless willing to flutter the dove- 
cotes of academe.” Akenson has accused his col- 
leagues of lacking courage, imagination and 
grounding in the arts, and once declared that Cana- 
dian history 1s boring after all. 

If you put a question to him, Akenson may cir- 
cle it, illustrate with a funny story, declare a “side- 


goes from 7:45 a.m. to 10 p.m. seven days a week, 
with an hour in the gym and an afternoon cat nap. 
Akenson calls Ireland, where for three decades he 
has spent on average three months of the year, “a 
very small society forever pulling its punches.” He 
has the sense that some Irish dislike him, or fear 
him. Unstated, though implied, is that Akenson

does not find that an altogether unpleasant prospect. 

Yet he’s capable of great sympathy, especially 
for younger colleagues rocked by cutbacks and cir- 
cumstance. Indeed, his sympathies seem to lie most 
with the older and younger generations; it’s his 
own that disappoints. Closer to home, both his 
children (Akenson is divorced) have finished their 
undergrad degrees—son Colin earned his BA in

bar” and finally, in a way maybe learned from the 
Irish, arrive back at the original query. It’s ademon- 
stration of both intellectual energy and cockiness. 
He would never, he says, have attempted a book 
like God's Peoples 30 years ago. “It’s a matter of con- 
fidence, like crossing Niagara Falls on a tightrope. 
You learn not to look at your feet.” 

An Akensonian obsession is ethnic stereotyp- 
ing. In one book he quotes the French philosopher 
La Bruyére—“The exact opposite to what is gen- 
erally believed is often the truth.” And so Aken- 
son argues from disparate sources (he has degrees 
in economics and history from Yale and Harvard) 
that the Irish are not boisterous and violent but 
“very mannered, repressed and depressed, and so 
are Minnesota Swedes.” In both cultures, laughs 
Akenson, sex and suicide are equally bad. Ironically, 
he’s fond of mocking his own Swedish-American 
ancestors as stereotypically dour. 

Akenson calls himself an historian who “respects 
the dead and protects them from the living,” but 
he showed precious little respect when he took fic- 
tional liberties with John White and made him into 
a her. Akenson concedes the contradiction, this 
time anyway, and laughs about what he calls “the 
wonderful hilarious dance that is life.” 

This is a man with a sense of fun—and an ex- 
traordinary work ethic. He has written 15 non-fic- 
tion books and five novels, edited 10 books on Cana- 
dian rural history (first launching his own 
unsubsidized press to enable the series), edited a 
few dozen other books at McGill-Queen’s, and 
penned even more articles. He has also been vis- 
iting professor and writer-in-residence all over the 
US. and Canada, plus Ireland, Italy, Australia and 
New Zealand. If the Irish were cast by blight and 
poverty to the four corners of the globe, Akenson 
has followed in their footsteps. “I like work,” he 
says. “At one point in my life I was driven. Now 
it’s fun. I take great pleasure in what I do.” Sull, he 


film studies this spring at Queen’s, while daugh- 
ter Gillian graduated with a BA in history from 
Brock—and wonder aloud to Dad, “Now what?” 

Akenson is candid about the need in academe 
to forge alliances (he makes a point of praising 
Queen’s principal Bill Leggett and McGill-Queen’s 
Press colleague Philip Cercone), and no one could 
keep an academic press so well-oiled and so suc- 
cessful without courtly skills. “I’m no simple coun- 
try boy,” he admonishes when I marvel that some- 
one can be so smooth yet so sharp, so politic, yet 
so prickly. It says something, though, that a writer 
he admires immensely is Gore Vidal, who has par- 
layed a mean streak and a passion for history into 
a lucrative career. 

Mildly Luddite (he uses a computer but the 
IBM Selectric on his desk is his writer’s tool of 
choice), he cherishes the book as sacred form. “We

live in a cultural ice age,” Akenson laments. Tell 
him youre angry about that and he will smile, the 
grey cowlick falling onto his oversized glasses. 
“Good,” he will say, “good.” Anger is the appropriate 
response, but he learned long ago to make it sim- 
ply a starting point. 

Now in his mid-50s, he’s five years into what he 
calls “Akenson’s last book” (it may be the most am- 
bitious though I doubt it’s the last). He will only 
say, “It’s on the Bible. I’m looking at it as an histo- 
rian.” A church-goer with a moral streak, he 
nonetheless finds the Bible hysterically funny: “Re- 
ligious questions are the most important questions. 
They are also the most ridiculous.” 

He will come at the Bible as at the tin-shed: 
from a perspective entirely his own. @

ARLY ONE MORNING I| WAS DRIVING DOWN A 

winding, snow-covered gravel road, relax- 

ing into the 2-1/2 hour drive to Toronto 

from my home near Owen Sound. I was lis- 

tening to the radio when out of the blue, in 

the middle of nowhere, I heard the an- 
nouncer say my name. I sat up straight and looked 
around to check out my surroundings again, to re- 
assure myself, I guess, that I wasn’t dreaming. And 
then he said it again. Right out loud. I realized it 
was an announcement for a lecture I was giving 
that night. In the early morning fog, it was all a bit 
surreal. But as I thought more about it, I realized 
it was a moment that typified my entire life: totally 
rooted in one reality while being pulled repeat- 
edly to and often living another. 

Perhaps it’s a common feeling shared by many 
of you, this dichotomy of who you believe you are 
and the life you actually live. Certainly, for me, 
it’s been a journey. The major stopovers—the places 
of challenge and reyuvenation—have been the farm 
on which I grew up, Queen’s, Atlantis Films, the 
farm where | live now, and the Life Network where, 
since August of 1993, ’ve been one of 45 people 
helping to shape a fledgling specialty television 
network. 

Obviously it was different for each of us, but as 
alumni we share the Queen’s experience. I went 
to Queen’s straight from a pig farm! Kingston was 
the largest city I'd spent more than a day in. The 
culture shock for me was, at times, overwhelming. 
I went to Queen’s to get my BA, so I could go on 
to get a Master of Library Science. Queen’s was a 
window onto possibilities I’d never considered. 

In my second year, I took a film course. A bird 
course, I thought. Ten minutes into the lecture, I 
was hooked. Forever and irretrievably. I switched 
my major to film and suddenly didn’t have a plan 
for my future. I didn’t realize then that this was 
only the first of a number of gambles I'd take over 
the next 20 years. 

I met Michael MacMillan, Arts’78, and Seaton 
McLean, Arts’78, in the Film Department. We 
were in the same classes, attended the same par- 
ties, tutored, and worked on film projects together. 
We planned to go together to San Francisco State 
University for our MAs in film theory and criti- 
cism. And then we decided “what the heck. Let’s

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life network, 


go to Toronto, start our own film company, and 
make movies!” In our total ignorance, everything 
was possible. It was 1978 and, as the story goes, we 
had $200 dollars to get started. We just kept plug- 
ging away. For the first few years, we paid our- 
selves $30 a week. No big deal—we just kept liv- 
ing like students. And then in 1984 we won an 
Oscar for a short film called Boys and Girls. As I say 
it Now, 1t seems so—uneventful, so commonplace. 
Of course, it wasn’t then, but like everything else, 
we just took it in stride and carried on. It really 
didn’t change anything all that much. We had to 
keep on working just as hard. The saying that 
“You're only as good as your last film” is true. Doors 
don’t tend to open and stay open in the film and 
television industry in Canada. You have to pry 
them open and then move fast so your tail doesn’t 
get caught as they slam shut behind you. 

Those years were exciting, difficult, unbeliev- 
able. But then the day came, after 11 years of liv- 
ing a continuum of the most amazing experiences, 
when I realized I was totally out of sync with my 
job. I didn’t like it any more. To admit it to myself 
felt almost like sacrilege. To admit it to Mike and 
Seaton seemed like treason. But when I looked 
around, I saw two realities: 1) I had no personal

life whatsoever, and 2) I was surrounded by peo- 
ple whom I believed were actually better at the 
job than I and who, more importantly, enjoyed it. 

It took me two years to get up the nerve to leave. 


During those two years, I also recognized I needed 


more than anything to return to the country. When 
I finally left, I left totally. I sold my shares in At- 
lantis, packed up my belongings, and with my new 
husband Tim moved to a farm near Owen Sound. 
I had two children and for four years I immersed 
myself in family and community life. I spent most 
of my time trying to figure out how to be a wife 
and a mother. I’m still trying. By trial and error, I 
learned how to make pies, how to sew curtains, 
decorate, quilt, be a midwife to a small herd of 
cows, to keep a wood stove burning all day, to clip 


pasture, and vaccinate calves, and on and on. It was 
all as creative, challenging, inspiring, and amaz- 
ing as anything I’d ever done at Atlantis. 

And then one Saturday mid-1993, I arrived home 
from grocery shopping and my husband told me 
Mike MacMillan had called twice, and that he’d 
be calling back any minute. I figured Mike was 
calling to wish me happy birthday. I was wrong, 
he was calling to offer me a job. Atlantis had de- 
cided to apply for a license for a new specialty 
television channel and he wanted me to work part- 
time to put together the programing section of the 
application. Now for a woman about to turn 40, 
standing in a farm kitchen surrounded by gro- 
ceries, two babies, and a husband frantically search- 
ing through the shopping bags for a box of Kraft 
dinner, this was a pretty heady phone call! 

It took Tim and me three days and a meeting 
in Toronto with Mike to decide to go for it. Once 
again, we were facing a major life-style change. 
Tim was nervous about suddenly closing down his 
construction business and becoming full-time care- 
giver for our kids. I was worried about how effec- 
tive I'd be in the work force after four years of talk- 
ing baby talk and shoveling cow manure! But we 
both really believe that life is a series of gambles 
and adventures, and when a door opens, you go 
through it with courage and confidence. If things 
turn out, great. If not, you just keep your eyes open 
for the next door to open. 

But to again be a part of creating something new, 
and, more importantly, a television channel that 
dealt with the everyday real life things in which I 
had personally been so immersed over the last four 
years, was just too good to turn down. 

Being midwife at the birth of a new calf is one 
thing. Being midwife at the birth of a new national 
television channel is quite another. Both rank right 
up there as highlights in my life. I began work in 
August 1993. My job was to come up with the new 
network’s programing plan. We went on air De- 
cember 31, 1994, at 10:30 pm—or 12 o’clock in 
Newfoundland! In a few short months we created 
a national broadcast network from an idea, a li- 
cense, and modest financial backing. Other than 
that, we had nothing. Not even a pencil. Now, we’re 
able to look back at what we have done and start 
preparing for the future. Improving our over-all 
looks, improving our programing, getting out the 
message that we exist and we are worth watching. 
We're really proud of what we’ve accomplished 
and are eager to just get better. 

What does the future hold for me? A trans- 
planted farmer continually torn between coun- 
try and city, between a quiet, private life and one 
rich with the daily stresses, the swings between 
highs and lows typical of the industry. The time 
will undoubtedly come when I need to be back 
on the farm full-time and permanently. And a new 
adventure will begin. @

HEN I QUALIFIED FOR THE IOOTH

1995, I had no idea I was about 
to take part in a tradition-soaked,

Imagine going out for a friendly holiday jog with 
40,000 of your closest friends. For $50 (U.S., of 
course), all you had to do was: a) run fast enough 
to qualify—3:10 for men under 35, 3:40 for women 
under 35; and, b) show up at the starting line on 
time. The Boston Athletic Association provided 
the rest: transportation to the start, crowd control, 
electronic gizmos to record your time, water, por- 
tatoilets, more water, 1.6 million screaming fans, and 
lovely spring weather. The mystique surrounding 
the Boston Marathon is well deserved. For more 
than 100 years now, men and women (officially 
since 1972) have made their way to a suburb called 
Hopkinton to run 42.1 km—or 26.2 miles, if you 
like—into Boston. And over those 100 years, age 
restrictions were dropped (it was thought impos- 
sible that men over 40 could run such distances), 
equipment improved (some ran barefoot) and the 
gender barrier was broken (women had been judged 
physiologically incapable of running a marathon). 
The addition of time restrictions simply added to 
the lure—the opposite effect of Groucho’s apho- 
rism about never wanting to belong to a club that 
would have him as a member—Boston is the acme 
of amateur long-distance running. 

When I started long distance running several 
years ago, the Boston Marathon was a far-off dream. 
Not even a real dream, but a fantasy. I was simply 
content to finish a marathon. Time goals were out 
of the question. I’d run a marathon once before, in 
1991 in Ottawa, and it had been agonizing. In Jan- 
uary 1993 J joined a local running store running 
club, determined to train and run my next marathon 
sensibly (I hear you laughing!). “Sensibly”, by the 
way, means running five to six days a week, 35 to 


stood in line!” 
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50 miles per week. That means daily runs of five 
miles each and two longer runs: one mid-week, 
eight to 10 miles, and a long Sunday run, 13 to 22 
miles. Throw in a little speed work to sharpen your 
racing skills, and hill running to prepare for—guess 
what?—running up hills, and you have a sensible 
training schedule! 

That’s how I trained for Boston, with my run- 
ning partner Beth, almost every day, from Boxing 
Day to Easter. Bad weather made it miserable, but 
sunny days, when there was no wind chill, made 
it wonderful. I must admit, I became obsessive. 
Once, Beth and J actually cut work to go for a trail 
run in the Don Valley! Our preparations for Boston 
hit only one minor snag, when Beth broke her toe, 
doing the dishes! 

Of course, you have to learn how to deal with 
blisters (avoid them by applying Vaseline to your 
feet), chafing (same idea, Vaseline the affected 
areas) and black toe (this is where your toenails 
turn black from bruising—there’s nothing you can 
do-they just fall off!). Then there are injuries, pulled 
muscles, etc. These are avoided by stretching, par- 
ticularly after every run.

the agony of “da” feet 


So, how do you run a marathon with 40,000 
other people? Very slowly! Here’s how our day 
went, on April 15, 1996: we got up at 4:30 a.m., to 
catch a 5:15 a.m. mini-bus from our hotel in the 
“burbs” to downtown Boston. Once in Boston, we 
caught the 6 a.m. school bus, which drove us 26 
miles to the race start in Hopkinton. Arriving here 
at 7 a.m., we made our way to the back of the local 
high school, renamed the Athletes’ Village, to cool 
our heels for three-and-a-half hours in a frozen 
field that turned muddier with each additional 
body. Then at 10:30, we followed the people in 
front of us (for we were used to lining up at this 
stage: lining up to get on the bus, for the toilet, for 
food, for water, for everything) and dropped our 
gym bags on our designated buses (corresponding 
to our race numbers -mine was 24553!). 

Once out of the holding pen, we observed our 
hosts, the Town of Hopkinton, offering us water, 
orange slices, and other treats. We also observed 
our fellow runners repaying these patient people 
by using their trees, lawns, and fences as a public 
toilet! Mob rule indeed! 

Into another holding pen, again, according to 
race number, and there we waited some more. At 
high noon the starter’s pistol fired and... we stood 
in line! It took 15 minutes to walk half a block to 
the starting line and we were all jostling and jok- 
ing. But as soon as we could get into a light jog, we 
were off. The largest race I’ve ever run had about 
4,000 entrants. When you multiply that by 10 you 
find that race strategy goes out the window. 

We were in a tight pack for almost the whole 
race, and had to be careful of running into other 
people and of being run over ourselves! But what 
an experience! If the crowds lining the route weren’t 


shoulder to shoulder, they were two to 12 deep. 
Children held out cups of water and orange slices, 
and when I caught a young boy or girl’s eye, the 
thrill we both felt was palpable. And noise. They 
yelled and hollered, telling us how terrific we were. 
I floated on a wave of goodwill for the first 10K. At 
the seven mile mark Beth had a medical team guy 
with scissors convert her tights into shorts—it was 
10-12°C, not a cloud in the sky, and very warm. 
Being a “mudder,” I was getting apprehensive about 
the balance of the race. I was right. 

In spite of the crowds, the warm weather and 
the cumulative effect of the downhill course on 
our muscles made the last five miles extremely dif- 
ficult. ’d hit survival strides, and by 40K I was des- 
perate for the race to be over. My legs felt as heavy 
as fire hydrants and my feet—they felt like ham- 
mers hitting an anvil (that’s when they didn’t feel 
like they were on fire). Thank goodness for the 
crazy man carrying a 12-foot imitation church 
spire at the 41K mark—I needed that laugh! Beth 
and I finished together, in 3:53, just slightly off 
pace, but by God we’d done it. We’d run in the 
world’s most prestigious long-distance road race. 
For the record, I placed 20,604th out of 38,000! 
And after swearing up and down that I never wanted 
to run it again , a couple of days later I was cook- 
ing up a scheme to re-qualify, so I can run it in 
“normal” (only 10,000 runners) conditions! @

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ANDREA BLACKWELL, MA’94, will carry some 
Queen’s spirit to the summer Olympics in Atlanta 
as a member of the women’s basketball team. This 
will actually be Andrea’s second Olympics. The 
33-year-old Kingston resident took part in the 
1984 Los Angeles summer games, but the Cana- 
dian women failed to qualify in 1988 or 1992. 

Andrea has played professionally in Europe the 
past four years —a year in Italy, two in Belgium, 
and last year in Greece. 
The experience has 
given her a keen sense 
of what it takes to win at 
the elite world-class 
level: commitment, 
time, energy, and in- 
credible self-discipline. Elite athletes train daily, 
watch their diets, and stay focused. Explains An- 
drea, “Training for basketball is a bit different than 
training for other sports. You have to be fast, but 
you also have to be strong. It’s a contact sport. 
You're constantly pushing and being pushed, so 
there’s lots of stress put on the joints.” 

Andrea, who earned a Master’s degree in Sports 
Psychology from Queen’s, also knows the impor- 
tance of mental preparation. “You have to prepare 
yourself emotionally for your role in the team,” 
she says. Maintaining concentration during the 
Olympics can be especially difficult. There are 
many distractions, and the athletes are under enor- 
mous pressure. Having “been there” once already, 
Andrea brings invaluable experience to this year’s 
Olympic team. “It’s easy to get distracted,” she 
says. “You can’t forget why you're there. As a vet- 
eran it will be one of my roles to remind my team- 
mates of our goals and that we must stay together.” 
Only the 12 best women’s basketball teams in the 
world go to the Olympics. There are two pools, 
and each team plays every team in its pool in the 
preliminary round; Canada will be up against 
Brazil, Japan, China, Russia, and Italy. Andrea 
thinks the team has a good chance of making it 
into the medal round, but she knows the battle will 


be tough. “Some teams have been playing together 
for more than a year now,” she explains. “We ha 

our first meet in April and we started our training 
camp at the end of May. Brazil and China will be 
hard to beat, they’re ranked first and second in the 
world.” Andrea has been playing basketball for 17 
years. She first played for Bishop’s University’s var- 
sity team for five years, after which she became 
their head coach for seven years. When she came 


to Queen’s in 1990 she was no longer eligible to play 
in varsity teams, and since there are no women’s 
pro basketball leagues in North America, she took 
her skill to Europe. But even the thrill 
of playing the pro game pales in com- 
parison to the experience of going to 
the Olympics. Andrea figures Atlanta 
will be her last chance at an Olympic 
medal. “I realize I won’t be playing for 
17 more years. This has been such a 
wonderful experience that I'd like to 
give back to the system,” she says. 

Andrea is already looking ahead to 
how she may do that. She’s thinking of 
pursuing an education degree and be- 
coming a physical education teacher. 
“Not everyone is cut out to be an ath- 
lete, but everyone should enjoy a 
healthy lifestyle,” Andrea says. She 
also hopes she can be a role model for 
young women. While it’s now much 
easier for women to play sports at the elite level, 
there’s still a lot of room for improvement. 

“Women are just as committed and driven as 
men. Women’s sport needs to be appreciated for 
what it is; it shouldn’t be compared to men’s sport,” 
says Andrea.

She’s 
now working full-time as a media relations spe- 
cialist for the Atlanta Paralympic Organizing Com- 
mittee and game day operations for the Atlanta 
Hawks. Last year she represented the U.S. as a 
press officer for the Pan-Am Games in Argentina 
as part of her job training for the Paralympics.

The Paralympic Games are an Olympic-style 
competition for people with physical disabilities. 
The Paralympics begin in Atlanta Aug. 16, just 
12 days after the closing ceremonies of the Sum- 
mer Olympics. Elite athletes from more than 100 
nations will compete in 17 medal and two demon- 
stration sports. This 10-day world-class compe- 
tition will take place in most of the same venues 
as the Olympic games. The Paralympics will 
be fully funded by corporate sponsorships and 
foundation grants for the first time in their 10-year 
history. 

“Our mission isn’t only to put on the best Par- 
alympic Games ever, but to leave a legacy of ac- 
cessibility and a change of attitude regarding peo- 
ple with physical disabilities.” 


Awareness of the Paralympics has been low, and 
changing that has been one of Carolyn’s big chal- 
lenges in the months leading up to the games. 
“Our goal as an organization is to increase public 
awareness to at least 25 per cent,” she says opti- 
mistically.

western, Indiana, lowa’s Grinnel, Montana, and 
Cornell Universities on the way to Queen’s English 
department. He enlivened the Kingston institution from 1937 to 1963, and in the last 
third of his life kept on teaching, writing, acting, and directing in ‘retirement’” 

The following is an excerpt from a reminiscence tribute given by Review Editor 
Emeritus Cathy Perkins, Arts’58, at the celebration on April 10. "Perhaps Doc would 
have cast today's drama differently, but I’m honored to have a role in this celebration 
of a most remarkable man. | didn’t take a course from him, but he certainly taught 
me a great deal during my student days 40 years ago. And because he never stopped 
learning himself, he went on teaching me for decades afterwards. Doc and Mrs. A. 
were godparents to one of Queen’s truly interdisciplinary institutions--the Drama 
Guild. Even the smallest role in cast or crew could become a treasured experience of 
camaraderie...and an evergreen source of Reunion jokes about lost props, open flies, 
forgotten lines, and missed cues. And God only knows how many romances Doc and 
Mrs. A. watched heat and cool here in Convocation Hall! All Drama Guilders from the 
Angus era will forever carry the image of Doc scooting around the stage and up the 
aisle, posturing, pointing, playing all the parts till we got hold of them ourselves, 
cackling with glee or clucking with displeasure. He was hawk-eyed. He was blunt. He 
was feisty. He was always right. And he surely could practise what he preached! What 
an actor! I’m sure all his Hamlets were fine productions, but I've never seen a more 
memorable Polonius than his own. Probably everyone here has heard him say that 
he was training people for life, not the stage. He took sincere pleasure in his gradu- 
ates’ accomplishments, treasuring their letters, calls and visits back to Kingston. | 
hope he realized how much he and his dear costume mistress had taught us about 
partnership, professionalism and creative collaboration.

Professor Emeritus Arthur Mervyn Keppel- 
Jones, who died in Kingston on February 18, came 
to Queen’s from South Africa as professor of history 
in 1959 and served as chairman of the department 
between 1964 and 1968. At the time fo his appoint- 
ment, he was already internationally known and 
was among the first of many South African academ- 
ics who went into exile during the apartheid era. 
While at Queen’s he continued to write and com- 
ment on South African affairs but in his scholarship 
he focused mainly on a study of the origins of white 
settlement in Rhodesia. It was published in 1983 as 
Rhodes and Rhodesia: The White Conquest of Zim- 
babwe, a work of nearly 700 pages based entirely 
on archival research. Reviewers praised it as a major 
account of its subject and one unlikely soon to be 


Oshawa General Hospital, at the age of 75 
years. Cam was born in Ridgeway, Ont. and 
was a member of Arts’43 before joing the 
RCAF in 1942, During WWII, he served with 
distinction with 148 Squadron, RAF complet- 
ing a tour of operations on Special Opera- 
tion Executive, (SOE) missions, flying over 
enemy-occupied countries such as Yugosla- 
via, Greece, and Poland.

superseded. Some of his most notable achievements took place in the classroom. He 
taught undergraduate and graduate courses in Commonwealth and African history, 
the philosophy of history and modern British history. Students were drawn to him by 
his evident humanity and concern for their welfare; his breadth of knowledge and 
understanding; his enthusiasm for history, his skills of historical exposition; and, as 
one former student expressed it, his ability to bring to mind telling detail and to con- 
vey it in a way that was both “conspiring and disarming.” Arthur Keppel-Jones retired 
from teaching in 1983, his 50th year in the classroom. Despite health problems and 
failing sight, he retained his keen interest in South African, Canadian, and world af- 
fairs. In 1988, he was awarded an honorary degree by the University of Natal in South 
Africa where he had served as professor of history before coming to Queen’s. 
Throughout his life, Arthur Keppel-Jones upheld the highest standards of scholarly 
integrity, civility, and Christian commitment that made him greatly valued as a teacher, 


colleague, and friend. 


He was predeceased by his wife, Eileen Mary Bate. Survivors include sons David, 
MA‘63, PhD‘72, and Michael, MSc'63, daughter Diana, and seven grandchildren. 


To honor the life and work of Arthur Keppel-Jones, his colleagues plan to establish an 
essay prize in his name--an annual award that will particularly acknowledge an under- 
graduate essay that combines both rigorous historical analysis and literary excellence.

The following is an excerpt from a tribute given by 
Professor Erwin Buncel at the May 4, service in 
memory and celebration of Robert Y.Moir's life. 


“It's a privilege to take part in this gathering of re- 
membrance and celebration of Bob Moir, a col- 
league and my friend of 34 years. | soon realized 
after coming to Queen's that Bob Moir was a re- 
markable man and | came to value his advice on 
many matters. Over the years we often shared in the teaching of courses and collabo- 
rated on a number of research projects with graduate students. This continued after his 
retirement (in 1986), even to the last few months. In fact our last joint paper was pub- 
lished just a few months ago in the Canadian Journal of Chemistry. Bob Moir was a 
highly creative and original thinker. Rather than being a narrow specialist as most of us 
are these days, Bob’s knowledge ranged far and wide. In fact, he was at the forefront 
of some of the most important discoveries over the past 50 years. He was one of the 
first organic chemists who came to understand how nuclear magnetic resonance could 
be applied to solve complex problems of structures of molecules. This landmark dis- 
covery was first disclosed in front of a huge audience at a meeting of the American 
Chemical Society, and published in the Journal of the American Chemical Society, to- 
gether with Professor Ray Lemieux, one of the eminent organic chemists in Canada. 
This was followed by many other papers on NMR, with graduate students and with Dr. 
Robert Bannard. Of course, today, magnetic resonance imaging is used widely in medi- 
cine. Bob Moir loved teaching and formed a special relationship with students who 
remained very faithful to him. This tribute to Robert Moir would not be complete if one 
did not mention his love of nature, be it the green leaves with the chlorophyll working 
at fixation of CO2 and synthesis of sugars, or watching and feeding birds or gazing and 
photographing the stars at night, with his telescope and a simple camera attachment 
with which he nevertheless managed to capture the Milky Way and far away galaxies. 
He was a kind man and a good man."

man, but apart from having a notable alma mater, 
Bob Ramsey Fowler, Arts ’69, is the first to admit 
his undergraduate career was relatively undistin- 
guished. He did win one prize. 

“It was the only thing of any distinction I did 
at Queen’s,” he says, speaking from his office at 
the U.N. in New York. The prize had nothing to 
do with politics or international affairs, the field 
in which he was to spend his next 25 years as an 
influential member of Canada’s federal civil ser- 
vice. Fowler studied art history on his way to his 
general arts degree, and he was awarded the André 
Bieler Prize in Art when he graduated. 

Other talents took precedence once he left 
Queen’s, but Fowler didn’t abandon his artistic in- 
terests. Indeed, they’re visible today in his office 
where he’s surrounded by 60 of his favorite 
photographs. He took all of them himself. His 
camera goes wherever he goes; his pictures are 
candid portraits of people—many are children— 
whom he’s met on his travels. 

So how did Bob Fowler get from Queen’s, and 
a degree in art history, history and English, to the 
U.N.? It was a circuitous route that speaks to the 
value of the well-rounded grounding he received 
at university. “Queen’s gave me exactly what I 
wanted,” he says, “namely, a good, solid under- 
graduate education.” 

Fowler grew up in Montreal—he’s bilingual— 
and before coming to Queen’s in 1966, he taught 
school in Rwanda. (The next time he visited that 
nation was in 1994 when Fowler, as Deputy Min- 
ister of Defence, visited Canadian peacekeepers.) 


He describes his public service career as “somewhat odd.” The 


first half was in External Affairs but it did not fol- 
low the usual pattern of multiple postings, half in 
various parts of the world and the rest back in 
Ottawa. “Instead,” he says, “I did terrible hardship 
posts like Paris and New York.” 

In New York, he was assigned to the Canadian 
Permanent Mission to the U.N. It was a pivotal pe- 
riod because Canada was a member of the Secu- 
rity Council. Fowler was responsible for Council 
affairs, and for political issues involving develop- 
ing countries. Needless to say, his experience from 
that time in the late ’70s has been invaluable in 
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performing his current responsibilities at the U.N. 

Back in Ottawa, Fowler joined the Privy Coun- 
cil Office, which brought him into close contact 
with Liberal Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau and 
then, when the Tories came to power, with Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney. In 1986, he moved to 
National Defence, becoming the Deputy Minis- 
ter in 1989, a position he held until his current ap- 
pointment in January 1995. 

While Deputy Minister of Defence, Fowler was 
closely associated with the armed forces’ various 
U.N. peace-keeping missions. As a result, he’s given 
evidence before the commission looking into the 
cover-up involving Canadian soldiers who beat a 
young Somalia teenager to death. 

About the specifics of that situation, Fowler has 
no comment. He does say, however, that the media’s 
“feeding frenzy” has been depressing 1n its impact 
on the reputation of the ordinary serving military 
person or civil servant. “I find it appalling that our 
bureaucrats and soldiers, who in the main are de- 
cent, honest, brave people, would, frankly, be sub- 
jected to such constant impugning of their char- 
acter and motives and professionalism,” he says. 

Fowler describes himself as a “deep-seated in- 
ternationalist,” and as such, he heartily concurs 
with the thrust that Queen’s is currently pursu- 
ing in developing and augmenting its international 
ties and connections. As he points out, one in three 
jobs in Canada depends on exports. Yet Canada 1s 
increasingly squeezed between an ever more force- 
ful Europe and, as he describes it, “the parochial, 
isolationist tendencies in the U.S.” 

International connections from free exchanges 
of culture, ideas and trade, therefore, are becom- 
ing increasingly important to Canada. “We need 
an education system, particularly a higher edu- 
cation system, that promotes by word and deed 
those values,” he says. “To the extent that Queen’s 
is actively engaged in pursuing (them)—hats off.” 

Fowler has no idea how much longer he will be 
at the U.N. “Normally it’s three or four years. After 
that, who knows?” he says, perhaps wondering 
about the political fallout from his alleged in- 
volvement in the so-called “Somalia affair’. @

A serious history of the grand old game 


VEN IF THE ONLY PEOPLE WHO BUY 
it are the players it celebrates, 
the families of the great Gaels, 
coaches, and builders of the past, 
every pre-1970s fan whose best 
autumn memories of Queen’s in- 
8 & clude Saturday afternoon Oi7/ 
Thighs at the old Richardson Stadium, 
and those who still lament the “tragic 
mistake” of uprooting football to West 
Campus, then Merv Daub’s newbook is 
sure to be a Canadian best-seller. 

Gael Force: A Century of Football at Queen's 


will be featured in the fall catalogue of 


McGill-Queen’s University Press. The 
fact it’s being published by that schol- 
arly press says much about the text and 
the credentials of its author. As Merv 
wryly observes, the book will be “more 
intellectual” than his colleagues in the 
School of Business are expecting. That 
doesn’t mean former Gaels and their fans 
will be disappointed, he promises—and 
he’d be a good judge of that, considering 
his record as a Golden Gael linebacker 
1962-65, a four-time intercollegiate All- 
Star, and subsequently a defensive line 
coach for both Frank Tindall, LLD’89, 
and Doug Hargreaves, Arts’60. 

Merv’s book had its genesis at a 
Football Club annual meeting in 1992. 
Frank Tindall was still alive. The air was 
rich with reminiscence. Someone noted 
that football had reached the century 
mark at Queen’s, and someone else—

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Hal (“Moose”) McCarney, Arts’5 1—pro- 
nounced that Merv was the ideal person 
to collect and preserve 
Queen’s grand old game. Frank’s 1993 
death made clear the need for getting 
right to work if the wealth of living mem- 
ories was to be tapped. Merv had a six- 
month sabbatical coming up, and some 
of the old hands were keen to co-oper- 
ate—among them McCarney, Al Lenard, 
Arts/PHE’50, and Jake Edwards, Arts’37; 
filmmaker/fan Wally Berry, Arts’42; Hall- 
of-Famer and Ted Reeve veteran Johnny 
Munro, Arts’38; pre-war Gael George 
Carson, Com’25; and such Frank Tin- 
dall-era standouts as Ron Stewart, 
Arts’58; Jocko Thompson, Meds’59; and 
Kent Plumley , Sc’60, Law’63 to name 
just a few. 

Former principal David Smith, 
LLD’94, (who was such a Golden Gaels 
fan that he hid a small radio tuned to 
CFRC under his academic robes at Fall 
Convocation) made the project official 
with a $5,000 grant from the Principal’s 
Development Fund. Another $12,000 
came from 25 individual supporters, and 
then there were advance sales at the Hall 
of Fame dinner. Merv says it was like 
finding money, too, when he discovered 
three avid Gaels fans among Queen’s 
archivists. A peek at the Gael Force page- 
proofs reveals several interesting facets 
of the book: 

¢ It begins with the founding of foot- 
ball at Queens 1n 1882 (FYI, the founders 
were C. Jackson Booth, Arts1886, his 
brother Fred, and R.A. Gordon), and 
moves quickly to Queen’s first national 
championship in 1893, sparked by the 
legendary and controversial Guy Curtis. 





e It includes statistical summaries of 


ery game ever played by the Tri- 
Haier] Golde Gaels from 1893 to 1994. 
¢ It's NOT just one long-running 
anecdote. Scholar that he is, Merv Daub 


tells his football story in the context of 


what was happening in Canada and at 
Queen’s. Against the fabric of the times, 
he describes key games, highlights the 
championships, and profiles the coaches 
(surprisingly few over a century). There 
are engaging profiles of other people who 
made the game—four or five from each

era—and a salute to Doug Hargreaves 
for “keeping the spirit alive.” 

¢ Besides coaching styles, the book 
explores the administration and financ- 


ing of football—making it crystal clear, 
by the way, that whatever scruples may 
exist about football scholarships and such

these days, Queen’s bought its great suc- 
cess 1n the 1920s and 730s. 

e Diligent research also destroys the 
myth of the “dumb jock.” According to 
Merv, “Readers will be struck by the 
numbers who have gone on to enjoy re- 
markable success as lawyers, doctors, 
academics, school principals, etc.” He 
even offers a statistical sampling to show 
that football players are “much more 
likely to be successful than the average 
graduate as socially valued professionals.” 

He tops all this with some 50 illustra- 
tions and then wraps up 300 pages and 
100 years of facts, stats, legends and lore 
with chapters on the future and the phi- 
losophy of football at this university. Only 
a world war has ever stopped the play- 
ing of football at Queen’s.

WAS DISTRESSED AND ASHAMED ABOUT 
the figures for charitable giving that 
came out of the Alumni Survey. The 
median family income of those sur- 
veyed was only slightly below $75,000, 
but the median charitable giving was less 
than $500.

A man of immense 
integrity and decency 


HE FEBRUARY FUNERAL SERVICE FOR 
Dr. Arthur Keppel-Jones in St. 
George’s Cathedral was a moving 
and fitting tribute to this Emeritus 
Professor of History who served Queen’s 
with such distinction. I’ll never forget 
Keppel-Jones’ arrival at Queen’s in 1959. 
He had come directly from a South 
Africa moving rapidly towards full-blown 
apartheid, and he made it clear how hor- 
rified he was at that prospect. For we stu- 
dents interested in African history, he 





was a breath of fresh air, a dose of real- 
ity and a brilliant teacher all rolled into 
one slight, balding, black-robed profes- 
sor. He reminded us African history 
started long before the white man’s ar- 
rival, and he intrigued us with stories of 
contemporary life in South Africa. He 
challenged us, respected us as individu- 
als, and opened our minds to seeing his- 
tory not as dusty archives, but as life and 
death in the present, and the future, too. 
His classes and seminars were among 
the true highlights of my Queen’s acad- 
emic career. About a quarter of a cen- 
tury later, | renewed my friendship with 
him, and over the last six or seven years, 
I visited him from time-to-time at his 
home. Long retired, and nearly blind, 
Keppel-Jones nevertheless retained his 
vigorous intellectual curiosity about 
Canadian and international events, and 
observed the evolving world of history 
with a marvelous blend of liberalism and 
hopefulness. | remember our mutual ex- 
citement the day in 1991 we 
talked about Nelson Man- 
dela’s historic walk to freedom. 
I learned from his daugh- 
ter, Diana, that I was among 
many of his former students 
who dropped in to visit her fa- 
ther. He loved the continuing 
contact with people who’d 
been in his classroom over the 
years. He was a scholar and teacher of 
great distinction and a man of immense 
integrity and decency. He will be missed 
by everyone who knew him.

THE LAST WORD by Dr. MacClement (“Mac”) Freeman, flrts’51, Professor Emeritus, Education 


Time to correct an oversight 





| 1 SEEMS THERE’S BEEN AN OVERSIGHT 
at Queen’s. This University is usu- 
ally eager to honor its illustrious 


daughters and sons, but in the case 
of one beloved professor and rec- 
ognized “pillar,” this hasn’t hap- 
gaz pened, though William T. Mac- 
Clement retired in the 1930s! Perhaps 
now, given the building of the new Bio- 
sciences complex and the renovation of 
Earl Hall, this oversight can be rectified. 
[ think it’s me. 

Consider the following excerpt from 
the 1991 book Queen's Biology: An Acade- 
mic History of Innocence Lost and Fame 
Gained, 1858-1965 by Drs. Bev Smallman, 
Arts’36, Harold Good, and Allen West 
of the Biology Department: “W. T. Mac- 
Clement was, above all else, a teacher of 
teachers. Of course he was more than 
that. Notably, he was an effective ad- 
ministrator—first Director of the Sum- 
mer School, councillor for the support of 
research at Queen’s and with the Bio- 
logical Board of Canada, first Head and 
unifier of the Queen’s Department of Biol- 
ogy. He recruited, to the Department, 
staff and students who were to become 
distinguished as Queen’s faculty and as 
scientists in other universities and in the 
national service. But the primary drive 
for the exercise of his talents was his de- 
votion to upgrading the teachers and 
teaching in Canadian secondary schools. 

“The main vehicle for his purpose was

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the Summer School. This enterprise led 
eventually to the virtual dominance of 
Queen’s graduates as teachers and prin- 
cipals of high schools in Ontario and the 
western provinces. The reward for 
Queen’s was a flood of students sent by 
teachers impressed by and grateful 
for the Queen’s pioneer initia- 
tive to upgrade their qualifi- 
cations. But beyond the bare 
statistics for this success are 
the archival letters ex- 
pressing the affection so 
many felt for their em- 
pathetic Professor Mac- 
Clement.” 

Born locally, W.T. 
MacClement attended a 
one-room school in Mur- 
vale, just north of Kingston, 
and then went on to Syden- 
ham High School and the 
Kingston Collegiate. In 1888- 
89 he received his BA and MA 
degrees from Queen’s. After 
teaching in several area ele- 
mentary schools, he taught 
Science in secondary schools 
in Ingersoll and London, and 
later went to the U. of 
Chicago for botany studies 
and to the Armour Institute of Chicago, 
where he served for 10 years as profes- 
sor of chemistry and also earned the de- 
gree of Doctor of Science. At that point, 
he took on his labor of love at Queen’s. 
By this ume he was married to Mary Free- 
man of Inverary, with whom he had two 
children, Ruth and Donald. By 1937 he 
had been called a “pillar of Queen’s” and 
had been named Doctor of Laws, honoris 
causa, by his cherished alma mater. As an- 
other fitting climax to his labors, he was 
able, with help, to have the trillium des- 
ignated as the official flower of the 
Province of Ontario. 

I find it strange that in the Biology 
building, named in honor of Rollo Earl, 
who was taught and fostered by Mac- 
Clement, there’s no appropriate honor- 
ing of his formative leadership at Queen’s. 
Another opportunity to honor him was 
missed when the Faculty of Education 
was re-developed, this time in Duncan

McArthur Hall. Given MacClement’s 
widely appreciated labors (for 25 years!) 
for teacher upgrading through the Sum- 
mer School, it would have been appro- 
priate to remember him there, somehow. 

In the mid-’80s, a group of elderly loyal 
students with their widely scattered 
descendants started the annual 
MacClement Lectureship for 

Excellence in Education. 
William Shales, MA’13, 
then in his 90s, came out 

of retirement to help in 
whatever way he could to 
contact potential donors 
who wanted to acknowl- 
edge their personal 1n- 
debtedness to this revered 
teacher. 

I must confess I have a 

vested interest in calling 
upon Queen’s now to do 
something to commemorate 
W.T. MacClement. I was given 
his name by my parents, who 
were themselves among his 
profoundly grateful student 
beneficiaries. MacClement 
was also my father’s uncle, 
but it was as their teacher that 
they honored him. 

Surely Queen’s, too, has a vested in- 
terest here. The University has always 
been proud of its alumn1’s engagements, 
and is eager to celebrate with alumni 
their meritorious achievement within its 
walls and beyond. Here’s a clear occa- 
sion to do so, a bit late, but not too late; 
both of William and Mary Freeman Mac- 
Clement’s children are stll living: Ruth 
Thomas, Arts’26, is in London, Ont., and 
Don, Arts’31, is in Kelowna, B.C. And 
the new Biosciences complex and vari- 
ous other facilities being added to Earl 
Hall are still unnamed, I think. 

Queen’s did honor MacClement with 
an LLD on his retirement in 1937, but 
rewarding as that must have been, it 
wasn’t enough for one whose labors and 
spirit were so significant in the history 
of this University. @

A dream comes to life 


" UST OUTSIDE MY WINDOW A DREAM IS 
coming to life. For the past year, 
not 50 metres to the east of Sum- 
merhill, construction has been un- 
derway on a gleaming new $52.5- 
million building will be the focal 
é point for myriad scientific teach- 
ing, research, and commercial initiatives. 

Each morning as | arrive at Summer- 
hill, I stop to assess the previous day’s 
construction work on the new Bio- 
sciences Complex. The first shovels went 
into the ground last summer, and within 
a few short weeks a gaping, water-filled 
hole had been blasted out of the lime- 
stone bedrock. At that point, I found it 
difficult to envision what the project’s 
planners were saying: this would be the 
site of anew 12,000-square-metre facil- 
ity that was going to change the face of 
the campus and help position Queen’s— 
and Canada—in the forefront of the sci- 
entific revolution that’s driving the 
emerging high-tech global economy. 

Biologist David Layzell, chair of the 
Biosciences Complex users committee, 
told Review science writer Dan Hogan in 
a 1994 interview that the new building 
would be one for the 21st century since 
it would address some “key realities” for 
our economy and our society. “| We’ve| 
reached the point where our population 
is so large and the way we impact on our 
environment is so great that [it] can’t 
adapt fast enough to cope with the 
changes. However, we now have the tech- 
nology that perhaps can help us allevi- 
ate some of the problems resulting from 
imbalanced growth,” Layzell explained. 

“New discoveries in the environmen- 
tal sciences, in biotechnology, and vir- 
tually any new innovation occur with 
collaborations between disciplines. The 
new Biosciences Complex project [will 
address] the interdisciplinary nature of 
research that’s really going to make a dif- 
ference to society and industry.” 

‘This morning, as I surveyed the bus- 
tle of activity at the Biosciences Com- 
plex, even as an uninformed layperson, 
I could finally grasp what Layzell and 
other visionaries were talking about. I 
marvel at what’s taken place on Arch 
Street. On what last summer was a va- 


cant lot, there has arisen a magnificent 
facility that’s got the scientific community 
buzzing 1n anticipation. 

Freelance writer Kathy Wood recently 
spoke with some of the people who’ve 
been involved in shepherding this unique 
project through to completion, and she 
has looked into some of the innovative 


research, teaching, and commercial ini- 
tiatives that will be taking place there. I 
think you'll agree that her report, which 





begins on page 10, makes for informa- 
tive and exciting reading.

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A breakthrough 
in skin cancer 
treatment 


R. JAMES KENNEDY OF 
the Queen’s Cancer 
Research Lab, his 
associate, Dr. Roy 
Pottier, a professor at 
the Royal Military Col- 
lege (RMC), and their 
research team have 
developed a promising 
new treatment for skin 
cancer. The experimental 
process, called topical 
photodynamic therapy, 
has been tested on 
patients for two years at 
the Kingston Regional 
Cancer Centre. Results 
so far are encouraging. 
The treatment works 
like this: an amino acid 
cream 1s applied to the 
tumor, and the area 1s 
exposed to an ordinary 
electric light with a red 
filter on it. The cream is 
absorbed by the cancer- 
ous cells, but not the 
healthy ones surround- 
ing 1t. Compounds in the 
cream then react with 
the light and burn the 
abnormal cells. The pa- 
tient usually feels only 
mild discomfort during 
the treatment with no 
side-effects. After a 





Queen’s cancer researcher 
Dr. James Kennedy (r) and 
his research partner, Dr.

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few weeks, the tumor 
scabs and falls off, leav- 
ing no scars. 

Kennedy told a re- 
porter for the Aigston 
Whig-Standard patients 


undergoing the treatment 


describe the sensation as 
feeling like “itching, 
burning, worms crawling 
under the skin, cock- 
roaches dancing on the 
skin.” Not very pleasant, 
but the results are en- 
couraging, especially 
since the number of skin 
cancer victims 1s increas- 
ing every year. It’s now 
estimated that one in 
seven Canadian children 
born today will develop 
some form of skin cancer 
in his or her lifetime. 
Kennedy notes that 
topical photodynamic 
therapy has a high rate of 


success in curing basal 
cell carcinoma, a non 
life-threatening form of 
skin cancer; it’s effective 
on 98.6 per cent of men 
patients, and on 90 per 
cent of women. However, 
for more severe forms of 
skin cancers such as ma- 
lignant melanoma, 
Kennedy says he still 
prefers traditional cancer 
treatments. 

In the future, topical 
photodynamic therapy 
may be used to diagnose 
cancer as well as cure it. 
Cancer cells are easily 
detectible as they be- 
come fluorescent under 
the ultra violet light 
when the amino acid 
cream is applied to them. 

It may also be used to 
treat other types of can- 
cer. Tests are underway. 





Award-winning 
library program 
breaks new ground 


HE STAUFFER 
Library’s award- 
winning Special 
Readers’ Services 
program is breaking new 
ground in developing ser- 
vices for persons with 
special needs. Until re- 
cently, Stauffer was the 
only academic library in 
Canada to have a full- 
time librarian providing 
services to special needs 
students. The program 
began in 1991, when 
Michele Chittenden, 
Arts’86, was hired as 
Coordinator for Special 
Readers’ Services. Each 
year, she now helps more 
than 150 students with a 
variety of learning and 





physical disabilities. 
“My role is to make in- 
formation accessible to 
everyone,” she explains. 
“After all, access to infor- 
mation is the cornerstone 
of a university educa- 
tion.” Computers now 
allow library resources 
such as on-line cata- 
logues, Internet sites, 
journals, and books to be 
accessed via a variety of 
assistive devices and 
adaptive technologies. 
Once bibliographic infor- 
mation is in electronic 
format it can be con- 
verted into large images 
on computer screens, 
large print on paper, 
Braille output, or voice 
output. For example, 
when a student who’s 
blind requires a textbook 
in an accessible format, it 
can be transcribed into 
Braille or onto cassette 
tape or be scanned onto 
computer disk using 
technology located in one 
of the library’s two Adap- 
uve Technology Labs. 
Each is equipped with 
assistive devices and 
computers loaded with 
specialized software. A 
voice recognition system 
allows users to dictate 
essays into the computer 
without ever touching 
the keyboard. Using opti- 
cal-character-recognition 
technology, a device 
called a Kurzweil Per- 
sonal Reader scans text 
and reads it aloud or 
saves it onto computer 
disk. Other computers 
have character-enlarging

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The new, improved Ban Righ opens 


After a year of renovations, Ban Righ Hall has 


reopened to students, and the grand old build- 


ing has never looked better.

software and large-screen 
monitors for the visually 
impaired. Some comput- 
ers have compensatory 
tools such as outlining or 
proofreading software 
programs for students 
with learning disabilities. 
A Closed Circuit Televi- 
sion device enlarges 
printed material. The 
labs also have Braille 
dictionaries, a Telecom- 
munications Device for 
the Deaf, ergonomic 
chairs, and a height- 
adjustable table. Such 
technology is expensive; 
an integrated voice out- 
put and scanner system 
costs approximately 
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$6,000, for example. “The 
Special Readers’ Services 
program has been greatly 
enhanced by generous 
donations from alumni, 
the families of students 
who use the service, the 
AMS, and anonymous 
donors,” says Chittenden. 
The excellence of the 
Stauffer program hasn't 
gone unnoticed. In 1994, 
the University’s library 
system won the Innova- 
tive Achievement Award 
given by the Canadian 
Association of College 
and University Libraries. 
Since then, Chittenden 
has been busier than ever. 
Librarians from across 


the country ask her for 
advice on how to estab- 
lish similar programs. 
She’s become the Con- 
venor of the Canadian 
Library Association’s 
Special Interest Group 
on library services for 
persons with disabilities 
for whom she travels and 
speaks at conferences. 

Next spring, some of 
the Special Readers’ Ser- 
vices equipment will be 
moved across the street 
to the newly refurbished 
Douglas Library. With 
equipment and services 
in two libraries, students 
with special needs will 
have even greater access 
to vital information and 
library resources.

ALK HOME SERVICE 

is an AMS- 

supported pro- 

gram established 
to improve accessibility 
for all Queen’s students, 
faculty members, and 
staff, on and off campus. 
It’s operational seven 
days a week from dusk to 
2 a.m. in the fall and win- 
ter term, and from 9 p.m. 
to | a.m. in the spring and 
summer term. 

“Our service is geared 
towards both women and 
men” explains coordina- 
tor June Anne Reid, 
Arts’97, of Oakville, Ont. 
“We don’t want anybody 
to feel that they can’t go 
somewhere or participate 
in evening events be- 
cause they don’t have a 
safe way of getting home. 
It’s a casual service. We 
don’t want to make peo- 
ple feel like victims. 
Nobody should be pres- 
sured to use our services. 
We want people to feel 
comfortable when they 
make the choice to either 
use Walk Home or not.” 

The free service em- 
ploys 82 student staff, 
who also get involved in 
different charity events 
in the community. 

While the Walk Home 
Service is funded by stu- 
dent fees it also needs 
gifts and donations to 
guarantee the ongoing 
quality of the service. 
Walk Home received 
$6,000 in gifts last year, 
including about $3,000 
from alumni. “We just

Queen’s charter 
amended by act 
of Parliament 


OR THE EIGHTH TIME 
in its history, the 
University’s royal 
charter has been 
amended through an act 
of Parliament. Bill S-8, 
which was introduced 


June 19 in the House of 


Commons by Kingston 
and the Islands MP Peter 
Milliken, Arts’68, 
changes the section of the 
charter which deals with 
membership of the Board

body. The amendment 
allows for membership to 
include: “two faculty 
members elected by the 
faculty, two staff mem- 
bers elected by the staff, 
and two student mem- 
bers elected by students 
registered in academic 
programs of the Univer- 
sity.”

federal Parliament and 
not by the province of 
Ontario.” Following pas- 
sage of Bill S-8 by the 
Commons. Senator Low- 
ell Murray, MPA’77, 
presented it to the Sen- 
ate, where it passed 
second reading on June 
10. Murray spoke at 
length about the history 
of Queen’s, and noted 
that royal charters are the 
oldest form of incorpora- 
tion in countries based 
on the British legal sys- 
tem. After noting “the 
important role Queen’s 
has played, and continues 
to play, in Canadian po- 


litical and public life” he 
concluded by stating: 
“The proposed amend- 
ments are completely in 
line with those adopted 
in previous years. All of 
these have sought to se- 
cure the efficient 
management of the uni- 
versity as well as to 
ensure that Queen’s re- 
flects, as much as 
possible, the society 1n 
which it functions.” 

The Board of Trustees 
approved the wording of 
the requested amend- 
ment at 1ts December 
1995 meeting. At that 
time, Secretary of the 
Board Alison Morgan 
commented that by ex- 
panding the membership 
to be representative of 
the university’s full con- 
stituency, the ability of 
the board to operate ef- 
fectively and accountably 
would be enhanced. Pre- 
vious amendments to the 
Queen’s charter have 
occurred in 1882, 1889, 
1906; 1912) 1914 1916; 
and 1961.

ODAY’S STUDENTS ARE 

facing difficult deci- 

sions because of the 

rising costs of educa- 
tion. Some have to 
withdraw from university 
due to a lack of funds. 
Others don’t enrol at all 
because the prospect of a 
large debt load is too 
daunting. 

Tuition in Ontario has 
increased this fall by al- 
most 20 per cent over last 
year. Summer jobs were 
difficult to come by, and 
often didn’t pay enough 
to cover the costs of edu- 
cation. And in these tight 
financial times, many 
parents find they can’t 
help out as much as 
they’d like. In an effort to 
address these issues, the 
provincial government 
has created the Ontario 
Study Opportunity Trust 
Fund (OSOTF) program 
to help build student as- 
sistance initiatives at 
Ontario’s universities. 
Under the OSOTE the 
government will match 
all charitable donations 
made to Queen’s and 
other Ontario post-sec- 
ondary institutions for 
student aid until March 
31, 1997. Investment 
income from the funds 
will be used to assist 
academically-qualified 
individuals who require 
financial assistance to 
attend college or 
university. 

Pat Bogstad, Assistant 
Registrar (Student 
Awards) at Queen’s, says 
strengthening student aid 
is essential if the Univer- 
sity is going to continue 
to attract the best and 
brightest students. “Stu- 
dents coming into first 
year this fall at Queen’s 
will require about 
513,000 to complete a 
year of school,” she says. 
“One of the greatest con- 
cerns 1s the level of debt 
a student could accumu- 
late by the time he or she 


t if hl support sought for funding program Cmte yar (aL 


completes a degree. Here 
at Queen’s almost 40 per 
cent of our students re- 
ceive some form of 
government assistance. A 
federal study has shown 
that loans are now being 
repaid more slowly than 
in the past. In 
the future, the 
debt level will 
increase and 
repayment will 
be spread over 
a longer period 
of time.” 

The number 
of Queen’s stu- 
dents applying 
for aid is increasing dra- 
matically, adds Bogstad. 
In light of that, the Uni- 
versity has identified four 
key areas where OSOTF 
funding will have the 
most impact: 

1) General bursaries. 
The general bursary fund 
allows Queen’s to assist 
students who have 
nowhere else to turn for 
help. In many cases, a 
bursary can make the 
difference between a stu- 
dent completing his or 
her year or dropping out 
of school; 

2) Opportunity grants. 
To continue to attract 
exceptional undergradu- 
ate students and to 
ensure that no academi- 
cally-qualified student is 
denied access to Queen’s 
because of inadequate 
financial resources, 
funding available for 
entrance bursaries must 
be increased; 

3) International study 
bursaries. Bursaries 

for international study 
could make it possible 
for students to go on an 
exchange for the same 
money it costs to attend 
Queen’s. The amount 

of the bursary would 
depend on need and lo- 
cation of the exchange 
university; 

4) Work study. This 


program assists students 
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with financial need by 
providing them with op- 
portunities for part-time 


jobs on campus. Cur- 
rently, the cost of this 
program is shared by stu- 
dents, Queen’s, and the 
Ministry of Education

and ‘Training. There 

are plans for expanding 
the program, such as 
encouraging academic 
personnel to hire excep- 
tional students for 
departmental work or 

as tutors; and 

5) Emergency Relief 
Fund. This is a cash fund 
kept on hand to support 
students who are com- 
pletely out of food and 
money. It’s a means of 
helping until the student 
can access permanent 
funds. The OSOTF 
program is a unique 
opportunity for the 
University, government, 
alumni, and friends of 
Queen’s to work together 
to give students a better 
chance at education. 
“This program is such an 
important opportunity to 
make a difference for 
Queen’s students,” says 
Bogstad. “The financial 
challenges are only going 
to grow over the next few 
years. We have to start 
building resources now.”

E NEXT QUEEN'S SUCCESS STORY 










The gleaming 

new $52.5-million build- 
ing that’s being erected 
next to Earl Hall, will be 
the focus of the Univer- 
Sity's initiatives in the fast- 
paced, competitive world 
of high-tech research. 
Freelance writer Kathy 
Wood, Arts’77, 
Artsci’96, looks at 


this unique facility. 


FOR YEARS NOW, MEDIA REPORTS HAVE 
been predicting the emergence of 
a new high-tech economy based 
on knowledge rather than nat- 
ural resources. Now that this 
process 1s underway it’s prov- 
ing to be fast-paced, intensely 
competitive, and global in 
scope. At the same time, a grow- 
ing recognition that the earth’s 
resources and capacity to support 
life as we know it adds a require- 
ment for future human activity: sus- 
tainability. With tomorrow’s economic 
success stories expected to emerge from 
sustainable, knowledge-based innovation, Queen’s 
administration and researchers are asking how and 
where the University’s contributions will be made. 

Eric Baker, Sc’56, the chair of the $19-million 
fundraising campaign for the University’s new Bio- 
sciences Complex, believes the building will be 
the linchpin in Queen’s teaching and research ef- 
forts in biotechnology—the engine that will power 
the high-tech economy of the next millenium. “Just 
as electronics technology was in the 1970s, bio- 
sciences will be the critical scientific area in the 
decades ahead,” Baker predicts. With top-flight 
faculty and students in biological sciences and re- 
lated disciplines, Queen’s promises to be a natural 
home for ground-breaking work in a wide range 
of biotechnology applications. 

Though the biosciences industry is still in its 
infancy, it’s clear there are already lessons to be 
learned. First, fundamental knowledge—the un- 
derstanding of the basic biological processes and 
mechanisms—is essential to successful develop- 
ment of bioscience applications. Secondly, far 
greater innovation can be expected in a multidis- 
ciplinary atmosphere than in single discipline en- 
vironments. It is this noon that underlies the new 
Biosciences Complex. 

Rooted in a biological perspective, the building 
will bring together research interests of faculty and 
graduate students in biochemistry, psychology, 
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chemistry, environmental science, chemical engi- 
neering, agriculture, earth sciences, and medicine. 
Part of a powerful array of intellectual capacity, the 
complex is an outgrowth of Queen’s world- 
renowned Biology Department, linked to the on- 
site industry-funded Insect Biotech Canada, and 
nearby, the Faculty of Medicine, tertiary care hos- 
pital facilities, and Environmental Policy Unit. 
Technology exchange and commercialization ca- 
pabilities are also integral parts of the complex’s 
design. 

The belief that many significant bioscience ad- 
vances will come from innovation born of basic re- 
search is also a key principle. Historically, one of 
the University’s strengths has been an uncanny 
ability on the part of Queen’s-based researchers 
to ask the right questions about basic science, and 
then to answer them in a timely fashion. This is 
particularly true in the biosciences, where exper- 
tise in areas such as plant metabolism, insect biol- 
ogy, population and evolutionary biology, molec- 
ular biology, carbon sequestration, genetics and 
neurosciences will converge in the new complex. 
Basic science can and will produce revolutionary 
changes in our lives. These innovations may be un- 
predictable, but they’re not improbable. Science 
writer Dan Hogan’s article in the November/De- 
cember 1994 issue of the Review profiled some of 
the potential developments already emerging from 
the work of Queen’s researchers: the use of “an- 
ufreeze” proteins found in fish to help farmers wor- 
ried about frost- susceptible crops, the transfer of 
nitrogen-fixing capability from legumes to other 
agricultural crops to reduce the need for fertiliz- 
ers, and the use of custom-designed, controlled- 
release insect viruses instead of chemical pesti- 
cides. Each development started as an investigation 
into basic biological processes. Some of the re- 
sulting innovations are now in field trials; others 
soon will be. In many cases, it’s expected that com- 
mercialization will generate important benefits for 
everyone, intellectually-satisfying, high-wage ca- 
reers for Canadians, as well as rewards for the Uni- 
versity and individual researchers.

What other contributions can Queen’s bio- 
sciences research make to a knowledge-based econ- 
omy focused on sustainability? Will lake-bed sed- 
iment studies help predict the way water bodies 
react to or recover from disruptions to nearby land- 
scapes? Could new fibre-optic instrumentation be 
used to tag and trace water-borne contaminants 
back to their point of origin? Is it possible that ex- 
ploration of factors contributing to genetic varia- 
tion in birds will change forestry harvesting prac- 
tices by revealing how quickly populations can 
adapt to habitat change? There are many exam- 
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ples at Queen’s of how innovative thinking and re- 
search can produce some surprising results. 


TIN CHEMICAL ENGINEERING, Dr. ANDREW DAUGULIS 
is probing the basic chemistry behind interactions 
between toxic chemicals and solvents in order to 
develop new approaches to breaking down chem- 
ical contaminants. The target of Daugulis’ atten- 
tion is human-made organic (carbon-containing) 
chemicals known as xenobiotics. These chemicals 
are both toxic and difficult for biological agents 
such as bacteria to break down in processes known

as bioremediation. 

Often, bioremedia- 
tion involves washing 
contaminated material 
with water to transfer 
the toxic chemical in so- 
lution to a bioreactor 
(fermentation chamber). 
Microbes then break the 
chemicals down into 
harmless products such 
as carbon dioxide and 
water. “Xenobiotics can 
be a source of carbon for 
microorganisms as long 
as the concentration re- 
mains below the level 
which 1s toxic to the mi- 
crobe,” explains Dau- 
gulis. The main chal- 
lenge 1s to deliver the 
xenobiotics to the bac- 
teria at concentration 
levels high enough so that the cells won’t starve, 
but not so high as to kill them. 

By first transferring the xenobiotics to an extra 
solvent phase, which has a high capacity for the 
toxic material, Daugulis has achieved a double- 
barrelled success: increasing the amount of xeno- 
biotic conveyed to the bioreactor and controling 
the concentration of the chemical which gets trans- 
ferred to the microbes. “The neat thing about our 
process is that the microorganisms themselves con- 
trol the rate at which the xenobiotic in the solvent 
gets delivered to them,” explains Daugulis. The 
idea emerged from work on ethanol production. 
In this case, as microbes break down starch-based 
material, the levels of ethanol can become toxic. 
A solvent carefully selected to remove the ethanol 
at a pace matched to the microbes’ production rate 
keeps ethanol concentration below toxic levels. 
Daugulis says his current work is an application of 
the same thinking, only in reverse. 

Daugulis’ work with xenobiotics could lead to 
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significant improvements in environmental pro- 
tection as well as the efficiency—and thus the cost— 
of cleanup procedures. This fall, he’ll start bring- 
ing his work to the attention of organizations that 
should have a special interest in his findings—pro- 
ducers of organic chemicals and the companies 
which use them in industrial or manufacturing 
processes, and who must often demonstrate that 
their activities can be environmentally benign. 








nose used to thinking of production processes 
as an industrial or manufacturing 1 issue, biology 
professor David Dennis’ work on increasing seed 
oil content suggests a new role for plants as bio- 
logical factories. “Oil synthesis in crops is a major 
agricultural issue,” says Dennis, “but the meta- 
bolic steps by which a plant converts simple sug- 
ars into oil aren’t well understood at all.” If Den- 
nis has his way, this will soon change. With 
colleagues in Biology, he has spent the last 15 years 
studying leucoplasts, the part of the plant respon- 
sible for sugar-to-oil conversion. The research 
team has discovered that while the process 1s com- 
plex, it’s self-contained within the leucoplast. This 
is good news for researchers hoping to transfer 
plant genes which control the leucoplast processes 
to canola, a major Canadian agricultural crop. 

Through Performance Plants, a joint venture 
company between Queen’s and individual re- 
searchers, Dennis will put basic research results 
to the test to determine what increases in oil pro- 
duction in seeds are possible. Scientists involved 
in Performance Plants have already attracted sub- 
stantial Natural Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council funding, and venture capital fund- 
ing will be in place by September. “The potential 
impact of plant biotechnology 1s incredible,” says 
Dennis. “Companies capitalizing on these tech- 
nologies are really taking off in the United States, 
but there’s not much of this in Canada.” 

Performance Plants 1s expected to maintain its 
head office in Kingston. Possible subsidiary oper- 
ations may be launched in other Canadian cen- 
tres such as Saskatoon, where another Queen’s 
plant biotechnology innovation is being tested in 
a joint effort with the federal Plant Biotechnology 
Institute. 

Professor Kenton Ko’s identification of a “chloro- 
phyll enhancement gene,” which controls the 
amount of chlorophyll in plant leaves, opens the 
possibility of increasing the effectiveness of pho- 
tosynthesis and, therefore, overall plant growth. A 
third plant biotechnology initiative under way at 
Queen’s involves efforts to shift the metabolic pri- 
orities of plants to reduce the amount of fibre in 
canola meal. Reducing fibre (the part of the plant 
livestock can’t digest) would increase canola meal’s 
nutritional value and also its worth as feed. 





ourse, not all activity in the Biosciences Com- 
plex will focus on plants. There will also be a Cen- 
tre for Studies in Molecular Neuroscience. 
Through a three-part program of molecular ge- 
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netics, structural biology, and bioorganic chem- 
istry, researchers will investigate the basic science 
behind animal nervous systems, ultimately focus- 
ing on the human nervous system. The increase 
in age-related nervous system disorders accom- 
panying increased human life expectancy has high- 
lighted the need for a better understanding of the 
biological structures and processes associated with 
the central nervous system. “The application of 
molecular genetics approaches to these types of 
problems has already produced major advances in 
our knowledge,” says Dr. Richard Riopelle. “We've 
also begun to appreciate the biological complex- 
ity of nervous disorders, but a lot of basic work 
still remains before we can hope to offer effective 
therapies for many diseases,” he says. As an ex- 
ample, Riopelle expects a better understanding of 
the brain’s biology and its reaction to repeated 
seizures to lead to a new era in drug therapy: the 
use of small molecules designed to counteract the 
electrical effects of seizures and to either reduce 
or block associated structural changes 1n the brain. 

Based on gene discovery and manipulation from 
molecular genetics and structural biology’s con- 
tribution of an improved understanding of shapes 
and functions of specific regions of large mole- 
cules such as proteins, investigators can design 
small molecules which either mimic portions of 
biological structures to restore lost function or 
counteract harmful effects of structural change. 
The capacity and speed of modern computers 
allows researchers to determine the structure of re- 
gions of large molecules such as proteins. 

“We believe we’ve created a niche by matching 
the needs of the biotechnology sector in Canada 
to university research and training programs,” says 
Riopelle. “Biotech companies tell us that small 
molecules are going to drive the drug industry for 
the foreseeable future. The emerging technology 
that’s going to be featured at Queen’s is the ratio- 
nal approach to small molecule design.” 

The faculty involved with the Neurosciences 
Centre are already developing an impressive track 
record. At least 15 pieces of intellectual property 
are being processed by PARTEQ, the Univer- 
sity’s technology transfer unit. Although most re- 
search is in an early stage, two biotechnology com- 
panies have emerged as commercial research and 
development outgrowths of the activities of the 
scientists within the Centre. New educational pro- 
grams integrated with existing graduate programs 
are also part of the Centre’s plan. “In addition to 
coming up with novel intellectual property, we'll 
also be training the next generation of individu- 
als to take their places in the Canadian biotech- 
nology industry,” explains Riopelle. “At the mo- 
ment, these companies can’t find the people they 
need for their research and development programs 
because they haven’t yet been trained.” These ex- 
amples demonstrate that future research explo- 
rations will take place in unusual lab settings. In- 
stead of flasks and fume hoods, research tools will 
include digitally-controlled greenhouses, custom- 
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designed habitats, fer- 
mentation tanks, mathe- 
matical modelling and 
molecular sequencing 
facilities. These settings 
are part of the 53,000- 
square-foot Biosciences 
Complex design. 
Creating these new 
facilities will not be 
cheap. Projected cost of 
the new Biosciences 
Complex is $52.5 mil- 
lion, $19 million of 
which will be raised 
through the Innovation 
Campaign. Chair Eric 
Baker regards the new 
building as a wonderful 
opportunity for alumni 
and friends of Queen’s 
to make a lasting and 
strategically important 
contribution to the Uni- 
versity and to Canada. 
“This project represents 
Queen’s opportunity to 
become the leading 
Canadian university in 
biosciences,” he says. 
Given the inability of 
government to meet ever- 
increasing demands for 
funding, Baker believes 
alumni support is the 
only way that Queen’s 
can provide the money 
needed for the Bio- 
sciences Complex. “We 
have a very large alumni 
base. Each of us has to rec- 
ognize that accelerated 
and increased support 
will be the competitive 
advantage in establishing 
Queen’s pre-eminence in this field,” Baker says. 
With construction now in its final stages, the op- 
portunity to support the Biosciences initiative at 
Queen’s is now at hand. In just a few months, the 
faculty, staffand graduate students will begin mov- 
ing to this gleaming new state-of-the-art facility. 
Queen’s alumni and friends can be part of these 
developments, says Baker. “We invite alumni to 
participate in the most exciting adventure of our 
time—taking Queen’s and Canada to the forefront 
of biosciences research.” @

Captain Curtis and the Conquerors of Yale 


EW QUEEN’S PEOPLE KNOW THE 
lines of the third verse of the “Oil 
Thigh,” which goes— “Remem- 
ber Captain Curtis and the Con- 
querors of Yale.” Fewer still know 
the meaning of those lines. It’s a 
pity, for they refer to “the Cap- 
tain’ —Guy Curtis, the star Queen’s ath- 
lete of the 1890s who did much to build 
Queen’s reputation for athletic prowess. 

At the time, Principal George Grant 
was struggling to win his little Presby- 
terian college recognition and financial 
stability. Curtis and his splendid Tricolor 
teams proved Queen’s could compete 
with the best anywhere. In doing so, they 
helped attract both donors and students 
to this University. Curtis, who was at the 
core of several of Queen’s early sports 
teams was an athletic, fun-loving young 
man from Delta, Ont., a sleepy hamlet 
an hour’s drive northeast of Kingston. 
During his first four years on campus— 
from the fall of 1886 ull the fall of 1890— 
he never joined an athletic team. How- 
ever, once involved he quickly established 
himself as the kind of charismatic figure 
of which sports legends are made. 

The late Mike Rodden, BA’14, a for- 
mer Queen’s athlete who went on to be- 
come a respected sportswriter, once 
likened Curtis to Lionel Conacher, 
Canada’s star athlete of the first half of 
the 20th century. One of the enduring 
fables about Curtis is that during his 16

shy away from it. 
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years at Queen’s, from 1886 to 1901, he 
never passed a course. That’s an exag- 
geration. Curtis only enrolled in classes 
from 1886 until 1897, and while it’s true 
he never completed his degree, Curtis 
passed most of his junior courses. It’s dif- 
ficult to be precise because the old 
records don’t show marks. However, one 
assumes that if Curtis en- 
rolled in a senior course, 
he must have completed a 
junior requirement. 

In a triumph of his own 
integrity as an educator 
over his practical Scottish 
good sense, Principal 
Grant once called Curtis 
into his office to implore 
him to spend more time 
with his books and less at 
athletics. Curtis, it’s said, 
was quite contrite. He 
then went right back to his 
old ways. Apparently even 
Grant’s magic had its limitations! 

Curtis was a man of paradox. Although 
he was a “man’s man,” he was also “a 
mommy’s boy.” He never married, and 
his mother was the only woman in his 
life who really mattered. She didn’t ap- 
prove of his athletic career, but he made 
it clear that on this he wouldn’t com- 
promise, even for her. 

Curtis never drank or smoked, and de- 
spite his at times salty language, on Sun- 
day evenings he could usually be found 
in the front of the balcony at the Syden- 
ham Street Methodist Church. As flam- 
boyant as he was on the playing fields, he 
was shy and retiring away from it. 

Curtis began playing football in 1890. 
A year or so later his teammates unani- 
mously elected him captain. Curtis re- 
sponded by leading the Tricolor to its 
first famous football victory: the 1893 
Dominion Championship. Even so, Cur- 
tis 1s best remembered as a hockey player. 
He started playing hockey for Queen’s 
about the same time he took to the grid- 
iron. Again, his teams rolled to a string 
of impressive victories. Curtis lead 
Queen’s to five senior Ontario champi- 
onships and five more trips to the finals, 
as well as two Stanley Cup challenges. 





According to hockey historian Bill Fit- 
sell, no team has ever dominated hockey 
in Ontario as Queen’s teams did with 
Guy Curtis leading the way. Hockey was 
still very much in its fledging period in 
1893 when Curtis and “Conquerors of 
Yale” took the game south of the border. 
They played a series of exhibition matches

that did much to sell the 
game there. In fact, Fitsell 
devotes a chapter of his 
book, Hockey's Captains, 
Colonels and Kings, to, 
“Captain Curtis and the 
Queen’s Missionaries.” 
The Queen's College 
Journal of January 1893, 
recorded the momentous 
win over Yale. The team traveled by horse- 
drawn sleighs from Kingston across the 
ice to Wolfe Island. Then, much to their 
chagrin, they had to walk across a ques- 
tionable ice surface pulling their equip- 
ment on sleighs, to Cape Vincent, N.Y. 
From there to New York, the trip was 
made in the comfort of a railway coach. 
After a night’s sleep, and a day of sight- 
seeing that was capped off with a visit to 
the theatre, they took on Yale in an 
evening hockey game. Billed as “the first 
international collegiate match,” on Jan- 
uary 23 the “sons of Geordi” (Principal 
Grant) met the “sons of Eli” (Elihu Yale 
the benefactor of Yale). About 2,500 fans, 
including many Queen’s alumni, were 
there to witness the game in the St. 
Nichols Arena. Meanwhile, a crowd of 
rabid fans back home at the Kingston 
telegraph office awaited news of the re- 
sults. When “Queen’s 3, Yale 0, cinch” 
came over the line, Queen’s celebrated. 
Guy Curus and the boy’s had beaten the 
much vaunted Yale! The minor ‘detail 
that the American team was accus.omed 
to playing something called “ice polo” a 
much inferior game and so were doomed 
from the beginning mattered very little 
to the happy Queens supporters. @

Over the years we’ve continued to be a 
bit cavalier about Queen’s responsibility for bring- 
ing us together and keeping us that way. But re- 
cently | learned something that will make me a 
little less off-hand. I learned that being together 
with my Queen’s grad husband—Sonny Sadin- 
sky, Arts’61, Law’63—was statistically ordained. 

Did you notice that little asterisked note in the 
alumni survey that was published in the May/June 
edition of the Review?About 3,000 alumni took part. 
Among the myriad findings was the revelation that 
31 per cent of Queen’s alumni are married to 
Queen’s alumni. A third of us marry each other! 
That’s a lot of love among the old stones. No won- 
der the campus is filled on Alumni Weekends with 
older couples holding hands! They are obviously 
alumni lovers, revelling in their memories. 

Queen’s people seem to have an unusually low 
divorce rate as well. Only two per cent of those 
surveyed said they were divorced or separated. 
That’s extraordinary considering the national di- 
vorce rate is 40 per cent. It doesn’t mean, of course, 
that there were no ex-divorcees among the mar- 
rieds. But even if 10 mes the current number had 
been divorced in the past, we'd still only be at half 
the national average. 

Why one-third of us marry each other isn’t too 
hard to figure out. With many of the Queen’s stu- 
dent population under 25 and away from home 
for the first time, what should we expect? Close 
bonds are a natural! The relatively low divorce 
rate is more difficult to explain, and Alumni Af- 
fairs Director Innes van Nostrand, Sc’86, who was 
one of the survey’s designers, says he doesn’t have 
an explanation yet. He does know first hand about 
meeting his mate at Queen’s. Innes is engaged to 
Alison Holt, Arts ’87. Surprisingly, considering 
where he met his own fiancée, he and his fellow 
survey designers hadn’t anticipated one of the an- 
swers to the question “What is your warmest mem- 
ory of Queen’s?” The most frequent response was 
“friends,” which was expected, but “my spouse!” 
caught them off guard. After the first two nights 
of testing, the survey had to be adjusted to ac- 
commodate those unanticipated romantics. Sonny 
and I didn’t court on campus. We started going 
out almost a decade after graduation, which, as I 
said, had never given me much pause. It was only 
after [ learned about the high inter-marriage sta- 
ustic that | began to wonder if we'd missed out on 
some interesting Queen’s courting traditions. So 
I talked to a few couples to see. 

I thought I'd get stories about forbidden entries 
to Adelaide Hall or trysts in the stacks of Douglas 
Library, but that kind of story didn’t emerge. In- 
stead, these courting couples turned out to be like

everyone else, no matter their era: their favorite 
memories included friends. 

Walter Little, Arts’28, and Marjorie “Midge” 
McDonald, Arts’28, came to Queen’s when room 
and board cost $8 a week. Walter graduated in his- 
tory and economics, Midge in maths and physics. 
She was the medalist and only woman in physics 
in her class, and stayed on another year to do her 
MA. They were both debaters, and they first met 
inside the entrance to Ban Righ Hall where Midge 
was living. Walter had to do some business with 
the chairman of the Levana Debating Committee, 
who was Midge. It was evening, so the door to the 
residence was locked on the outside. Midge waited 
by the clock in the lobby to let Walter in. 

They were both working very hard. Walter, who’s 
now Judge Little, says they had no opportunity to 
go out steadily. They had one date a week—a so- 
cial evening at Grant Hall or an occasional movie. 
And they went to the Arts formal in ’28. 

It wasn’t until graduation that Midge knew things 
might get serious. “I’d always taken for granted 
that he’d go his way, and I'd go mine after gradu- 
ation,” she says. “When he sent me a bouquet of 
red roses, I was startled, to say the least.” 

Walter says the fact they both attended Queen’s 
provided a “firm foundation” for their marriage, 
and Midge agrees.

‘Would you explain your rationale?’ I turned around 
to figure out who the heck he was, and | thought, 
‘He’s kind of cute, and of course he’s smart.’ Cute 
and smart! He was a marked man!” When Louise 
told her friend, Sally Spicer Delva, Arts’75, (their 
future maid-of-honor) that she had a date with 
Brian Brownlee, Sally’s immediate reaction was, “I 
can see your curly-haired kids right now!” And in- 
deed, Louise and Brian’s first child, Allison, now 
11, was a curly-haired red-head. When asked about 
being together at Queen’s, the Brownlees talk mostly 
about their friends and their outdoor adventuring 
all together—swimming at Gould Lake in April, 
cross-country skiing in Frontenac Park. They’re as 
close today with their friends, especially in the 
summer, as they were then. “Marrying someone 
else from Queen’s provides so many shared expe- 
riences,” says Louise. “We both did our MBA to- 
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gether and we knew where the other fellow came 
from. It was a fabulous time of life that you shared 
together. It’s given us such common ground.” 

Laura Costello, Arts’89, and Andrew Udovc, 
Art’88, Ed’89, have been together 10 years and 
married for five. Andy graduated in physical ge- 
ology and Laura did history and religion, finish- 
ing in ’89. Laura met Andy after a football game. 
She came into the house where Andy and his gang 
were warming up for that night’s outdoor concert. 

Andy and Laura’s first date was at the Quiet Pub 
after a movie. “It was a good place to go for a first 
date,” says Andy. “You could talk and get to know 
each other. You could so easily pick out who was 
there on their first date. Even though you weren't 
listening, you could tell that it was a first-date con- 
versation.” Their entertainment, in the main, was 
house parties in the ghetto. Their friends were the 
couples who are still their friends today: Sam Miller, 
Arts’87, Ed’88, who later married Maribeth Arse- 
nault, Arts’89; Andrew Green, Arts’87, who mar- 
ried Linda Holmes, Com’89; Rich McCurdy, 
Arts’87, with Melissa Termezy, Arts’88. 

“We grew up together at Queen’s,” says Andy. 
“We went through the ridiculous stages. There’s an 
intensity in relationships at Queen’s that comes 
from campus closeness!” 

Shelley Reitz, Arts’95, and Geoff Crowson, 
Arts’94, agree. They figure Queen’s kept them to- 
gether despite their romance being a long-distance 
one for a while. Shelley graduated in geography, 
Geoffin music. They had met that summer while 
working on a local tour boat. Shelley was a wait- 
ress and Geoff had his own combo, The Crowson 
Trio, that entertained the tourists. Off duty, they 
were typical Queen’s students in the summer: 
They'd sit on the balcony of a house in the ghetto, 
drink beer and watch people go by. Or they’d hang 
out with friends at Alfie’s. 

Geoff went away to do his Master’s degree in 
music performance, but he kept coming back to 
visit Shelley and his friends (Geoff had been in 
the Bands, so he had plenty of them) still at 
Queen’s. Geoff and Shelley are getting married 
next summer, their Queen’s friends will surround 
them, and they’re considering having a piper at 
their wedding. 

I saw a couple the other day come out of the 
library to eat their lunch in the sun in the middle 
of the lawn behind Grant Hall. They were all by 
themselves. The place was pretty empty, classes 
not yet having started for the fall term. I watched 
them kiss and munch their way through their sand- 
wiches, and I could see it all in 20 years: They'll 
be back for alumni weekend and to party with old 
friends. But at some point they'll sneak away to the 
back of Grant Hall and they’ll have a great time 
remembering that yummy lunch. 

I envied them that little memory, in a way, but 
for only a second. After all, what turned out to be 
most important to all my courting couples was 
their friends from Queen’s—and my husband and 
I do have those in abundance @

TRUGGLING TO PULL A YELLOW RAIN SLICKER 
over his head in preparation for a ride, Tom 
Currier doesn’t miss a beat in his impromptu 
lecture on European bicycles. “Three gears 
rigged to the back wheel .. . used a lot in 
China... more bikes in China than there 
are cars in the world,” he says while fumbling 
to disentangle his spectacles from his beard. 
Around him, in the garage of his century-old home 
in Peterborough, Ont, are his favorite bicycles. 

There’s the dusty old Raleigh three-speed, just 
like the one he bought for £10 in Europe when 
he served there during the Second World War. 
There’s his “top-of-the-line” mountain bike. And 
the Bianchi touring bike he rode for six weeks in 
1986, when he and his daughter Leah cycled 4,500 
kms from Vancouver to Peterborough. But that 
cross-country adventure was a decade ago, when 
‘Tom was only 73-year-old. Nowadays, he has taken 
to more sedate outings, like early morning 40-km 
pleasure jaunts into the country or trips around 
town to pick-up groceries, do the banking and 
visit friends. “Trains, planes, and automobiles don’t 
offer the challenge or the thrill of seeing the world 
from the seat of a bicycle,” says Tom. 

Mind you, cycling has become a lot more high- 
tech since the retired internist began pedaling in 
1920. He got his first bike as a schoolboy growing 
up in Ottawa. “I can’t remember not being avid 
about biking,” says Tom. “A lot of it’s the inde- 
pendence of it. There are so many places you can 
go on a bike that you can’t go 1n a car. The breeze 
and the smells you get when you bike, it’s a more 
sensual thing than driving a bloody car. I like 
driving, but I’m appalled at the number of cars 
there are and the abandon with which people use 
them. I can’t believe the number of one-storey 
bungalows with five cars in the driveway.” 

The only tme Tom ever went bike-less in his 
life was during his student years at Queen’s. “In 
Kingston, I got around on foot,” he says. The $750 
a year it cost in the late 1930s for tuition, room- 
and-board, books, microscopes and “an occasional 
ale” left Tom with no money for a bike. So, like 
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bicycle Currier

long-time friend and fellow 
Queen’s student Robertson 
Davies, BA’36, LLD’69, he 
walked the streets of Kingston. “I don’t think 
Robertson ever rode a bike, and he never drove a 
car,” says Tom. 

After graduating in 1942, he joined the armed 
forces and was posted overseas, serving as a med- 
ical officer with the Canadian Coastal Command 
Squadron. “I wasn’t long getting a bike in Britain,” 
he says. “I did a lot of biking there through north- 
ern Scotland and Ireland, and England.” 

In 1948 Tom and his wife Sheila moved to Pe- 
terborough, where he practiced medicine for 34 
years. The good doctor could often be seen ped- 
aling off to housecalls nattily attired in a bow-tie 
and Bermuda shorts. After retiring in 1982, Tom 
pursued his two-wheeled past-time with a verve 
and vigor that took him on tours of Italy, France, 
Ireland, the US., and Canada. His longest jaunt 
was that 1986 cross-country expedition with his 
daughter Leah. 

A few years earlier, he’d learned of a group who 
started out on a bike trip from the west coast by 
dunking their wheel in the Pacific Ocean. “The 
oldest was 76,” says Tom. “I didn’t find out about 
it until they got to Alberta and I was kicking my- 
self that I didn’t join them. So I said I was going to 
do it myself and Leah said to count her in.” 

The trek took most of July and August and the 
father-daughter team often camped along the way. 
Using secondary highways for most of the tour, 
they were able to plan their route each morning 
and usually reached their destination by nightfall. 
“It’s a wonderful way to see our country,” Tom 
says. “Sometimes it was more uphill than others.” 

Every half-hour on that once-in-a-lifetime trip 
Tom got off his bike just to get his “bottom out of 
the saddle,” as he puts it. 

Finishing his oral history of European bikes, 
Tom mounts his Bianchi and heads out for a spin 
in a rain shower. “I’m too fat, but I can still bike,” 
he calls over his shoulder. “It’s easier to bike than 
to walk, but I think my touring days are over.” @

The Queen's class with the distinc- 
tion of being the only one with a frac- 
tion as part of its name, is distinct in 
another regard. With more than 
$500,000 in its year fund, Sc’4814 has 
pledged more to the University than any 
other class in the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence--and likely in the University!

ONDON, U.K—ANpbrREW MacBEAN STEPS 
out the stage door of the Adelphi Theatre 
in London’s West End, where he was re- 
cently appointed associate director of An- 
drew Lloyd Webber’s most recent hit, Suz- 
set Boulevard. Almost at once, his mobile 
phone rings. He confirms arrangements 
for a recording session as he hastens down 
Maiden Lane toward Charing Cross Road. At 
Leicester Square, another call draws his attention 
to upcoming meetings with a Toronto entertain- 
ment lawyer. Andrew MacBean is a young man 
who’s going places. Immersed in the busiest theatre 
centre in the world, he’s employed by the largest 
musical production company in the business. 

Founded by Andrew Lloyd Webber, The Really 
Useful Company Ltd. has made its productions 
such as Phantom of the Opera, Evita and Cats! known 
to mass audiences. Based on the 1950 Gloria Swan- 
son movie of the same name, Sunset Boulevard fea- 
tures a dazzling array of technical wizardry and 
cinematic effects. And it falls upon Andrew’s shoul- 
ders to ensure that all goes smoothly. He’s just in- 
troduced British pop singer Petula Clark as the 
third leading lady. Auditions have been held and 
Andrew has been scheduling rehearsals to work 
in a new Cast. 

With his keen interest in developing new work, 
Andrew has been involved with Sunset since the 
beginning. “Lloyd Webber trusted me to direct 
the original concert version 1n 1991 and the sec- 
ond major workshop production in 1992 at the 


Sydmonton Festival,” explains Andrew. He en- 
joys “the challenge” of working with Lloyd Web- 
ber. Appreciative of Andrew’s directness and in- 
stinct, Lloyd Webber often calls him to chat. “One 
discovers we all have our own special talents,” 
Andrew says, “And mine is one of the visual and 
visceral.” 

Even at Queen’s, Andrew’s artistic vision was 
expansive and dynamic. He directed two original 
musicals during his student days, Maybe Next Time 
and Ow the Rocks, which he co-wrote with Paul 
Chant, Mus’80. Andrew cites these two experi- 
ences with Queen’s Musical Theatre as “the 
bedrock of everything that followed” for him. Upon 
graduating in ’81 Andrew acted in the Charlotte- 
town Festival and enjoyed a two-summer successful 
run of Sleeping Arrangements, another musical he’d 
written with Paul Chant. Eager to “learn from the 
best,” he became an intern director at Playwright’s 
Horizons in New York, where he developed new 
works by Stephen Sondheim. Andrew returned to 
Kingston with the musical The Living Legend, which 
drew sold-out houses at the Grand Theatre in the 
summer of 1985. But the show’s subsequent move 
to Toronto taught him the hard realities of pro- 
ducing commercial musical theatre. 

By the fall of 1987 he was writing press releases 
on Wall Street to make ends meet. When the stock- 
market nosedived he found a temporary job in 
London writing lyrics for a musical about the bomb 
dropping on Hiroshima. “An unlikely success, | 
thought,” grimaced Andrew. But it proved to be a 
foot in the door to the West End. 

Andrew got a call from Really Useful Produc- 
tions asking him to a job interview with Trevor 
Nunn. The prospect was daunting, for Nunn is co- 
creator with Andrew Lloyd Webber of the musical 
Cats!and is one of the foremost directors of the Eng- 
lish theatre world. That interview was the turning 
point in Andrew’s career for Nunn spent an hour 
talking with him, then hired Andrew as resident 
director to Webber’s new show Aspects of Love.

Queen’s University Council was provided for in a Statute of 1874 to guarantee graduates 
a voice in how the University operates. The Council meets once a year, usually for a ses- 





sion of one evening and one day in early May. After hearing from the Principal and other 
University officers, Councillors share in discussions on topics of interest and/or concern 
to the Senate and the Board of Trustees. The Council consists of all Senators and Trustees, 
plus an equal number of graduates (currently 98) who are elected by fellow alumni. The 
Council may consider all questions affecting the well-being and prosperity of Queen’s. 
Alumni Councillors and those nominating them must be graduates. However, all alumni 
may vote in the election. (Watch for the January/February 1997 issue of the Review.) 


Graduates are now invited to nominate graduates to succeed those whose terms 
expire in the spring of 1997. 


NOTE: Nominees must be Queen’s graduates and must receive at least five nominations 
by graduates in order to qualify. Nominations must be in writing, signed and received 
by the University Council Secretary before 15 October 1996. (Please use the attached 
nomination form.) Nominators may nominate more than one candidate. Nominators 
should confirm that nominees agree to stand and should give each nominee’s address and 
phone number.

SAFE HAVEN.” THAT PHRASE, 
or something similar, 1s 
heard repeatedly when 
people talk about the 
Dean of Women’s Office 
at Queen’s. For genera- 
: / tions of women students, 
faculty and staff—as well as some men 
—the Office was their avenue of “first 
resort”: a place where they didn’t need 
an appointment and where what they 
said remained confidential. 

Last May, in a report on the restruc- 
turing of equity services at the University, 
Principal William Leggett announced 
the position of Dean of Women would 
be discontinued. Of all the changes en- 
compassed in the restructuring, this one 
has generated some of the strongest and 
most emotional reaction. 

Yet Queen’s is one of only a handful of 
Canadian universities to have retained 
the position, which draws more upon 
American than British tradition. As for- 
mer dean Elspeth Baugh notes, “At many 
universities, once the Dean of Women 
reached retirement age, she simply wasn’t 
replaced.” Why, then, does this institu- 
tion evoke such strong feelings at Queen’s? 

Perhaps part of the answer lies in the 
history of the office itself. In 1884, the first 
four women to graduate from Queen’s 
received Bachelor of Arts degrees, and 
within several years a movement had 
begun to appoint a Dean of Women. It 
wasn’t until 1911, however (when female 
enrolment stood at about 250) that an 
“advisor to women” was hired. In 1918 
the position was retitled and the former 
advisor, Caroline McNeill, became the 
University’s first Dean of Women. 

A significant dimension was added to 
the Dean’s responsibilities in 1925, with 
the opening of Ban Righ Hall. All first- 
year women students under 25 who 
weren't residents of Kingston were re- 
quired to live in Ban Righ or one of its 
annexes, under the supervision of Mc- 
Neill’s successor, Hilda Laird. 

From that date until 1990, every Dean 
of Women has lived in residence, mak- 
ing and enforcing rules governing the 
behavior of women students, both on and 
off-campus. These addressed a wide 
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range of concerns, from curfews and 
late-leaves to the wearing of slacks and 
the perils of plate-stacking. Frances 
(Kennedy) Beames, Arts’53, recalls the 
latter, during the era of Dean A. Vibert 
Douglas. “Dean Douglas was an ad- 
mirable role model: strong, forthright, 
frighteningly intelligent, (and this in the 
1950s, when teen magazines advised girls 
to hide their brains and fake an interest 
in sports, the better to catch a husband). 
I’d never met a woman like her, and I 
was impressed,” says Beames. “She 
wanted us to be ‘ladies,’ and always ad- 
dressed us thusly. Each night, in Ban 
Righ Hall, she presided over dinner. 
Grace was said, dinner was served (by 
fellow students who were paid for the 
task) at tables for eight, and general con- 
versation of an uplifting and educational 
nature was meant to ensue. Stacking our 
plates wasn’t allowed, and invariably re- 
sulted in the Dean’s lifting her power- 
ful contralto in admonition: ‘LADIES! 
DO NOT SCRAPE YOUR PLATES!” 
Reporting to the Ban Righ Board, the 
Dean became increasingly involved in 
the day-to-day management of women’s 
residences. By the 1970’s she had re- 
sponsibility for their entire operation. 
From 1987-90, during Elspeth Baugh’s 
tenure, the management of men’s resi- 
dences was also added to her portfolio. 
In 1990, Baugh relinguished all involve- 
ment in residence administration and 
her office was moved to Mackintosh- 
Corry Hall. “That was a major change 
from what the deans of women had done 
before,” she notes. “And being in Mac- 
Corry, I saw more upper-year students 
who were less likely to come back into

residence to find me.” 

For Baugh, the most satisfying aspects 
of the dean’s job came from her dealings 
with students: “That’s certainly what I 
miss the most,” she says. “The role was 
often that of a listener. Students knew 
that they could come in and say anything 
without fear of repercussions.” Female 
faculty and staff—parucularly in the lat- 
ter part of her term—used the Office in 
the same way. In the late 1980’s and early 
1990’s, the issue of safety for women 
gained prominence, Baugh adds, and 
stress levels at times were very high. 

Jerry Roddy, who acted as assistant to 
the last three deans, feels the office has 
played a significant part in Queen’s his- 
tory. “Each dean has been distinctive, and 
brought her own focus to the job, but 
they’ve all been strong, wonderful 
women,” she says. 

“The office was a place to come where 
people didn’t feel threatened. It wasn’t 
an academic department, and you didn’t 
have to have an appointment. If you 
needed help right away, you could get it. 
“The dean would sometimes take con- 
cerns to relevant administrators, if nec- 
essary,” Roddy continues. “But often just 
having someone listen sympathetically to 
their problems was enough.” @

T WAS QUITE DELIGHTFUL TO READ OF 
my former boss and friend Hugh 
Lawford. If | might, I’d like to fill in a 
little pre-QUIC/LAW history on 

Professor Lawford. 

When I graduated in 1969, I went to 
work for the International Treaty Pro- 
ject which had grown to about 10 or 12 
researchers working in the basement of 
Macdonald Hall on computerising this 
project, which had been then some 10 
years in development. Originally, Law- 
ford had set out to work with First Na- 
tions treaty records, but had discovered 
that, given the history of British record- 
keeping during which archives were reg- 
ularly burned out of their buildings or 
flooded by the Thames, there were sig- 
nificant lacunae. This led to his gather- 
ing records from other sources to fill in 
the gaps. In 1969, the job was to get all 
of this material into 
the computer and 
complete the sur- 
vey of sources. 
QUICKLAW was 
just in its formative 
phases. Many of the 
researchers were 
linguists of one va- 
riety or another. We also had a two or 
more multi-lingual Slovak refugees who 
had been settled in Kingston after the 
latest trouble in that country. It was still 
the 60s; when the government was com- 
ing to visit, we were jokingly asked “to 
wear shoes.” 

The interesting application of this 
treaty project was for former British 
colonies and territories. On becoming 1n- 
dependent, they were in need of records 
of treaties that had been applied to them 
by Great Britain. Lawford’s project de- 
veloped complete records of such treaties 
for all commonwealth countries, partly 
under the auspices of the Canadian In- 
tenational Development Agency and 
partly under what he used to call the De- 
partment of “Eternal” Affairs. As I recall, 
29 countries were supplied with these 
records to 1979, at the time I left the 
Kingston area. It might also be noted that

a user-friendly text-editing system, one 
of the first of its kind in the country. When 
I first came out to UBC, there was noth- 
ing like it available, which certainly lim- 
ited my computer usage of any campus 
computing facilities.

had always been directed to schol- 

arships and bursaries, until | 
switched a few years ago to the Dean of 
Women’s Trust Fund, which provided a 
special kind of student support which | 
liked very much. 

Especially pleasing to me was that it 
was a much needed source of emergency 
assistance, combined with moral sup- 
port, and not confined to women stu- 
dents. In late May and June of this year 
I was shocked to learn that the Dean of 
Women’s resignation had been in effect 
since November 1995, after she’d given 
several months notice of her intention, 
and that the Dean of Women’s office had 
been closed on May 23. 

I was also angry that [ had read, for 
the first time, of these and other dis- 
turbing issues at Queen’s in the Kingston 
newspaper, but not until the decisions 
were imminent. 

[ would have thought that some inti- 
mations of the changes being considered 
would have been relayed to the Review 
and through its pages to interested 
Queen’s people who might have no other 
source of information, and who might 
have liked to express an opinion. 

These would have included not only 
those who had benefitted from the Trust 
Fund, and who'd appreciated the con- 
cerned help of the Dean of Women and 
her staff, but also the contributors whose 
gifts went to scholarships and student 
support—the highest percentage, at 26 
per cent, as I was interested to read in 
the 1995-96 Report to Contributors (July- 
August supplement). Even if only a rel- 
atively small number of these support- 
ers directed their gifts to the Dean of 
Women’s ‘Trust Fund, but, like me are 


angry that the first bit of information 

from Queen’s came on pages 6 and 7 of 

the July/August issue of the Review, there 
are a few fences to be mended.

Revive and redefine the 
role of the Dean of 
Women’s Affairs 





HE RECENT ANNOUNCEMENT ~THAT 
the position of Dean of Women 
should be discontinued” is trou- 
bling. ’d argue that this position 
should be reinstated. 

I was a member of the Queen’s Alum- 
nae Executive Committee—now known 
as the Committee on Womens’ Affairs— 
and a representative to the Alumni As- 
sembly during the period 1992-94. I had 
access then to the many issues which 
concern the administration and alumni 
on behalf of our saison d étre: the students. 

When this close association was con- 
cluded by 1995, the issue of the position 
of the Dean of Women was just emerg- 
ing. Close as lam to the alumni scene in 
general in Kingston, it wasn’t until I at- 
tended a meeting in Dunning Hall about 
the equity decisions that the significance 
of the restructuring plans prompted me 
to become proactive. I’ve studied Prin- 
cipal Leggett’s speech to the University 
Senate (May 23, 1996) and the Report 
of the Principal’s Advisory Committee on 
the Office of the Dean of Women, dated 
April 1996. The Review reaches 83,000 
alumni, and I’ve researched back issues 
without finding any references to the 
academic/administrative position of the 
Dean of Women. Present and past stu- 
dents who have personal knowledge of 
the value of the service of the Office of 
the Dean of Women each had represen- 
tatives on the Principal’s Advisory Com- 
mittee. How did they gather their infor- 
mation/impressions with respect to th: 
position and its future from their con- 





stituencies? I’m one whose voice wasn't 
heard because I didn’t write a letter co the 
Principal for the Committee or lobby on 


the issue. I’m doing it now and hope that 
other alumni will inform you of their 
views. The May-June issue of the Review 
carried the results cf the recent alumni 
survey. The graph on page 16 (“Gender

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distribution by age”) shows four quad- 
rants and it’s in only the last quadrant, 
those born between 1961-81, that female 
students become a small majority. The 
graph on page 14 (“Queen’s greatest 
strengths”) shows that Queen’s reputa- 
tion and tradition rank second and third 
after the primary strength: quality of aca- 
demic programs. Queen’s has had a 
unique reputation of being one of the 
few Canadian universities to retain the 
position of Dean of Women. The tradi- 
tions for women have been eroded when 
Levana, then the Alumnae Association, 
and now the position of the Dean of 
Women, have ceased to exist as policy 
of equity. When “the responsibility for 
equity in this University should be the 
responsibility of everyone,” the only ac- 
countability will be personal, and no re- 
porting process up the line can admin- 
ister such complexities. The position of 
the Dean of Women has always served 
the students of Queen’s and the admin- 
istrative /policy levels as well. 

When I attended Queen’s (1936-39) 
there were approximately 400 women 
and 1,000 men students. The importance 
of the office and role of mentorship/lead- 
ership for women students has constantly 
expanded over the years. The women 
who were Deans were role models, in- 
sightful, encouraging, and stimulating. 
Currently women students are a major- 
ity at Queen’s and this represents at least 
one aspect of Gender Equality of the 
student community. A policy of institu- 
uonal equity in essence pertains to the 
fairness of the culture and conditions 
under which people work and live, in 
Queen’s case, where students gather to 
learn. Equity has a financial aspect of 
governance and operation of the insti- 
tution. The faculty and staff now have 
their union associations to be vigilant 
on their behalf. What the Principal’s Re- 
port omits is Gender Equality. 

Gender Equality, the balancing of the 
roles of the people who form the entire 
population of the University, 1s not a 
term, or a factor, in the Report from the 
Principal’s Advisory Committee. The 
issue became one of equity and a posi- 
tion of the University Advisor on Eq- 
uity 1s recommended. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has recently restructured its 
Department on Women’s Issues into “Sta- 
tus of Women: Canada”. In the publica- 
tion Setting the Stage for the Next Century: 
the Federal Plan for Gender Equality, an 1n- 


troductory quote is: “the quest for gen- 
der equality has been a vigorous and vital 
stream of change in Canada in the last 
three decades, a current that cuts across 
all the issues of the day and touches each 
of our lives. Gender equality by definition, 
involves both women and men as part- 
ners in the quest for fairness and in the 
benefits of equality. These changes will be 
vital to the future well-being of our 
daughters and sons.” The impression was 
conveyed that the recent restructuring at 
Queen’s wasn’t a cost- saving measure. If 
that’s the case, I'd urge that the position 
of the Dean of Women and this Office be 
revived and redefined so that they can 
continue to give leadership to students 

in this vacillating society.

Fond recollections 
of the Biological 
Research Station 


HE QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY BIOLOGICAL 
Research Station at Lake Opinicon 
celebrated its 50th anniversary this 
summer. I’d like to share a few trea- 
sured recollections from having spent 
part of two successive summers (1962/63) 
at the Station. I was an unofficial station 
worker/guest graduate chemistry stu- 
dent through the courtesy of S.R. “Ted” 
Brown, Arts’51, MA’52, 
who’d been appointed 
Station director in 1959, 
Prior to Brown’s ap- 
pointment, the first such 
specific appointment 
since the initial term by 
Wes Curran, the Station 
had been managed in se- 
quence by Harold 
Good, Al West, and then 
jointly for a year or two 
by Jack Vallentyne and 
Jim Bendell. Ted man- 
aged the station for 13 years until 1972, 
thus it’s appropriate that at least a sta- 
tion lab (the $.R. Brown Lab) was named 
after him since his background in lim- 
nology, together with his natural and sen- 
sitive feeling for the environment and its 
protection, endeared him to the post and 
to the many students and fellow scien- 
usts who passed through each year under 
his guidance. 

The serenity and harmony of nature 
could be sensed best in the early morn- 
ing light. Sometimes, if one were up and 
around early, there would be a special 
prize such as the lunar moth resting on 
the station bell used to sound the meal 
calls and this is no ordinary bell—it’s be- 
lieved to be the original bell of Queen’s 
University. 

The numerous small islands through- 
out this rather large and convoluted lake 
provided excellent isolated habitats for 
studying the nature of small mammals. 





While at the station in the early summer 
of 1961, Barrie K. Gilbert, Arts’62, one 
of Ted’s students adopted and cared for 
a family of orphaned raccoons, much to 
the interest and delight of others on camp. 
Feeding the raccoons proved to be a 
problem until Barrie mastered the art of 
squirting the milk between their partially 
opened jaws. They looked most cute 
when picked up and transported by 
grasping the loose skin on the back of 
the neck. 

One of Ted’s first graduate students 
at the Station was Charles A. (Sandy) 
Lewis, Arts’59, BSc’60, MSc’66. Sandy 
was involved in determining the impact 
of sports fishing on black bass popula- 
tions in Lake Opinicon. Sandy and Ted 
became good friends of Orme Baxter and 
Dick Mahoney, Chaffey’s Locks residents 
and fishing guides for Opinicon and the 
surrounding lakes. It was through Ma- 
honey that the location of the ruins of 
one of three old Rideau barges was 
learned to be in Brook’s Bay off Brook’s 
Peninsula that were used in earlier times

to transport phosphate rock and mica 
from mining sites on the mainland to 
Kingston for processing. Cliff Meyer, 
BSc’61, Meds’65, a very practical Corn- 
wall lad, worked closely with Ted Brown 
each summer for several years at the Sta- 
tion performing general maintenance 1n- 
cluding electrical and plumbing servic- 
ing. He graduated from Medical Schoo! 
and became a member of a group of suc- 
cessful Kingston family physicians, and, 
also in later years, a Kingston coroner.

The new Donald Gordon Centre opens 


N 1841 WHEN NOTED KINGSTON AR- 
chitect William Coverdale built the 
elegant limestone mansion called 
Roselawn for a local lawyer, he 
could never have dreamed that 
more than 150 years later that same 
house would be the hub of a world- 
class business and conference centre. 

This fall, the Donald Gordon Centre 
will reopen after $10 million in renova- 
tions. The new facility, which 
is handicapped accessible 
and completely wired for 
computer use by guests, also 
boasts three state-of-the-art 
conference rooms, 80 bed- 
rooms, ample free parking 
for guests, a 120-seat dining 
room, 11 small meeting 
rooms, an on-site English- 
style pub, a fitness area, a 
pastoral central courtyard, 
and much more. 

“A lot of thought has gone into this 
project,” says Alex Zikakis, Director of 
Conference Services. “We designed with 
comfort and productivity in mind. We 
looked at such things as room size, con- 
ference facilities, technological demands, 
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special needs requirements, security, 
parking, and lighting.” 

Although Roselawn was built in 1841, 
updating it and the rest of the Centre 
didn’t present any major problems for the 
design team headed by project architect 
John Cook, of Griffiths, Rankin & Cook 
in Ottawa. Cook says Roselawn remains 
the focal point of the complex and de- 
signers have worked hard at amalgamat- 
ing both old with new by re- 
ferring to historical pictures. 
“Although we’re putting on 
new additions, we’re blend- 
ing past with present through 
our color selections, both in- 
terior and exterior; color is 
one of the linking aspects,” 
Cook explains. “Our selec- 
tions are comparable to the 
period in which the house 
was built.” 

Even so, the new centre 
will be different, aesthetically speaking. 
“We’re lightening woodwork and re- 
moving valances in order to create a more 
open space with a lighter, airy feel,” ex- 
plains Alex Zikakis.

" ANY WOMEN OF QUEEN’S FEEL 
a dual loyalty to the interests 
of the University and the in- 
terests of women at Queen’s. 
Bringing the two together 
isn’t always easy, but that’s 
« # the intent of a new initiative 
being discussed by some women of 
Queen’s. The focus 1s on strengthening 
those elements in Queen’s that have his- 
torically been fostered by the women of 
Queen’s through their Alumnae Associ- 
ation and the Deans of Women—the 
learning, caring, and wisdom at the core 
of Queen’s traditions. 

Promotion of “the general interests of 
the University” was a specified aim of 
the Alumnae Association, appearing in 
the Association’s earliest constitution in 
1911. Promotion of Queen’s interests 1s 
something Queen’swomen have always 
done and will continue to do. 

At the same time, women of Queen’s 
have been concerned about their own 
interests. Queen’swomen have long mem- 
ories. With the abrupt and controversial 
extinguishment of the office of Dean of 
Women late this spring, (“a consensus was 
reached that not all could share,” reported 
the Principal) the women of Queen’s are 
remembering their Deans of Women. 
Wise counsellors to a succession of prin- 
cipals, respected scholars, successful ad- 
ministrators of residences, mentors and 
advisors to generations of students,

are not and will not 


be forgotten.” 
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creators of innovative programs, 
supporters of improved status 
for women at the University 
and elsewhere—the Deans of 
Women at Queen’s are not and 
will not be forgotten. These 





memories, in turn, are reminders 
of the long history of women 
at Queen’s and the prejudices 
faced by successive generations. 
Queen’swomen remember the 
determination and tireless fund- 
raising for the first women’s res- 
idence, Ban Righ Hall, and that 
these efforts did not meet with 
full-hearted support from the 
men on the Board of ‘Trustees. 
(The Queen’s Alumni Memory 
Book speaks of “rebuffs,” “the 
battle royal,” and “the Alumnae, 
in cold rage....”) 

It is also remembered that the 
battle was won, the residences 
were administered in the man- 
ner that the women wished (as 
part of the learning environment 
of the University), and it was funds ac- 
cruing from the women’s good manage- 
ment of the women’s residences that 
made possible the establishment of the 
Ban Righ Foundation. Today, when 
women undergraduates are numerous, 
when many battles have been won, when 
the offices of Chancellor, Registrar, and 
Secretary of the University have been 
held by women (although not yet all the 
deanships, the vice principalships or the 
principalship itself), there are still out- 
standing questions about the role of 
women at Queen’s. A number of these 
were listed by philosophy professor 
Christine Overall in a recent article in the 
Kingston Whig Standard. 

The form that the new initiative will 
take has yet to be determined. The spirit 
of 1911, and the creation of Ban Righ 
Hall, stand as example, and challenge. So 
too do the many functions of the office of 
Dean of Women which, throughout its 
history, have often seemed to be less vis- 
ible to others than to the women of the 
University. Perhaps a review, re-vision- 
ing, and celebration of the role of women 
at Queen’s, convened in the Year 2000— 





The first women graduated from Queen’s in 
1884, and the movement began to appoint 
a Dean Of Women. The first “advisor to 
women” was appointed in 1911. 





the 100th anniversary of the founding of 
the Alumnae Association—might be a 
fitting tribute to those hard-working 
Deans of Women and women alumnae— 
indeed to all women of Queen’s. It could 
also accelerate needed reforms. 

Today, more than ever, the full par- 
ticipation of women 1s vital not only to 
women at Queen’s and to the affairs of 
the Queen’s community, but to public 
affairs generally and to a human future 
for the family of humankind.

Cut now, pay later 


UTBACK” HAS BECOME THE 
buzzword of the day. 
Governments everywhere 
are slashing their spend- 
ing. As they do so, uni- 
versities, hospitals, and 
other publicly- funded in- 
stitutions are forced to make do with 
less—in some cases a lot less. Queen’s is 
no exception. The University’s adminis- 
tration is still struggling to cope with the 
impact of last spring’s $18-million cutin 
provincial operating grants. 

Eighteen million. Those two words 
roll off the tongue so easily, and yet... 
they have such meaning. Especially ata 
place like Queen’s, whose raison d étre 1s 
education, research and expanding the 
boundaries of human knowledge, not 
turning out widgets or cans of pop. Un- 
like a business, where the bottom line is 
profit, a university can’t simply scale back 
“production” by turning out fewer grads, 
lowering the quality of education it pro- 
vides, or shutting down research pro- 
jects. Despite what some all-knowing 
ideologues and politicians would have 
us believe, it simply doesn’t work that 
way when you're dealing with people. 
Sure, we can cut now, but we'll inevitably 
pay later. Many times over, especially in 
an increasingly globalized economy. 

The new Queen’s is leaner, all right, 
but it continues to be committed to doing 
what it’s always done so well—provide 
all qualified students with a top-notch 
education. The dilemma, of course, is 
how to do so while still remaining af- 
fordable to prospective students. 

The government now caps tuitions 
and tuition hikes. Even so, nowadays it 
costs more than $3,400 (Can.) for an un- 
dergraduate to attend Queen’s; that fig- 
ure rises to about $13,000 per year, if you 
include books and living expenses. 

Whether or not you agree user fees 
are the way to go—after all, that’s what 
tuition is, a user fee—there’s no doubt the 
“users” in this case are people, financially 
dependent for the most part, who must 
either ante up or drop out. 

It’s a myth that Queen’s is “a rich per- 
son’s school.” In the 1995-96 school year, 
40 per cent of students at this Univer- 





sity—more than 6,000 people in total— 
received some form of government as- 
sistance. If they hadn’t, many of them 
wouldn’t have been here. 

On pages 14-15, Queen’s communi- 
cations officer Alison Holt, with some 
help from colleague Celia Andersen and 
freelance writer Alec Ross, introduces 
us to three deserving students who've 
benefited from the kind of financial as- 
sistance that last spring’s funding cuts 
have put into jeopardy. 

Fortunately, Queen’s Park sometimes 
gives even as it takes away. A new provin- 
cial program called the Ontario Study 
Opportunity Trust Fund (OSOTF) will 
help improve student assistance initia- 
tives at Ontario’s universities. Under the 
OSOTF initiative, the province will 
match all charitable donations made be- 
tween May 8, 1996 and March 31, 1997, 
for endowed student aid funds. Queen’s 
has made the OSOTF program one of 
its fundraising priorities. Rightly so. Ac- 
cessibility is a concept that goes to the 
heart of what post-secondary education 
is all about. 

Maybe it sounds corny, or trite. But if 
you've earned a degree at Queen’s (or at 
any other publicly-funded university), 
you've benefited from the generosity of 
others. Now it’s time to give someone 
else the same oportunity that you en- 
joyed. The OSOTF slogan is “generos- 
ity worth repeating.” 

Please take a moment to consider the 
real meaning of those words. If you're 
able to do so, why not help out a de- 
serving student who’s now studying at 
Queen’s, just as you once did. =9—K.C.

The Agnes Etherington Art Centre is home to one of Canada’s 
finest art collections as well as a world renowned art conservation 


program. However, the aging facility—which is also an important 
link between the campus and the greater Kingston communities— 
is urgently in need of renovation and expansion. As a result, the 


Agnes has recently launched its first ever-capital campaign.

HE AGNES HAS ONE OF THE COUNTRY’S FINEST 
art collections. Among its myriad holdings 
are hundreds of beautiful works—includ- 
ing modern Canadian and American art; 
Inuit carvings; African sculptures, masks, 
and other artifacts; 16th and 17th Century Euro- 
pean paintings; ornate silverware; and, one of North 
America’s finest assemblages of historical gowns 
and costumes. But director David McTavish and 
his staff face a major problem. 
The Agnes lacks the space and technological re- 
sources to display anything more than a tiny por- 
uon of the art it now stores, much of it in the cli- 
mate-controlled basement. 

“The facility is bursting at the seams, with a 
permanent collection of more than 11,000 works 
of art,” explains Sarah Dalton, of the University’s 
development office. “Most people don’t realize 
that apart from the national collections in Ottawa, 
the Agnes 1s Ontario’s third largest gallery—be- 
hind only the Art Gallery of Ontario and the Royal 
Ontario Museum in Toronto. The Agnes badly 
needs to be renovated, expanded, and brought up 
to today’s standards.” 

David McTavish says there are pressing rea- 
sons for the expansion. One 1s the necessity of pre- 
serving the Agnes’s existing collection and the 1879 
house that was donated by Agnes Etherington as 
the original art centre. Another 1s the need to up- 
grade facilities to accommodate traveling exhibi- 
uons that currently don’t stop at Queen’s. 

Then, too, it’s important to remember that the

Agnes 1s also a teaching facility (Agnes director 
McTavish teaches in and heads the Department of 
Art.) Queen’s is one of the few universities—if not 
the only one in Canada—that offers both PhD and 
Master’s programs in Art History, a unique Mas- 
ter’s degree in Art Conservation, and an under- 
graduate fine arts program. All of these can con- 
tinue to exist only with the support of top-quality 
facilities. As Shirley L. Thomson, the director of 
the National Gallery of Canada, explains, “To 
study a Rembrandt in context, to analyze works 
by Casson with a conservation laboratory within 
reach, to explore symbolism through a century of 
art, is a student’s education as near to the ideal 
mandate of a university as one can hope.” 
McTavish nods his head in agreement while 
noting there’s yet another vital reason the Agnes 
must be upgraded: the permanent collection can’t 
be expanded to until facilities are upgraded. As a 
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result, Queen’s is forced to carefully consider any 
and all potential gifts or purchases. 

There’s no more striking example of the impact 
this has than the dilemma McTavish found him- 
selfin when Drs. Isabel and Alfred Bader (the same 
benefactors who donated Herstmonceux Castle 
to Queen’s) offered the University the rest of their 
superb collection of 17th century Dutch paintings, 
including several Rem- 
brandts. Since the late 
1960s, the Baders have 
given Queen’s more 
than 120 works. The 
additional paintings are 
worth an estimated $40 
million (Can.)—about 
twice the value of the AF’s existing collection. If 
the gift is made, it would be the largest of its kind 
ever given to a Canadian art centre or museum. 
The problem was that Agnes director McTavish 
couldn’t accept the Bader gift, knowing he couldn’t 
store—let alone display—the art. 

Not to worry, the 
Baders said; they agreed 
to hold onto their col- 
lection if Queen’s was 
willing to commit itself 
to expand and improve 
the Agnes to accept it. 
But if the University 
can’t or isn’t able to ac- 
cept the Bader collec- 
tion, it very well could 
go instead to an Amer- 
ican art museum; there’s 
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Spot on Red (1960) by 

Jack Bush (facing page) 

and The Education of Mary 
(1662) by Francois Verwilt 
(above)—one of 120 
priceless Dutch paintings 
donated to Queen's by Drs. 
Isabel and Alfred Bader—are 
among the Agnes Ethering- 
ton's 11,000-piece perma- 
nent collection. Displaying 
and storing the works has 
become a major concern for 
Agnes director and art 
department head David 
McTavish (at left in photo 
below) and assistant director 
and curator Dorothy Farr.

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no shortage of willing takers. 

“If that happened, it would be a big loss to 
Queen’s, the Kingston community, and Canada,” 
says Dalton. “The Bader’s offer is a fabulous once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity. Not only would it be a 
real coup to add the collection to the Agnes’s hold- 
ings since it would give Queen’s a superb collec- 
tion of old Masters. It would be an enormous boost 
to the local economy. The paintings are likely to at- 
tract many visitors to campus. At present, about 
30,000 people tour the Agnes each year.” 

It was with all of this in mind that on October 
25 the Art Centre launched its first-ever fundrais- 
ing effort ever—an ambitious $6 million capital 
campaign to raise the money for a planned ex- 
pansion and renovation. Chair of the national cam- 
paign is well-known Toronto arts patron Margo 
Bindhardt, while volunteer par excellence Marie 
Shales, of Kingston, is regional chair. 

What better way to get the campaign started, 
asks Bindhardt, than with the opening of a major 
art exhibition? Wisdom, Knowledge, and Magic: The 
Image of the Scholar in 17th Century Dutch Artis the 
title of the show that will be on view at the Agnes 
until April 13. It showcases 40 paintings and prints 
from the “Golden Age” of Dutch art by such artists 














as Rembrandt, Pieter Brueghel the Elder, Hen- 
drick Goltzius, Jan Lievens, and Govert Flinck. 
The works have been drawn from the Agnes’s own 
collection, and from those of the Baders, the Na- 
tional Gallery of Canada, the Art Gallery of On- 
tario, the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York, and other private collections. 

“The paintings in the exhibition were selected 
by a group of seven art history grad students, led by 
Dr. Volker Manuth, the Bader Chair of Northern 
Baroque Art,” explains David McTavish. Manuth 
is well known on the international scene and is the 
only non-Dutch member of the prestigious Ams- 
terdam-based Rembrandt Research Project. 

In addition to a $500,000 federal government 
grant, the Agnes hopes to raise funds by appeal- 
ing to alumni, friends of Queen’s, and patrons of 
the arts across North America. The Gallery As- 
sociation, headed by Dr. Ned Franks, political stud- 
ies, has pledged $250,000, and a 28-member Coun- 
cil of Friends of the Agnes comprised of many 
high-profile alumni and benefactors, has come for- 
ward to lend support. 

“I think these people realize there’s a lot more 
to the Agnes—or any art gallery, for that matter— 
than paintings hanging on a wall. The Agnes is a 
place where art can be 
seen and appreciated by 
everyone, but it’s also a 
building where teach- 
ing, scholarly research, 
and art conservation 
and restoration occur. 
The Agnes is a won- 
derful facility, and it’s 
about to become even 
better, with a little help 
from its friends,” says

HE BEHIND THE SCENES PLANNING for the Agnes Etherington Art Centre’s capital expansion project has been right 
on target since May, when the University appointed the joint architectural team of Shoalts and Zaback Architects Ltd. 
and AJ. Diamond, Donald Schmitt & Company. The entire consortium brings together a wealth of talent with con- 
siderable institutional and public art gallery experience. 

The firm Shoalts and Zaback is Kingston-based, with Gerry Shoalts as the project architect. AJ. Diamond, Donald Schmitt 
and Company is a Toronto firm, with Don Schmitt as the principal architect. Their previous projects include renovations to 
the Ontario Legislative Assembly; restoration and renovation of the Toronto Historical Board building; design of Jerusalem 
City Hall, Israel; the Creative Arts Centre at U.B.C.; and, renovations to Macdonald Hall, home of the Queen’s law faculty, 

The engineering team members are JSA Energy Analysts Inc. for the mechanical system development, Blackwell Engi- 
neering Limited for the structural design and Carinci Burt Rogers Engineering, Inc. for the electrical and lighting requirements. 

The architectural team faces an innovative challenge—to come up with a design that’s explicit in its definition of the Agnes’s 
function and sensitive of its role and physical presence both on campus and in the greater Kingston community. The design plans 
also need to incorporate, as a major part of the project, environmental factors for the protection of the Agnes’s art collection. 

The architectural design development and budget planning for merging the original 1879 house and the five extensions 
which were built at various times between 1920 and 1985 into a functional and cost effective aesthetic design were still being 
reviewed at the time of writing. The architectural plans will include new exhibition and storage spaces, more accessible pub- 
lic facilities and a major upgrade of the Agnes’s mechanical and electrical systems. 

Special care must be taken to ensure the relative humidity levels necessary for art collection protection do not penetrate 
the facades of the existing structures, in particular, the original 1879 house. Such moisture penetration would eventually cause 
severe structural damage. 

The academic faculty of the University’s Art Conservation 
Program, the conservators with the Department of Canadian 
Heritage and the Capital Project's engineers, have co-ordi- 
nated their expertise and provided the Agnes with the cur- 
rent scientific and conservation data necessary to consider the 
preservation of the art collection. The Agnes’s project team 
must balance these exacting needs with the budget, and pro- 
vide an acceptable comfort level for the visitors. 

During the summer, the team inspected the existing build- 
ing deficiencies, the Agnes’s functional program needs and 
the Campus Planning and Engineering requirements. The re- 
sults of the architectural cost and site analysis outline if it is 
more cost effective to demolish the single storey 1960s wing 
and rebuild the expansion on the north side of the property 
or to renovate the 1960s wing and expand the southeast cor- 
ner of the site. 

The two design options were presented at the October 
1996 Board of Trustees’ Campus Planning and Development

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Drama at Queen's has a long and often very distinguished history. 
Standing among the well-worn old seats of Convocation Hall Theatre, gazing 
up at its ornamental wooden beams and cracked plaster, it’s hard not to feel 


something of that part of it which has unfolded wi:hin those walls.

EARLY A CENTURY HAS PASSED SINCE CON- 
vocation Hall made its theatrical debut, 
in November of 1899, when S. W. Dyde, 
Professor of Mental Philosophy, formed 
the dramatic club which would eventu- 
ally become the Queen’s University Dra- 
matic Guild. For its inaugural produc- 
tion, the club chose Shakespeare’s As You 
Like It. The play was presented one act at a time 
over five successive Tuesday afternoons. 

The peculiar schedule was partly an attempt to 
ensure that having sufficient rehearsal time to 
mount Shakespeare’s comedy would not impinge 
on students’ more serious studies. Alas, not every- 
one was content. In her book Dyama at Queen's, Erd- 
mute Waldhauer notes how The Queen's Journal 
warned its readers of the club’s “inevitable evil”— 
that “it might be the means of switching honest 
men and women into that hopeless life of the stage.” 

Notwithstanding the moral peril, drama and 
theatre at Queen’s flourished and grew. They con- 
tinue to do so. 
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In the early years, the Guild’s specialities were 
Shakespeare and romantic drama. By 1920, how- 
ever, the growing demand for the sort of realism 
and “relevance” found in Ibsen and Shaw, resulted 
in the formation of a second drama group, the Fac- 
ulty Players. Under the direction of the late Dr. 
William “Doc” Angus, LLD’90, the Faculty Play- 
ers mounted the national premieres of plays by 
Coward and Shaw, while the Drama Guild sparked 
the talents of such notable Canadians as Rob- 
ertson Davies, BA’36, LLD’62; Lorne Greene, Arts’37, 
LLYD’71; Sandy Webster, Arts’49; and, Herman 
Voaden, BA’23, MA’26. 

It was Voaden who taught the first theatre course 
at Queen’s, a 1934 sum- 
mer school offering en- 
titled “The Acting and 
Staging of Drama.” The 
following year saw the 
production of Voaden’s 
play Rocks, in which he 
introduced his “Sym- 
phonic Expressionism,” 
the term he used to de- 
scribe his unusual imag- 
inative integration of 
light, music, dance and 
rhythmic speech 1n dra- 
matic production. (Al- 
though Voaden died in 
1990, his contribution 
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to drama at Queen’s continues, for in his will he 
bequeathed a significant sum of money to the 
Drama Department to promote Canadian play- 
writing. Next year, the Department will host the 
first Herman Voaden National Playwriting Com- 
petition, an exciting development, but one which 
makes more urgent the Department’s current ren- 
ovation plans, the latest in a long series.) 

In 1937 Doc Angus joined the English Depart- 
ment and succeeded Herman Voaden as the in- 
structor of the summer theatre courses. Doc over- 
saw the construction of a proper stage and 
proscenium arch in Con Hall, and updated the 
stage equipment, including new lighting facilities, 
all at a cost of approximately $3,000. On the aca- 
demic side, there were also important develop- 
ments: by 1941 the Summer School offered three 
drama courses— Stagecraft, Directing and Act- 
ing; then, in 1947, the Department of Drama (only 
the second such department in the country) was 
established, with Doc as its head. 

However, while the official standing and the 
scope of dramatic activities had increased, space, 
unfortunately, hadn’t. When in 1963 Fred Euringer 
succeeded Doc Angus as the Head and entire teach- 
ing staff of the Department, he remembers having 
to teach the sole core course (“Drama 1”) in a dark 
subterranean corner of Theological Hall, which 
served as office, classroom, and student lounge. 
The long, low basement room had no overhead 
lighting—Doc had rigged a linked system of pull-

When Biology departed in 1965, leaving the 
thawing foxes as a parting gift, the Drama De- 
partment began the first 
in a series of expansions, 
taking over the whole 
basement and parts of 
the first floor. 

The shortage of stor- 
age and rehearsal space 
in Theological Hall has 
always posed problems. 
FredmEuringer recalls 
having to toss out every 
stock flat and paper 
mache rock from the 
Angus era, to create cor- 
ridor space so the actors 
crossing under the Con- 
vocation Hall stage 





could make their entrances. In the late 1960s, four 
mathematicians were coaxed from their offices to 
make room for a cobbled-together scenery shop. 

By the early 1980s, a first floor classroom was 
transformed into a studio theatre and acting work- 
shop, while the old Medical Library (in the build- 
ing’s west wing) was refurbished as an intimate 
thrust theatre called the Rotunda. 

Recently, Theological Hall has had so much 
trouble containing the mass of scholarly and the- 
atrical activity that the Drama Department has 
initiated its own fundraising campaign to revitalise 
its spaces—which now extend to two-and-a-half 
floors and three theatres. Student rehearsals, scene 
study work, and other class preparation goes on 
everywhere at all hours of the day and night. Stair- 
wells, hallways, offices, even bathrooms and broom 
closets, are constantly buzzing with intense dia- 
logues, making casual visitors to the Department 
occasionally feel as if they’ve entered a Strind- 
bergian nightmare. More than 30 student and fac- 
ulty-directed productions take place in depart- 
mental theatre spaces each year. In fact, production 
activity has grown so steadily that at least six stu- 
dent productions had to be performed in off-cam- 
pus venues last year. 

From a small but determined core of Drama 
students filling Theological Hall’s lower depths in 
the 1960s to a vibrant body of more than 200 full- 
and part-time students in the concentration 1n the 
1990s, the Department has seen its curriculum 
swell from a single course offering to more than 
40 in recent years. Even 
in its early subterranean 
days, the Department 
had a centre and vital 
essence, but its innova- 
tive new curriculum — 
integrating to the fullest degree the study and prac- 
tice of theatre—has required an ever-growing 
amount of physical space. In 1996, a record num- 
ber of more than 1,000 student enrolments has 
jammed classrooms and theatre spaces non-stop. 
But, despite over-crowding, students and instruc- 
tors—in a true theatrical spirit— continue to im- 
provise with limited facilities to keep the approach 
to learning fresh. The shortage of university funds 
to upgrade or renovate has, of course, been a prob- 
lem in “the current climate.” 

On the other hand, alumni support for theatre 
renovations, particularly to the campus landmark, 
Convocation Hall, 1s just beginning to show signs 
of reflecting the collaborative effort that all who 
have been touched by one of North America’s old- 
est drama departments have come to expect.

NEW CENTRE FOR 
aboriginal students 
is Opening at 72 
Queen’s Crescent. 
The facility has been a 
dream of members of the 
Queen’s Aboriginal 
Council since the council 
was established in the fall 
of 1992. It’s believed the 
campus location will be 
vital to attracting new 
aboriginal students to 
Queen’s and in keeping 
them enrolled. The Cen- 
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tre provides a focal point 
for aboriginals at the Uni- 
versity, somewhere to 
meet, give and receive 
support, study, and par- 
ticipate in programs and 
activities. Three aborigi- 
nal staff members are 
using the Centre as a base 
for their work: Robert 
Lovelace, Aboriginal 
Counselor; Melanie 
Howard, Arts’95, Aborigi- 
nal Outreach Officer; and 
Lynn Manitowabi- 
Mianskum, Social Issues 
and Education Officer. 
The Center also houses 
the office of the Native 
Student Association. 


Funding for the staff po-

Her coach at Queen’s 
was Rolf Lund, who re- 
cently retired as athletics 
director. Rolf remembers 
Melody as being a very 
dedicated athlete, “She’s 
certainly one of the most 
outstanding athletes I 
ever worked with, and 
she and I became good 
friends, too,” says Rolf. 

Melody retired from 
competition in 1991 to 
pursue a Master’s degree 
in PhysEd and coach at 
Queen’s. It’s her desire to 
work with young people 
that’s the impetus behind 
her involvement with 
high school athletes, es- 
pecially young women. 

She’s disturbed there’s 
currently only one Cana- 
dian female shotputter 
competing internation- 
ally. Melody says there’s 
a definite “genderization” 
in sports; that explains 
why shotputting doesn’t 
attract more women. “It’s 
unacceptable for women 
because in this sport you 
have to be big and very 
strong. It just doesn’t 


meet with the beauty 
standards of our society. 
That’s the first thing 
young girls tell me when 
they start training: I don’t 
want to get big,” she says. 
Every year Melody at- 
tends clinics and 
seminars throughout 
North America. She also 
keeps in touch with other 
coaches and reads many 
books on strength condi- 
tioning—all with an eye 
to creating efficient and 
innovative training pro- 
grams. “Melody has 
brought a major contri- 
bution to the Queen’s 
PhysEd department,” 
says Rolf Lund.

Going out a winner 


OST COACHES LABOR 
their entire careers 
without winning a 
single champi- 
onship. In contrast, Al 
Ferguson, the recently 
retired coach of the 
Queen’s Golden Gaels 
rugby team, celebrated 
eight OUAA champi- 
onships in his eight years 
guiding the team. 

After playing “serious” 
rugby until his early 30s, 
the native of England saw 
coaching as the next logi- 
cal step. “Becoming a 
coach was a great way of 
staying involved without 
getting hurt anymore,” 
he says with a laugh. Fer- 
guson’s coaching stint 
with the Gaels began in 
1987 and, except for a 
one year hiatus in 1992, 
ran uninterrupted until 
last season. 

Certainly a wealth of 
skilled players was the 
one reason for Queen’s 
success, but Ferguson is 
quick to note that on 
many occasions, the team 
competed against equally 
talented squads and he 
says it was Queen’s spirit 
that gave his Gaels their 
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edge. “It was probably 
worth five points a 
game,” he says. 

Of all the lessons Fer- 
guson sought to teach his 
players, he says one of 
the most important was 
that to be successful, you 
must concentrate on 
your own job and not 
rely on others to bail you 
out. He’s especially 
proud of the fact that 
during his coaching 
tenure, he can’t recall a 
player who left Queen’s 
without graduating. 

Ferguson believes 
most of his players would 
probably agree the time 
they spent in the rugby 
program was their most 
significant learning expe- 
rience at Queen’s, It 
taught them to recognize 
the effort required to 
reach their goals. A good 
example of this was the 
$20,000 the players 
raised to cover the costs 
of a road trip to Scotland 
last spring. Queen’s won 
all but one game on the 


trip, a narrow defeat to 
the reigning Scottish 
champions, Edinburgh 
University. “To have 
beaten Edinburgh would 
have been the equivalent 
of the Queen’s football 
team defeating Notre 
Dame,” says Ferguson, 
and it’s proof that the 
Queen’s rugby team is 
good enough to play any- 
where in the world. 

Now that he’s hung up 
his coach’s whistle, Fer- 
guson is spending more 
time with his two young 
kids, focusing on his 
teaching in physiology, 
enjoying the many 
friendships he made dur- 
ing his Queen’s coaching 
career, and (of course!) 
watching a little rugby.

Ingrid Gagnon has studied 
them all, and she’s confident that knowledge of 
those subjects will give her a solid grounding for 
a career in... something. But what, exactly? 

“You get that question a lot when you study clas- 
sics and philosophy,” laughs Ingrid, a 25-year-old 
Chicoutimi, Que., native who’s now in her third 
year at Queen’s. Actually, Ingrid knows what she 
wants: to work as a journalist. Fortunately, she’s al- 
ready had practical experience. In her final years 
of CEGEP in Jonquiére, Quebec, Ingrid studied 
journalism and served an internship at a radio sta- 
tion in Gaspé. After graduating, she worked at a 
small French-language weekly newspaper in Iro- 
quois Falls in northern Ontario, then did a stint as 
a newsroom researcher and reporter at CBON, 
the Radio-Canada affiliate in Sudbury. 

In 1994 she enrolled at Queen’s, where, in 1980, 
her mother, Lucie (Plourde) Gagnon, earned her 
BA in psychology . Unfortunately, paying for tu- 
ition and living expenses posed problems for In- 
grid. As a Quebec resident, she was ineligible for 
provincial government grants for studies outside 
the province. And since she wasn’t a full-time On- 
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tario resident, she couldn’t receive Ontario gov- 
ernment loans. The answer to Ingrid’s financial 
worries lay in the Second Language Monitor Pro- 
gram (a federal government program that enabled 
her to study at Queen’s while helping teach French 
part-time) and various Queen’s student assistance 
programs offered by the Ban Righ Foundation, the 
Dean of Women, and the University Chaplain. To- 
gether, those programs helped fund her first two 
years of higher education. 

And Queen’s continues to help. Last summer 
Ingrid worked on campus at the Review as part of 
the Summer Work Experience Program. The 
money she earned is helping pay this year’s rent. 
When she graduates in 1998, Ingrid hopes to travel 
to Europe to see the ancient ruins she’s so far only 
read about. “A university is a great place, but some- 
times you've got to crawl out of it and see the real 
world,” she says. —by Alec Ross 


ROBIN LUNN: single mom with a dream 


Two years ago, a university degree was the fur- 
thest thought from Robin Lunn’s mind. 

After all, in 1993, Robin, a mother of a 18-month 
old baby girl, had just moved to Kingston from 
Winnipeg and separated from her husband. One day

she chatted with a woman who'd recently gradu- 
ated from Queen’s. Out of the blue, the woman 
handed Robin an admissions form and urged her 
to submit it. 

“I never thought Queen’s would accept me,” re- 
calls Robin, 28, a New Brunswick native who’s one 
history credit short of a high school diploma. But 
the woman said, ‘Just do it. ” So Robin did, and 
found herself enrolled in a first-year math course. 

These days, Robin has two children and she’s 
still studying at Queen’s via correspondence, until 
the new baby gets a little older. So far she’s com- 
pleted four courses in math and psychology, often 
working until 2 a.m. to finish assignments. Her goal 
is a career 1n child psychology. “Psychology deals 
with life, and I’ve kind of majored in life in the last 
few years,” Robin explains. 

Her Queen’s courses are made financially pos- 
sible by funds from the Ontario Special Bursary 
Plan, which covers her tuition, books, and child 
care expenses, provided she takes a certain num- 
ber of courses per term. She also receives funds 
from the Ban Righ Foundation, the Chaplain’s of- 
fice, the Dean of Women, and Queen’s General 
Bursary program. “I can’t survive without [finan- 
cial support],” says Robin. “It’s unfortunate that 
more people in my situation don’t know there are 
programs like this that can help them pay for a 
university education.” — by Alec Ross 


TROY DAY: the struggles of a grad student 


It’s never easy being a student on a fixed income. 
“Money is one of the major worries in a student’s 
life,” says Troy Day, who’s studying toward a PhD 
in mathematical biology. 

But Troy’s journey has been a little smoother, 
thanks to the Ontario Graduate Scholarship that 
helped finance his studies last year and again this 
year. The award has enabled the third-year stu- 
dent to put his financial worries on the back burner 
and concentrate on his studies. Troy, 28, a native 
of Kelowna, B.C., is doing research on using math 
to understand the patterns of evolutionary biol- 
ogy. “I eventually want to land a position teaching 
at a university or a college, but more than likely it 
will be post-doc, post-doc, post-doc,” he explains. 

When he and his wife Laura Nagel moved to 
Kingston, money was tight. Fortunately, the De- 
partment of Mathematics and Statistics promised 
Troy about $10,000 for teaching and marking du- 
ties during his first year. He and Laura were also 
able to cut costs by moving to Wolfe Island, a 20- 
minute ferry ride from Kingston. 

Last year, Troy’s department paid him an addi- 
tional $2,000 research assistantship, and about 
$3,600 for teaching, bringing his annual income to 
about $17,600. It’s the same this year, except the 
research assistantship comes from his supervisor’s 
research grant. Troy teaches an introductory cal- 
culus course for sociology and life science stu- 
dents. “It’s good experience for the future,” he 
notes. — by Celia R. Andersen, Arts’80 


henerosity Worth Repeating: 


THE ONTARIO STUDENT OPPORTUNITY 
TRUST FUND (OSOTF) 


Q. What's the OSOTF program and why has it 
been created? 

A. The OSOTF program was created by the On- 
tario government to encourage voluntary sup- 
port of student financial aid endowments at the 
province’s post secondary institutions. 


Q. How does the program work at Queen’s? 

A. Donations directed to student financial aid pro- 
grams at Queen’s qualify under the program. 
However, contributions must be permanently 
endowed for student assistance to qualify. All 
qualifying gifts received by Queen’s Univer- 
sity will be matched by the government on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis. 


Q. What gifts are considered eligible under the 
OSOTF Program? 

A. Donations made between May 8, 1996 and 
March 31, 1997 in the following categories: all 
gifts of cash designated by the donor for a stu- 
dent assistance endowment; all undesignated 
cash gifts designated by Queen’s to a permanent 
student assistance endowment, and contribu- 
tions received before March 31, 1997 on pledged 
commitments made prior to May 8, provided 
Queen’s designates these contributions per- 
manently to a student assistance endowment. 


Q. Are “planned gift” commitments considered 
eligible contributions? 

A. Bequests received between May 8, 1996 and 
March 31, 1997 and designated for a student 
assistance endowment are eligible. Planned gifts 
involving the use of life insurance or annuity 
contracts, or which are subject to trust agree- 
ments, do not qualify under the program, un- 
less the actual proceeds are received by Queen’s 
prior to March 31, 1997. 


Q. How can I help? 

A. Your gift may be designated for any of the fol- 
lowing purposes: general bursaries, opportu- 
nity grants; international study awards; Queen’s 
Work Study Program; and/or emergency re- 
lief. Gifts may also be directed to existing named 
endowment funds which provide for student 
financial assistance. Donors are also invited to 
establish a new “named endowment” fund (el- 
igible for a government match), with an en- 
dowed gift of at least $ 5,000 or more, designated 
for student assistance.

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A STRONG FAITH, A SUP- 
portive family and his 
own persistence have 
given a former Queen’s 
football star “the cour- 
age to come back.” Last 
fall, the Rev. Steve Sur- 
man, Arts’66, MDiv’80, 
was one of seven On- 
tario residents to receive 
the Clarke Institute of Psychiatry Foundation’s 
Courage to Come Back Award. The Award was 
both an affirmation of Steve’s victory in a 30-year 
battle with mental illness and a tribute to his work 
with fellow psychiatric survivors. 

Steve, a noted high school athlete, played three 
years of varsity football for Queen’s while earn- 
ing his physical education degree. In 1967, as he 
was studying for the ministry, the first signs of his 
illness surfaced. Steve was suddenly on a roller 
coaster—confused, easily distracted and unable 
to concentrate on lectures or his reading. He re- 
luctantly abandoned theology, earned his teach- 
ing degree at summer school and began a nine- 
year career as a high school physical education 
teacher and coach. 

One mentor during his university years was the 
late Frank Tindall, LLD’89, coach 
of the Golden Gaels. Tindall was “al- 
ways gracious and hospitable and in- 
dicated support every time I touched 
base with him,” recalls Steve. Over 
the years, Steve has also valued the 
deep bonds of friendship he’s found 
among his classmates and other 
Queen’s friends. 

Although his résumé does not 
show any career gaps, Steve’s bipo- 
lar depression always lingered just 
below the surface. In 1976, his mood- 
iness and inner turmoil returned, re- 
sulting in a psychotic episode. His 
wife, Mary Good, daughter of a 
Queen’s professor, had little choice 
but to take the couple’s two sons and temporarily 
leave her troubled husband. 


Steve ended up wandering the streets of 
Detroit. After six weeks in the psychiatric ward of 


a Windsor hospital, he was diagnosed with manic- 
depressive illness and began receiving medication 
to make his illness more manageable. 

“I guess the important thing is the support Mary 
and the family have given me through all this,” he 
says. Steve’s work with the other psychiatric con- 
sumers/survivors has demonstrated that family 
and community support are a key factor in emo- 
tional recovery. As well, Steve’s strong faith has 
given him hope, and without hope, he says, you 
cannot display courage. 

After his hospitalization, the family returned to

Kingston and Steve 
completed his Master's 
of Divinity degree, 
planning to enter the 
United Church min- 
istry. During his final in- 
terview with church of- 
ficials, he was turned 
down for ordination. 

Steve sold life insur- 
ance for two years and did supply teaching, while 
establishing a friendship with another important 
mentor. Rey. Stan Self, a military chaplain at the 
Kingston armed forces base, “pulled me up by my 
bootstraps and fathered me a little,” as Steve says. 

With Self’s encouragement, Steve applied to 
the Presbyterian Church and was ordained as a 
minister with that church in 1984. He served On- 
tario congregations in Kenora and Thamesville, 
before a change in medication brought on a re- 
turn of his mental illness. 

He’s better now and for the past five years, Steve 
has been coordinator of the Rebuilding Your Self- 
Esteem Support Group (RYSE) in downtown 
Chatham. After working in a group home for psy- 
chiatric survivors, Steve was hired to create a peer 
ae group for the mentally ill. This program, 
funded by the Ontario Ministry of 
Health, is particularly important as 
mental health reforms lead to the clo- 
sure of more psychiatric institutions. 
“We’re a valid community support 
and we are cost effective,” notes Steve. 
Re-admissions to the psychiatric ward 
of the Chatham hospital have de- 
clined significantly since RYSE 
opened its doors. 

Although RYSE faces a five per cent 
cut in funding over the next two years, 
an official from the provincial min- 
istry has assured Steve the commu- 
nity-based program will continue. 
That’s welcome news since Steve’s 
own emotional recovery is a very vis- 
ible tribute to the success of RYSE and the peer 
group support it offers to consumer/survivors. 

By going public with his story, Steve hopes to 
educate the public about mental illness. One mis- 
conception he particularly wants to dispel is the 
belief that the mentally ill cannot or do not want 
to work. They do—and can—with understanding 
employers, he says. Perhaps Steve Surman’s most 
important ministry, in the larger “game of life,” 
has been to demonstrate how that’s done! 

“When I was training for football teams and 
coaching football, I found the best players were 
the ones who got up again after being knocked 
down,” says Steve. “Getting up again in life is the 
same. The ones who have the courage to get up and 
try again become the success stories.”

A wealth of early Queen's memories 


When Don MacClement, Arts'31, (MSc Berlin, PhD Cambridge), celebrated his 91st 
birthday in June, it was no ordinary birthday party. Don, his nephew Mac Freeman , 
Arts'51, Professor Emeritus of Eduation, and some companions fulfilled one of 
Don’s lifelong dreams as they cruised the Rideau Canal between Ottawa and King- 
ston. Afterwards, Don and Mac 
stopped by campus to tour 
Summerhill, the offices of the cur- 
rent Alumni Association. That visit 
brought back a lot of memories for 
Don, who lived in Summerhill with 
his family for almost 20 years--from j | 
1909 to 1929. Don’s dad, W.T. 
MacClement, headed the biology 
department and was the founder 
of Queen’s summer school. 


“| have a lot of fond memories 
of this place,” Don said as he made his way up to the second floor. There he 
poked his nose into a vacant office on the north side of the building. “This used to 
be my bedroom! he said. Stepping over to the window, Don ran a finger along the 
casing until he found a tiny indentation in the wood, long covered by paint. 
“There!” he said triumphantly, his blue eyes twinkling, as they no doubt had on the 
day so long ago when he'd drilled the tiny hole. “I ran a wire through there for an 
aerial for the crystal radio set | listened to as a boy,” he explained. 

Peering out that same window, Don recalled he had leaped many times from 
the Summerhill roof in a makeshift hangglider, he built from bamboo poles and 
fabric, following plans from Popular Mechanics. Don flew the same craft off the 
roof of his family’s barn at the MacClement’s summer home at nearby Collins Bay. 

Those early experiments in radio and aviation fostered two of the great passions 
in Don’s life. He was one of the pioneers of CFRC radio, as well as a founder of 
both the Kingston Flying Club and of the Wartime Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 
(Gust last fall, Don was awarded the Paul Tissandier Diploma at the annual meeting 
of the Federation Aeronautique International in recognition of this and his many 
other contributions to Canadian aviation.) Don has a wealth of vivid (and fascinat- 
ing!) memories of life at Queen’s in the era before the First World War. What's his 
strongest memory? “ How my father put his life into Queen’s,” Don said. 

Reminded that Mac Freeman had written a recent article in the Review suggest- 
ing it’s time to name a campus building or other facility after his father, Don nod- 
ded in agreement. “I’m sure that would please him very much indeed,” he said. 
“Such an honor is long overdue, even if | do say so myself” -- K.C.

Remembering the Great Flag Caper 


F OHN ASHLEY, ARTS’56, AND Gor- 
© don Sedgwick, Arts’56, Law’61, 
| were the instigators of the oper- 
| ation. Joan (Lawrence) McDon- 
| ald, Arts’56, procured the goods, 
and acted as a lookout. Mike Far- 
rar, Sc’62, contributed technical 
expertise. Clarence Barnes, Sc’56, doc- 
tored the documents to make them look 
authentic. And each of the remaining 14 
team members played a vital role to en- 
sure the plan’s ultimate success. 

The Great Train Robbery? The Great 
Escape? No, this was the Great Flag 
Caper (codename: “Happy Birthday”) 
perpetrated one frosty February night 
in 1956 by a group of adventurous 
Queen’s students, whose names until now 
have remained shrouded in secrecy. 

With four decades behind them and 
the FBI cold on their trail, the co-con- 
spirators gathered on Alumni Weekend 
to celebrate the 40th anniversary of their 
escapade, in which parts of northern New 
York State were “reclaimed”—alas, tem- 
porarily— in the name of King George 
III. Here’s their story: 

“The original draft of the declaration 
was put together one afternoon in Dou- 
glas Library by Gordon Sedgwick and 
myself,” recalls Ashley. “We took it to 
the coffee shop later, and in conversa- 
tion with other students, the plan began 
to take shape.” 

Partly asa lark, but also to counteract 
what they felt to be overbearing Amer- 
ican propoganda, the students devised a 
complicated plot to replace the Stars and 
Stripes with pre-Revolutionary Union 
Jacks on six public flagpoles in four com- 
munities in northern New York. Attached 
to each of the flagpoles would be a dec- 
laration “reclaiming” the land for Britain 
and King George III. The target date: 
February 22—George Washington’s 
birthday. “Behind this wasn’t just irrita- 
tion with the US.,” says Ashley. “We also 
wanted to do something with an histor- 
ical flavor. A lot of creative thought went 
into the planning.” 

Joan McDonald, whose father was a 
school superintendent, knew there were 
several Union Jacks in her parents’ base- 
ment. She smuggled six back to Queen’s 
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John Ashley, Arts’56, and his friends got to- 
gether on Alumni Weekend’96 to celebrate 
the 40th anniversary of the infamous “Great 
Flag Caper,” one of the most ambitious stu- 
dent pranks ever pulled off at Queen’s. 


after Christmas break, and with the help 
of several friends working late at night, 
secretly removed the Cross of Ireland 
from each flag to ensure historical accu- 
racy. Clarence Barnes, the group’s artist, 
crafted the elaborate scrollwork on the 
proclamations, painting them with shel- 
lac for a suitably aged appearance. 
Meanwhile, Mike Farrar was design- 
ing a steel clip that would spring through 
the pulley at the flagpole tip, making it 
extremely difficult to haul down the flags 
from the ground. (This worked so well on 
the Union Jack at Clayton High School

that the services of a steeplejack work- 
ing from an aerial ladder truck were re- 
quired to cut the rope.

On the night of Feb. 22, the three 
teams, color-coded red, white, and blue, 
traveled in separate unmarked vehicles 
to their appointed destinations; 12 men 
and six women—hailing from Arts, Sci- 
ence, Engineering and Medicine—fol- 
lowed their instructions to the letter. All 
the flags went up and the teams returned 
home undiscovered. Media in the US., 
Canada, and England soon picked up on 
the caper and provided international cov- 
erage, partly due to anonymous tipoffs 
timed to coincide with the plan’s com- 
pletion. For a brief period as well, inter- 
est was shown by New York state troop- 
ers and FBI agents who questioned 
students and others on campus. But no 
names emerged, and in the end it was all 
deemed a harmless prank. 

“We didn’t talk about it before or after,” 
says Joan McDonald. “We each knew 
what we'd done, and were quite gleeful 
about it. It was a lot of fun, and looking 
back on it now, something quite imagi- 
native. It also convinced me I could never 
be a criminal!” / 

Frank Pickard, Arts’58 (who died un- 
expectedly just as the Review was going 
to press), considered the caper a great 
adventure and a good example of team- 
work. Said Pickard, “We thought we were 
boldly adventuring into the US., and each 
of us had stories concocted if we were 
caught across the border.” 

Like many underground legends, the 
details of the caper have changed and 
grown with the telling. Pickard and oth- 
ers from the actual group have been 
amused over the years to hear “first-per- 
son” accounts from people who had no 
involvement whatsoever. 


Now that the true story is finally out, 


and the team has been reunited, is there 
any possibility of future schemes being 
hatched? “Oh no,” laughs Ashley. “All 
we're doing now is reminiscing. Still,” he 
adds, “sometimes you drive by things, 
and you have ideas... .” a

LONDON, Ont. — Coy er Back HAs JUST JOINED 
a very exclusive club that includes among its mem- 
bers cartoonists Charles Schulz and Lynn Johnston. 

This spring, Cuyler’s newly syndicated comic 
strip, The Swan Factory, debuted in North Ameri- 
can newspapers in cities including London, Ot- 
tawa, and Vancouver in Canada, and Denver, Hous- 
ton, Tampa, and Salt Lake City in the US. Cuyler’s 
strip shares the comic pages with with Schulz’s 
Peanuts comic and Johnston’s slice-of-life favorite, 
For Better or Worse. 

During his “nine-to-five existence,” Cuyler, 29, 
is a supply teacher. Last year, he worked full time 
with mentally and physically disabled teens at 
Clarke Road Secondary School. Since January, he’s 
spent evenings at his drawing board, often until 
midnight, toiling at his “creativity-under-pressure 
job.” Cuyler found sketching six cartoon panels a 
week about the zany happenings at a health club 
left him with little time for other things. As a re- 
sult, he actually turned down a full-time teaching 
job this year. “I must be the only young teacher in 
Ontario who did that,” he says with a laugh. 

The Swan Factory is actually Cuyler’s second 
foray into the world of cartooning. He was a 17- 
year-old high school student in Smiths Falls, Ont, 
when he sold a strip called Furtree High to the 
Ottawa Citizen. Being a big Walt Disney fan, he 
sketched in a similiar style, picturing his high school 
students as animals. Cuyler’s strip, which ran for 
six years, helped pay his tuition at Queen’s. 

“There were times at university when I'd finish 
writing an English paper and then swivel my chair 
from my desk to my drawing board. I’d have to say, 
‘Alright, I’ve got to get six cartoons on a Voyageur 
bus to Ottawa by 6 a.m’.” 

Obviously a master of time management, Cuyler 
also spent “a magical year” as graphics editor of the 
Queen's Journal in 1988-89. He created a weekly 
editorial cartoon as well as various freelance il- 
lustrations, one of which was featured as a cover 
for an issue of the Alumni Review. 

Attending Queen’s was almost a foregone con- 
clusion for Cuyler, who followed in the footsteps 
of his father, Gervais, Arts’53, MDiv ’56, and grand- 
father, Binney Black, BA’04, BTheol’08. And the 
family’s Tricolor connection doesn’t end there. 

Cuyler’s maternal grandfather, Lorne Mar- 
shall, a Montreal architect, designed several cam- 
pus buildings, including Stirling Hall. Cuyler is 
understandably sentimental about Queen’s and 
visits campus whenever he can. 

Aside from some freelance illustrating for a 
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Toronto ad agency, Cuyler’s teaching career had 
taken him away from cartooning. Working out at 
a London gym, “it just struck me one day that a 
health club was this wonderful meeting ground 
for people from all walks of life,” he explains. “Tt 
occurred to me that it would make a good con- 
cept for a television sitcom or a comic strip.” 
Cuyler spent two years roughing out ideas be- 
fore attempting to break “into the big time.” After 
three agencies rejected his prototype, Creators 
Syndicate in Los Angeles asked to see more sam- 
ples of Cuyler’s work. They evidently liked what 
they saw, for he was offered a 10-year contract to 
produce a strip “about a place where ugly duck- 
lings come to become swans.” Since it takes time 
for any new strip to find a niche with readers, 
Cuyler says, a 10-year contract is “standard.” 
Although he’s only recently received his first roy- 
alty cheques and money is tight just now, he’s thank- 
ful to have a part-time teaching position. But Cuyler 
is upbeat these days. After handling two full time 
jobs for months, a reduced teaching load almost

sounds appealing. It will allow ume to give The Swan 
Factory his very best effort. “I’m certainly not doing 
it for the money, but that happens to be a nice side 
effect of success that you can make buckets and 
buckets of money in cartooning, if you do well,” he 
says. “It’s a luxury for me to think of that at this 
point, it doesn’t really even cross my mind.” 

Cuyler is realistic about the possibility his strip 
may not catch the public’s fancy. “If The Swan Fac- 
tory does a ‘swan dive,’ you know in another year 
of two, and I decide to call it quits, then that’s okay. 
I gave it a shot and was able to get syndicated, 
which is a feat in itself,” he says. 

Besides, there are other things Cuyler wants to 
do. One of his unfulfilled dreams is to return to 
Queen’s to earn a Master’s degree in English Lit- 
erature. Then too, with seven generations of min- 
isters in his father’s family, the ministry is a career 
“that tugs at my heart,” as he puts it. Cuyler is in- 
volved with church youth groups and spends his 
summers working as a camp counsellor. 

“ll do ministry in my own way while I’m car- 
tooning, but that’s one of things I think of beyond 
the next 10 years,” he notes. @

T'S A FANTASY JOB FOR MANY 
university graduates: in return for 
teaching conversational English 
less than 30 hours a week, you 
can travel all over Korea, you're 
paid $1,700 a month tax-free, and 
you're given a free return airplane 
ticket and a private room. 

More and more, working overseas is 
becoming a viable option for frustrated 
young university grads unable to find 
work in Canada. “There's definitely 
been a huge increase in applicants in 
the last few years,” says Dan Mont- 
plaisir of the Ko-Am Academy in New 
York. The company hires 30 teachers 
every month to teach English in 
Korea, choosing from more than 60 
applicants a month. “We get a lot of 
Canadian applicants. It's a great 
opportunity for graduates looking for 
exciting work, especially because of 
all the downsizing lately.” 

For Queen's grads, teaching over- 
seas is growing more popular. Faculty 
of Education placement officer Alan 
Travers says about 100 of last year’s 
700 education grads found work over- 
seas. The poor domestic job market 
has some effect on students’ deci- 
sions to take the plunge, but he says 
the biggest deciding factor is that 
overseas teaching opportunities are 
increasing. “In August alone, we had 
about half a dozen overseas schools 
contact us. Our network is constantly 
expanding, first because of the quality 
of Canadian teachers, and secondly 
because more and more overseas 
schools require teachers.” 

It may be a dream job to some, but 
Jacklyn Wright, Arts’90, Ed’92, says she 
found working overseas was a mixed 
blessing. Wright taught English as a 
Second Language (ESL) in Izmir, 
Turkey before earning her BEd and 
teaching in Kuwait and Zambia. 

“| had a great time in Turkey,” she 
says, “but not all overseas experiences 
are as equally positive.” 

Wright found working in Zambia diffi- 
cult because there were few facilities, 
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and the crime 
and disease rates were high. 
“So many people were dying of 
AIDS. It was just horrible to see that.” 

Wright recommends learning the 
official language of a country before 
working there, and suggests being 
tolerant of the morals and customs of 
other cultures. “You have to remember 
that this is how people live where you 
are now. It's difficult to approve, but 
that's how you learn a lot. You re-evalu- 
ate how you used to see things, and 
start seeing them in a different light.’ 

Teaching isn’t the only occupation 
luring Queen's graduates across the 
ocean. Marilyn Shurtleff, director of 
Career and Alumni Relations in the 
School of Business, says the idea of 
finding work outside of Canada is also 
becoming very popular among Com- 
merce students. In 1995, 40 of the 
school’s 156 grads looking for work 
wrote “International business” as their 
top priority in the school’s resume 
books. Eight of those ended up with 
full-time work outside of Canada, but 
only four found work overseas. 

"It's very hard to find any entry level 
work overseas,” explains Shurtleff's col- 


league Connie Todd. She says most 
graduates interested in international 
business find they have to start out with 
a multi-national company in Canada, 
but they usually go work for that com- 
pany overseas within a few years. 

Like Travers, Todd doesn't believe 
the sole motivating factor for grads 
looking for work elsewhere is the lack 
of jobs in Canada. “They're keen be- 
cause international business is a very 
hot area right now. Companies them- 
selves are going international; getting 
into new markets in Japan and China. 
The students are just following what 
successful companies are doing” 

Don Holdsworth, Com'95, found be-

longing to Queen’s AISEC (International 
Students Association in Economics and 
Commerce) gave him the rare opportu- 
nity to work in the marketing depart- 
ment of a small Polish manufacturing 
firm immediately upon graduation. He 
was later hired at the Warsaw Business 
Journal for 11 months, and has since 
moved back to Mississauga. He says he 
didn't receive solid on-the-job training 
in Poland because he wasn't fluent in 
Polish, so he plans to return to work 
overseas once he’s gained more expe- 
rience in Canada. “If you're even con- 
sidering going, you should do it. Do it 
while you're young, unattached, and 
aren't too much in debt” 

Working overseas has its pros and 
cons, but Holdsworth and Wright agree 
the best part of the trip is coming 
home to Canada. “You miss a lot of 
the small things when you're away,” 
says Holdsworth. @

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Hooked on business 


T STARTED AS A WAY TO PAY FOR 
tuition, but now the “summer job 
that grew" could be setting two 
Queen's siblings on a whole new 
career track. While many university 
students struggle each year to find 
= summer jobs, Rob Flindall and his 
sister Becky, of Keene, Ont., have cre- 
ated their own jobs. 

It was 1992 and Rob was entering 
first year studies at Queen's. Rob, now 
22, recalls how desperate he was for 
money. Becky was in the same situa- 
tion. She was still in high school, and 
couldn't find a summer job. The two 
fledgling entrepreneurs decided hand- 
ing our résumés was getting them 
nowhere fast, so they decided to in- 
vent their jobs. Now they're hooked on 
business. With 25 regular customers 
and even a new staff person—another 
student—the pair charges about $20 to 
cut a lawn, with a 20 per cent discount 
for seniors. 

The same sibling savvy that brought 
success in the lawn care business has 
already spawned a spin-off venture. 
“When you're cutting grass you 
have time to think,” grins Rob. 
“We talk about new businesses 
where the initial overhead is as 
little as possible.’ 

The second business is Wix 
and Wax, a homemade candle 
business. Start-up costs con- 
sisted of buying some books on 
candle making, purchasing garage sale 
pots and pans, and setting up produc- 
tion on their parents’ kitchen table. 
“There was a lot of trial and error,” 
recalls Bob. 

The effort paid off. At summer's end 
Rob and Becky made 150 candles— 
some Tricolor, some floating, some 
scented—and sold all of them at the 
annual University Avenue Sidewalk 
Sale during Orientation Week. Prices 
ranged from $1 to $5.99. The manager 
of the College Book Merchant shop in 
the John Deutsch University Centre 
was so impressed with the Flindalls’ 
wares that he took 50 more candles

on consignment. These were 
made at Rob’s house in 
Kingston. 

Rob, who's now in fourth year 
of his life sciences program, says 
looking back on his experiences 
from recent summers all of the 
effort paid off. “There are a lot of 
benefits in working for yourself,” 
says Rob. “You learn the business 
end. You do everything. We're not 
flashy; we're quality.” 

Landing his first job at a gro- 
cery store when he was 13, Rob's 
résumé lists a string of typical 
student jobs: maintenance man, 
gas station cashier, Dairy Queen 
server. Last summer, in addition to 
running Flindall Green Care, he also 
worked fulltime with an Ontario Provin- 
cial Police Marine Unit, where his father 
is a detachment commander. Rob 
regularly worked 65-hour weeks. 

Becky, now in second year life 
sciences, maintained a similar sched- 
ule. She worked fulltime at a 
doughnut

hole,” too. Looking back on that experi- 
ence now, and having “survived"”—as 
she puts it—jobs waitressing, bartend- 
ing, and working as a gas station 
jockey, Becky says it's different being 
an employer rather than a job appli- 
cant. That point was driven home last 
summer when a student from another 
university saw an ad for Flindall Green 
Care and phoned to ask if the com- 
pany was hiring.

She has several ideas she doesn't 
want to talk about. “What students 
need to do is find something they 
enjoy and something the public 
really needs,” she advises. 

Rob has similar dreams—a PhD 
in virology is a possibility—and 
offers similar words of encourage- 

ment to would-be entrepreneurs, 
student and young alumni alike. “You 
can't always rely on others for work. 
You have to take the initiative,” he says. 
"There's paper work and customer rela- 
tions and financing. You have to be ad- 
venturous and not be intimidated. 
University isn’t always about pencils 
and books and facts and figures. It's 
about a way of thinking. It’s about 
opening up a whole lot of doors.” @

OLYMPICS UPDATE

Marco MALOwney, ARTS’9I, WILL GO DOWN IN HIS- 
tory as having played the first-ever Olympic beach 
volleyball match at the 1996 Olympic games. Al- 
though the 29-year-old Mississauga native and her 
partner Barb Broen-Ouellette lost that inaugural 
match to Indonesia and were eliminated by France 
later that afternoon, Margo’s accomplishments 
have helped to raise the profile of beach volley- 
ball as an Olympic sport. 

Leading up to the Atlanta games, Margo ap- 
peared on the cover of TV Guide—a national mag- 
azine with a circulation of more than 800,000 copies. 
While she was flattered to be a “cover model,” 
Margo says she was in Atlanta when the issue 
hit the newsstands. “It was pretty cool,” she 
says, “but it’s not like people were stopping 
me in the street.” 

Margo’s road to Atlanta was circuitous. 
She played varsity volleyball at Queen’s from 
1987 to 1991, starting in beach volleyball in 
the summer of 1989 in a Labatt’s brewery- 
sponsored Ontario-wide tour. “I gave up a 
lucrative tree-planting career to play that 
summer,” Margo recalls. 

After graduating, she played the summer 
on the Ontario beach tour, then spent a year 
traveling and playing in Australia. Her high- 
est finish was a fourth with fellow Canadian 
Jen Harkness, who'd joined her on the year- 
round pro tour. 

Margo returned to Ontario in late 1992 to 
work as a clinician for the Ontario Volleyball As- 
sociation, running “mini-volleyball” workshops 
for school children. But she’d developed a taste for 
the life of a pro beach player and in 1993 settled 
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in San Diego. Last year she earned a Master’s de- 
gree in International Business at the U of San Diego. 
While studying, Margo took time off occasionally 
to compete in an international pro beach volley- 
ball tour. 

Margo says it didn’t really hit her that she’d be 
going to the Olympics until she phoned her par- 
ents with the news. “You don’t get much opportu- 
nity to celebrate being a Canadian Olympic ath- 
lete in San Diego,”she explains. 

Margo’s Olympic experiences included highs 
and lows. After her competition she had a chance 
to enjoy Atlanta’s lively entertainment scene. But, 
while at the House of Blues to watch James Brown 
on July 26, Margo felt the blast from the pipe bomb 
that exploded just in nearby Centennial Olympic 
park. “I remember feeling the vibration, but never 
thought it was anything,” reflects Margo. . 

These days, she’s enjoying the laid-back south- 
ern Californian lifestyle and the chance to play 
beach volleyball year round. The Women’s Pro- 
fessional Volleyball Association will be her next 
playing venue, if she can get them to bend the rules 
on foreign competitors; she needs a work visa be- 
fore she can join the tour next spring. 

Although Margo plans to continue training for 
the 2000 Olympics, she’s trying to add some di- 
versity to her life. She hopes it will be something 
that would facilitate both working and training and 
maybe capitalize on her sports background.

QUBS celebrates a golden anniversary

Ed is a well-known Queen’s 
alumnus serving as curator 
of ichthyology and _ her- 
petology at the Royal On- 
tario Museum and as a pro- 
fessor in the University of 
Toronto’s zoology depart- 
ment. Ed’s presentation was 
sprinkled with amusing 
anecdotes and personal 
glimpses, including the sig- 
nificant role played in his ca- 
reer by exposure to hands- 
on field work at QUBS.

and a desire to help can take someone. When 
Erin (Hudson), Arts’90, Ed’93, and Mike 
Morin, Arts’90, Ed’93, now 29, first went to 
Guatemala in 1994, they began studying Span- 
ish and looking for volunteer work. Within 
two months, they’d been recruited to develop 

a curriculum (K to Grade 3) and teach 86 students, 

aged five to 16. As if that weren’t daunting enough, 

the language of instruction was Spanish, though 
the students spoke Kiche (kee-chay). 

The seeds of this endeavour had been planted 
in Erin’s mind seven years earlier by Queen’s 
geography professor George Lovell. The author 
of A Beauty that Hurts: Life and Death in Guatemala 
(1995), he had shown slides and described blatant 
injustices against Guatemala’s indigenous peoples.

Delivering the gift of literacy 


The opportunity to help came when Mike and 
Erin heard about a new school sitting empty for 
want of teachers. The setting was a remote moun- 
tain village, without plumbing or electricity. The 
community was 98 per cent illiterate and strug- 
gling to survive in a subsistence economy. They’d 
built the school to ensure a brighter future for their 
children, but convincing authorities to send a 
teacher was another matter. The Morins were in- 
vited to make the dream a reality. 

At first Mike and Erin had misgivings. They 
were uneasy about projecting North American val- 
ues on acommunity that still observes ancestral cer- 
emonies, wears the traditional brightly-colored 
woven garments, and speaks an indigenous lan- 
guage. “We were particularly uncomfortable about 
instructing in Spanish,” says Erin. “It seemed to us 
that teaching people in a foreign language would 
devalue who they are.” 

Their recruiter assured them that basic literacy 
in Spanish would protect the people from being 
cheated when they go to the coast to earn money 
harvesting coffee, cotton, and sugar cane. He coaxed 
the couple to visit the community for a weekend. 

On the three-hour trek up into the highlands, 
the Morins marveled at the magnificent vista of 
rolling hills. Now so serene, this had been the scene 
of a terrifying massacre 1n 1982, when government 
troops were “flushing out guerrillas” during the 
civil strife that raged until the late ’80s. “The fear 
is still there,” says Mike. 

Aware that the massacre had wiped out a third 
of the villagers, the Morins expected to encounter 
a people demoralized by events and depressed by 
poverty. Instead, they were welcomed exuberantly 
by marimba music. Appreciative parents lined up 
to thank them for coming so far to teach the chil- 
dren. Table, chair, pencil, and paper were swiftly 
provided so students could be registered. There 
was no turning back. For three months, the Morins

taught Spanish, math, geography, basic nutrition, 
and agriculture. Then they returned to Queen’s 
so Mike could study education and Erin could em- 
bark on a Master’s degree in geography. In their ab- 
sence, the school sat idle once more. 

In early May, the Morins went back to help their 
Guatemalan friends find a way to keep the school 
going. Besides teaching part-time and doing field 
research, they facilitate community planning com- 
mittees, organize food aid, and lobby Guatemalan 
officials for better services. The incentive comes 
from the children. 

“They’re so eager to learn and they listen so at- 
tentively, says Erin. “Of course, there’s no compe- 
tition from TV or Nintendo.” Hyperactivity and 
behavioral problems are non-existent. 

Atthe start, Erin and Mike bought all the school 
supplies with their own money. Impressed by their 
dedication, friends and family contributed. Even 
small amounts can make a big difference. For ex- 
ample, a dollar provides school supplies for one 
child and two dollars buys art supplies for an en- 
tire class. 

The biggest expenditures are $25 a month fora 
kindergarten teacher and $1,200 a year for a bilin- 
gual (Kiche/Spanish) teacher for the older students. 
Within a few years, local students will be able to 
teach the younger children.

A home away from home 


MAGINE IT’S WINTER IN KINGSTON. 
Imagine you've never seen snow be- 
fore. You've had a long day of classes, 
labs, or studying, and you need a de- 
cent cup of coffee and to see some 
familiar faces in warm surround- 
wa ings. Now imagine that you're a 
Canadian-born Queen’s student who'd 
like to study abroad for academic credit 
and experience. 

In either case, where on campus would 
you go for some helpful words of advice 





and some soothing reassurance? 

Chances are you'll find your way to 
the Queen’s International Centre, a home 
away from home for the University’s 
overseas students. 

Take Sedireng Serumola, Sc’96, for 
example. When he arrived at Queen’s 
from the African nation of Botswana, vis- 
iting the Centre put him at ease and 
helped him “get settled into the Queen’s 
community,” as he says. Reflecting back, 
Serumola acknowledges the Centre pro- 
vided him with a wealth of information 
about Queen’s and Kingston. Later, dur- 
ing his time here, he also worked as a 
volunteer in the Centre’s resource li- 
brary helping other international and in- 
ternationally minded students. Now, as 
a new alumnus, Serumola plans to re- 
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turn home to Botswana, where he’ll share 
his great academic and social experiences 
at Queen’s with others and will promote 
his alma mater. Serumola’s experiences 
are typical. 

The Centre has a long history that re- 
flects its commitment to promoting cross- 
cultural sensitivity and services for in- 
ternational students, staff 
and their families, and for 
internationally minded 
Canadians. More impor- 
tantly, the Centre serves 
as a comfortable place 
where students can ask 
questions, feel less home- 
sick, and make friends. 

The International Club 
was formed in 1961 to pro- 
vide services and pro- 
grams for international 
students. During the early 
years, the International 
Club was located at 181 
University Avenue in a house that local 
Rotarian Ed Churchill provided rent- 
free. In 1966, the International Centre 
moved to its current location in the John 
Deutsch University Centre (JDUC), 
again with support from the Kingston 
area Rotary Clubs and the Ed and Anna 








Churchill Foundation. For more than 35 
years, Ed and Anna Churchill, in addi- 
tion to the Rotary Club of Kingston, have 
been faithful financial supporters of the 
Centre. Their commitment has included 
the establishment of the Ed and Anna 
Churchill Trust Fund in 1993. These 
valuable community contributions have 
combined with the on- 
going support of Queen’s 
and the work of the Cen- 
tre’s committed staff and 
numerous volunteers to 
enable the Centre to ful- 
fill its goals. 

Over the years, the 
scope and activities of the 
International Centre have 
changed. From 1976 to 
1992, with funding sup- 
port from the Canadian 
International Develop- 
ment Agency, the Cen- 
tre’s activities included a 
global development education program 
that served both Queen’s and the wider 
community. However, in 1992, a Kingston 
organization took over this program. 

From 1983 to 1985, the International 
Centre played a key role in the devel- 
opment of the Office of International 
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Programs (OIP), which opened at 
Queen’s in 1984, and which is now the re- 
sponsibility of the Vice-Principal (Re- 
search). Also during the mid-1980s, the 
Centre began providing information and 
resources for Canadian Queen’s students 
who were going abroad. 

Directly related to these initiatives, in 
1993, the Queen’s University Senate ap- 
proved a revised mandate for the Cen- 
tre. The new and current mandate added 
the official role of assisting Queen’s stu- 
dents who wanted to study or work 
abroad to the Centre’s traditional re- 
sponsibilities. Moreover, under the new 
mandate, the Centre became a necessary 
component, together with various de- 
partments and faculties from all across 
the campus 1n achieving the goal of en- 
hancing the international environment 
for learning at Queen’s. 

More recently, since 1994, the Cen- 
tre has been responsible for administer- 
ing the University Health Insurance Plan 
(UHIP), which is mandatory for all in- 
ternational students at Queen’s. Direc- 
tor Wayne Miles notes that the Interna- 
tional Centre has become a more 
integrated part of the Queen’s commu- 
nity. “The value of both international 
students and having an global focus is 
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now being seen as adding 
an important perspective 
to Queen’s,” says Miles. 

Today, a visitor to the 
International Centre will 
encounter three types of 
students: international 
students who complete 
their entire degrees at 
Queen’s; exchange stu- 
dents who either come 
from other universities or 
who are Queen’s students 
seeking to study for a 
term—or even a year— 
abroad; and, English lan- 
guage students. “In recent years, the Cen- 
tre is seeing more students in comparison 
to previous years due to the increase in 
the number of Queen’s students going 
on exchanges and the Centre’s role of 
administering UHIP,” Miles says. With 
these changes in place, it has become in- 
creasingly important for the Centre to 
recognize the different needs of both in- 
coming and outgoing students at Queen’s, 
he adds. 

The Centre’s 1995 annual report sheds 
more light on both the numbers and the 
backgrounds of international students at 
Queen’s. Last year, there were about 750 
full- and part-time international students 
at Queen’s. About 42 per cent of them were 
from Asia, 30 per cent from Europe, and 
12 per cent from other parts of the world. 

The International Centre offers a va- 
riety of services both to these students 
and to outgoing Queen’s exchange stu- 
dents. For incoming international stu- 
dents, information packages about im- 
migration and employment matters, what 
to bring, how to travel to Kingston, and 
how to find housing, for example, are re- 
ceived well before arriving at Queen’s. 
On arrival, the incoming students can 
also talk about their concerns with In- 
ternational Student Advisor Susan An-

derson. Other services and programs, 
such as the provision of advice on im- 
migration matters, accommodation hosts, 
information sessions, English language 
tutoring, on-site orientation sessions, and 
various social events take place through- 
out the year. 

Outgoing Queen’s students preparing 
to go abroad can benefit from a wide 
range of information on study and work 
opportunities, all of which can be found 
in the Centre’s resource library and in 
individual or group information and ad- 
visory sessions. Students planning to go 
abroad may find that the video, World 
Within Reach, produced by the Queen’s 
International Centre along with six other 
universities, is a valuable resource. 

Janna Graham, Artsci’96, from Union- 
ville, Ont., who spent three months in 
Costa Rica during her ume at Queen’s 
and who also worked as the Centre’s Ed- 
ucation Abroad Project Coordinator, en- 
joys sharing her experiences with other 
students. “Through the Country Repre- 
sentative Program, the Centre provides 
many opportunities for Queen’s students 
who return from abroad to act as resource 
persons for both other students inter- 
ested in going abroad and for incoming 
international students,” says Graham. 

For the international student with 
many questions on a cold winter’s day 
or a Canadian Queen’s student eager for 
a study or work experience abroad, the 
International Centre provides a wealth 
of valuable information and resources 
and numerous opportunities for building 
community with both internationa! sa- 
dents and Canadians.

There’s racism in 
Canada, too 


~ HILE I’M CERTAINLY NOT CONDON- 
ing the racist attitudes that Ash- 
leigh Banfield came aross in 
' ‘Texas, her views smack of all- 
too-familiar “not in Canada” arrogance 
and naivete. 

Canada 1s certainly no stranger to 
Texas-style racism. The persecution of 
the Japanese in B.C. during the early part 
of this century and the segregation of na- 
tives and Metis in Manitoba and Ontario, 
as shown in Margaret Laurence’s novel 
The Diviners, are among the many clear 
examples of such Canadian racism that’s 
no different, at least in principle, from 
what exists in the U.S. Ms Banfield, in- 
stead of a quick visit south, why not a 
quick look into our own recent past to 
learn of the consequences of racism and 
isolationalism? 

Banfield probably has a point about 
the lack of American concern toward sig- 
nificant Canadian political issues such 
as last year’s Quebec referendum. How- 
ever, her griping about no US. coverage 
given to Prime Minister Chrétien’s scuf- 
fle with a separatist protester last Feb- 
ruary demonstrates the typical media 
penchant for dwelling on sensationalism 
rather than real issues. It would be fair 
to say most Canadians are more con- 
cerned instead with issues such as the 





constantly high unem- 
ployment rate in Canada, 
crime, and the future of 
educational institutions 
such as Queen’s. 

Finally, I’d also like to 
say that I have some per- 
specive on life in the US. 
South, since I spent time 
in Tennessee last spring. 
My memories from that 
stay include meeting 
some very nice people, 
seeing a booming econ- 
omy with only two per 
cent unemployment statewide, and sens- 
ing a generally upbeat attitude towards 
the future since the American South— 
particularly Tennessee and Texas—is 
one of the fastest growing regions of the 
U.S. Southern murder rates are much 
lower than those in New York City and 
Washington, D.C. and Southern prop- 
erty crime rates, such as break-and-enter, 
are actually lower than Canada’s and 
Great Britain’s in recent years. 

In closing, I’d like to say Ashleigh Ban- 
field isn’t wrong for denouncing racism 
in Texas. However, it’s tiresome to listen 
to continuous American bashing from 
Canadians like her, who clearly demon- 
strate ignorance of their own country’s 
imprefections in certain departments, 
such as racism and isolationism.

IKE TENS OF THOUSANDS OF OTHERS 

around the world, | was saddened 

by and unprepared for the death of 

Robertson Davies. I was also moved 
by the various accolades to 
and reminiscences about a 
great Canadian and a great 
man, and pleased by Bea 
Corbett’s article. 

However, I do feel that, 
in the flood of praise for his 
literary and artistic achieve- 
ments, Davies’ distinguished 
teaching career has been 
given short shrift. | had the 
pleasaure of being taught by 
Davies in two graduate 
courses at the U of T: a 
course in Edwardian drama 
in 1976, and one in 19th century English 
drama in 1977. Many have described 
Davies as “an Edwardian gentleman” 
steeped in the traditions of 18th and 19th 
century English literature; to say he was 
“in his element” in these courses 1s an 
understatement. But it wasn’t literature 
or criticism that dominated his teaching. 
It was an unbridled, overwhelming en- 
thusiasm for the theatre, its traditions, 
its practitioners, and its audiences. 

When Davies talked, the Victorian and 
Edwardian theatre became a true “world 
of wonders.” He loved it all, the sublime 
and the grotesque, the highest, noblest 
tragedy and the lowest, most grotesque 
farce. From this love of emotion-filled 
and emotion-producing performance, he 
could criticize the great Romantic poets 
for their pretentious dramatic failures 
and revel in the amazing strings of 1n- 
credibly bad puns that characterised the 
popular form known as extravaganza. 
Davies could bring performers and per- 
formances—both the very best and the 
very worst—to life, and teach us to ap- 
preciate both extremes. His lust for life 
rejoiced in the lusty lives of tragedians, 
comedians, clowns, producers, and play- 
wrights, circus performers, and charla- 
tans. His enthusiasm was infectious, his 
insight penetrating, his depth and breadth 
of knowledge impressive- -sometimes 
almost intimidating. But through his 
knowledge and his joy in learning, he 
motivated us. 

His only hard and caustic criticisms 










were leveled against those, both past and 
present, who would treat drama only as 
“literature,” and dismiss the stage as less 
worthy of consideration than the page. 
Such critics, to Davies, were either “dry 
sticks” or “wet blankets.” 
Any graduate student floundering in 
a sea of primary and secondary sources, 
deadlines, revisions, footnotes, endnotes 
and bibliographies, almost inevitably 
becomes discouraged, frustrated, and 
cynical. It was my weekly 
sessions with Robertson 
Davies that helped to keep 
me on track, reminding 
me why I wanted to study, 
teach, and “do” theatre. 
And the lessons he taught 
about the art of drama, 
combined with the respect 
he showed for the craft of 
theatre, have continued to 
inspire me through 15 
subsequent years of an 
acting, directing, play- 
writing, and teaching ca- 
reer. | love Robertson Davies’ novels. | 
live Robertson Davies’ lessons.

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Viaking a case for the Arts 


WAS 17 YEARS OLD WHEN I FIRST CAME 
to Queen’s 20 years ago. Unlike 
those students enrolled in fine arts, 
music, or film studies, I came to 
our university with no intention of 
taking arts courses. I’d enjoyed 
maths and sciences in high 
school—partly because I earned high 
marks in those subjects. The Arts were 
a part of my life, but I viewed these ex- 
periences as something extracurricular 
to the other subjects. I was wrong. 

I’m convinced the Arts should be part 
of everyone’s schooling—regardless of 
what they’re formally enrolled in. After 
two decades, I’ve come to realize that the 
things that matter most to me—music, 
poetry, hiking, gardening, and painting— 
have a great deal to do with the Arts and 
with the natural world. 

This September, I invited the Class of 
2000 to think about what matters most 
to them—their hobbies and passions. | 
found they, too, were enthused about 
learning that was related to the Arts and 
the natural world. Many of them had cul- 
uvated those interests outside of school 
hours. In my opening address to these 
first-year students, I suggested they take 
the time, while at Queen’s, to learn some- 
thing that was nota course requirement. 
I suggested learning to kayak, making a 
stained glass window, or cooking 
Malaysian dishes, claiming this kind of 
learning would sustain them through

university and the rest of their lives. 

Despite the demands of classes and 
labs, lectures and exams, I’ve come to 
know that there is plenty of ume for this 
kind of learning. 

And why spend time on the Arts? It’s 
more than the fact they make us human 
and enrich our lives, though that should 
be reason enough. No, my conviction 
that the Arts matter more than we often 
give them credit for comes from what I 
know about research on the impact of 
Arts education. Studies indicate Arts ex- 
periences help develop thinking skills 
and imagination and bolster academic 
achievement in other subjects. 

The Arts in Canada generate more 
than $12 billion annually in revenues, 
forming the 11th largest industry in our 
country. Statistics Canada predicts that 
arts-related professions will increase 130 
per cent more rapidly than non-Arts jobs 
for the remainder of the decade. And the 
Arts teach us about standards—not stan- 
dards about cost-effectiveness or correct 
answers, but standards of high expecta- 
tions and beauty. Many powerful teach- 
ing methods come from the Arts—the 
intimacy of apprenticeships, studio teach- 
ing, master classes, consultation with 
peers and colleagues of all ages, and port- 
folio assessments—to name but a few. 
Arts are essential to our economy, our 
social structure, our education, our 
growth as human beings. For essentially, 
we're here to learn more about what it is 
to be human. That is what the Arts—and 
education—are about. I have a parable 
that illustrates what I mean. 

An old man was seen picking up 
stranded starfish and throwing them back 
in the sea, for they would die if left in 
the morning sun. A passerby asked, “Why 
are you doing this? There must be thou- 
sands of beaches and millions of starfish. 
How can you make a difference?” The 
man answered, “I make a difference to 
this one.” 

In a similar way, the work of artists 
makes a difference. If a person feels a 
moment of connection when hearing 
someone play the guitar or while view- 
ing a sculpture, perhaps that’s enough. 
In these small ways, we change the world. 





Music is the great passion of Rena Upitis’s 
life (she’s both a performer and a composer). 
However she’s also an avid gardener, painter, 
potter, and woodworker. 





In his 96th year, Bertrand Russell, one of 
the great mathematicians and philoso- 
phers of this century penned a piece en- 
titled “Last Essay.” In it, he wrote that 
the time had come to review his life, ask- 
ing whether it had served any useful pur- 
pose. He asked if he’d taught men and 
women not to hate peoples other than 
their own, to value cooperation over com- 
petition, stating he feared for the future 
of our planet if these contributions 
weren't part of his legacy. The final line 
of his final essay reads: “There is an artist 
imprisoned in each one of us. Let [the 
artist] loose to spread joy everywhere.” 
We needn’t wait as long as Russell did 
to come to this realization. Let the artist 
loose—now—to spread joy and human- 
ity. Make a difference to one starfish. 
That will be enough. @

QUEEN'S HAS ALWAYS RELIED on the generosity 
of caring alumni and friends to ensure its ongoing 
vitality in teaching, research, and service. It is en- 
couraging that, even at this challenging time in its 
history, Queen's continues to earn the support of 
an increasing number of contributors. 

These pages document the energetic commit- 
ment to the life and work of Queen's University 
demonstrated by both volunteers and donors. 
Some highlights from 1995/96 are outlined below: 

+ The alumni mentorship programs attracted 
five times more participants than last year, with 
almost 250 alumni and friends serving as engi- 
neering or law mentors to students. 

* Queen's alumni demonstrated the highest per 
capita involvement — 20 per cent of key volun- 
teers — in the Friends of Ontario Universities, a 
cooperative effort with the Alumni Associations 
and administrations of all Ontario universities, to 
lobby members of the provincial parliament on 
behalf of Ontario’s university system. 

+ The Alumni Association and the University 
continued to benefit from the expertise of many 
alumni and friends serving on the Association's 
strategic planning committees. Their efforts are 
building the foundation for a stronger, more 
active Association. 


+ Through the dedicated efforts of class coordi- 
nators, 70 classes returned for their reunions last 
October — an increase of 20 per cent over the pre- 
vious year. 

+ The shared efforts of volunteers and donors 
resulted in more than $17.53 million being raised 
through private giving — a modest but important 
increase over last year’s $17.42 million — with 
more than $15 million of that total realized in 
cash contributions. 

* Corporate support had a significant impact 
on private giving, with gifts topping $5.2 million 
and contributions from foundations approaching 
$1.9 million. Beyond these donations received for 
charitable purposes, another $5.2 million were re- 
ceived from companies, foundations, and other or- 
ganizations to support research and scholarship. 

+ Matching gifts added $211,478 to gifts from 
alumni and friends, up from $203,914 last year. 

+ In 1995/96, Queen's alumni giving from all 
sources except estates totalled $5.8 million, an in- 
crease of 15 per cent over last year. 

The accompanying charts and illustrations pro- 
vide further detail on the year’s very strong overall 
financial result, indicating the source of gift con- 
tributions, and how the proceeds were distributed 
in support of University program priorities.

FRED SIEMONSEN, SC’s4, puts a new spin on the 
old saying “Time is money.” For Fred, time also trans- 
lates into advice, connections and friendship. Soon- 
to-be-retired facilities manager at Hotel Dieu Hos- 
pital in Kingston, Fred is the driving force behind 
the popular mentoring program in the Faculty of 
Applied Science. 

“It started as an idea to give back something to 
the University. I thought, what's as valuable as 
money? Experience. That started it. And it twigged 
a lot of interestamong my classmates,“ Fred explains. 

“The first mentoring session took place in Febru- 
ary, 1993. We had 40 to 60 students, and 18 mentors. 
One guy even came up from San Jose, California.” 


Since then, engineers from the classes of 54, '55, 
and’56 have counselled their 40-years-younger coun- 
terparts at one-day meetings on campus each No- 
vember and February, and plans are already in place 
for the class of '97 to meet members of the class of 
"57 later this year. The sessions often run past their 
formal end, continuing in a more social vein overa 
few pints at campus pubs. 

Says Fred: “One of the greatest merits of the pro- 
gram is the good feeling of being able to contribute. 
It’s a strong resource for the students. We give them 
our names and addresses so they have someone who's 
older and not family, someone who can give them im- 
partial, objective advice.”
